He wag born shortly before 8 January, 1608/9, and. very prob¬ 
ably at Horsham, county Sussex, England. 

He was baptised in the parish church at Horshan, 8 January. 
1608/9• 

He emigrated with his wife Marie and child in The Plarrter,Ni¬ 
cholas Trerice, Master, which embarked for New England 6” Ap¬ 
ril, 1635, and arrived at Boston, New England, 7 June, I 635 . 
On the shipping list his age is given as 26, which coincides 
with his probable ago as determined from the baptismal date; 
he is called a carpenter. 

On the 15th of 2nd month, 1639 , Francis Bushnell was admitted 
to be an inhabitant of Salom, Massachusetts. In the next yoar, 
when lands v/orc to be apportioned in Guilford, Connecticut,ho 
'is .. of record as settling there. The homelots of Francis 

Bushnell and of his father, Francis Bushnell, senior, were di¬ 
agonally opposite to each other on Fair street in Guilford; 
the land of the junior consisted of five acres on the west 
side of Fair street, Just north of the home lot of Mr. Robert 
Eitchell, and extended west to River street. 

It was probably the Junior Francis who was appointed with an¬ 
other in September or December of 1645, to perform some work 
for the town of Guilford; and since the elder Francis had died 
before 11 February, 1646, it was without question the younger 
who was mentioned "at a general court, holden May 22, 1648,the 
court, considering of some man fit to keep the mill in the 
stead of Thomas Norton, late miller, deed., find that Francis 
Bushnell doth appoar to be tho fittest man for the place." Ho 
had been employed in 1645 to "fix the sluice for the mill."ihe 
millor received one half tho toll for the mill. Bushnell asked 
at the time to be released from military training, but his re¬ 
quest was denied. Ho is again of rcfcronce in 1649, when at a 
general court Mr. Whitfield made public his reasons for re¬ 
turning to England. These were days of poverty for all inhab¬ 
itants, and the support of the minister was obtained with dif¬ 
ficulty. ’Then the planters were asked what they would do to 
cunport the ministry adequately, "Francis Bushnell said he 
-..'as*willing to continue his present some" ( O uo). 

He removed subsequently to Saybrook, Connecticut. When this 
occurred is not definitely established, but it was before 
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March, 1661. He had owned land In the Oyster River quarter in 
Saybrook as early as 1648; with his brothers had helped to 
build the Saybrook Fort after the fire of 1647. In 1653 he 
wa3 appointed appraiser of certain Saybrook properties by the 
general assembly. All of these instances may be taken reason¬ 
ably to indicate that he was resident there at that time. He 
transferred his home lot in Guilford to his son-in-law William 
Johnson in 1651- 

He was townsman of Saybrook in 1667, and on a committee for 
the affairs of the meeting house in 1668. He continued his 
calling of miller in Saybrook and is said to have built the 
first grist mill run by water power in the town; he made an 

agreement with the town in October, 1662 whereby he was to 

build and maintain a mill and to receive therefor a farm, the 
latter to remain in the family for two hundred years. In 1672 
it was voted that ”ffrancis Bushnell shall have the 'liberty 
of two grinding days in the week, which are tuesdays ahd thurs- 
days, and whht he cannot grind of the days specified he shall 
grind the next day following and if it prove a wet day on 
the grinding day then he shall grind the'next day following.” 

In the course of the years because of church affiliations he 
became known as Deacon Francis Bushnell-leader of the read¬ 

ing of psalms or responses in hymns. The remainder of his life 
was rounded out at Saybrook, 'where he died 4 December, 1681. 
The gravestone gives his age, in error, as 82, a mistake on 
the part of either the stone-cutter, or of family arithmetic. 
He was buried at Saybrook. 

The will with inventory attached was presented and sworn to 
7 June, 1682 by his son Samuel, and was filed in New London 
county Court Records, vol. 4-5-6, at p. 18. 

Francis Bushnell married first, in the parish church at Hors¬ 
ham, Sussex, 27 June, 1631 to Marie, also called Mary, Grom- 
bridge, who came in the same vessel with her husband and who 
was undoubtedly mother of the children. She had died, perhaps 
at Saybrook, before 1669 when the wife of Francis Bushnell z.i 
called Grace by John Winthrop. The second wife apparently -V 
not survive her husband.

He was born probably in Berkshire, England, perhaps in That- 
cham, and about 1580. 

Record of his baptism is not yet reported. 

Francis Bushneli appears for the first time in the regis¬ 
ters of Horsham, Sussex when on 13 Hay, 1605 he married his 
first wife Ferris Quynell. Baptisms of children and. grand¬ 
children appear until about 1634; but the family had gone 
from Horsham before 50 July, 1640 as they are not listed In 
the West Sussex Protestation Returns of that date. 

As Francis Bushneli the elder he was one of a group of eai 

grants who embarked at London on a ship whose name is 
undetermined, but of about 350 tone burthen, and about 1 
May, 1639 for the New World. A memorandum preserved by -. 
op Hoadley, in his autobiography, states that Hr. John H&ml 
ley, his grandfather, left his home at Rolvenden, Kent en¬ 
join Mr. Whitfield and his ship on 26 April, 1639* The ex¬ 
act day on which the vessel sailed is not known, but fr.m 
what is known of the length of their passage, the time :f 

arrival and other attendant circumstances, we are able to 
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determine with tolerable accuracy that they commenced their 
voyage about 20 Hay, 1639. That they were on their way was 
certainly known at Quinnipiaek, and their safe arrival was 
looked for with much solicitude. In this instance, there can 
be no doubt, as Francis Bushnell junior had already come to 
New England and was awaiting his father. 

At sea, and parted from the familiar English shores probably 
forever, it was but natural that the little band should en¬ 
deavor to reinforce by any appropriate means their desire for 
security. As a result on 1 June, 1639, on the high seas, they 
signed a Covenant pledging mutual assistance (see NOTES). The 
signers include Francis Bushnell senior. 

The colonists arrived at New Haven probably in the second 
week of July, 1639* After a stay of a few weeks in that set¬ 
tlement, during which the immigrants maintained their organi¬ 
zation, they bought lands in Menunkatuck, and moved to that 
place before winter, naming their new home Guilford in mem¬ 
ory of the country town in Surrey, England, from whence some 
of them had come. The number of the original planters were 
forty, of whom twenty-eight were heads of families; and twen¬ 
ty five were signers of the Covenant. 

Francis Bushnell seems to have taken but a small part in the 
public life of the colony. He held two and a half acres of 
land in Guilford, and it is stated that his home lot was that 
formerly owned by Judge Samuel Fowler and "now by Dr. G. P. 
Reynolds, on the corner of Broad and Fair streets."(Steiner). 

Francis Eushnell died before 11 February, 1646. At a court 
held 13 October, 1646, his will was proved upon the oath of 
Henry Whitfield and William Lebte, “who did testify that they 
heard it read to him and saw him subscribe to it in perfect 
mind and memory as they judge." He was probably buried in 
Guilford, Connecticut. 

As stated, Francis Bushnell married 1, Ferris Quynell, 13 Hay 
1605. She was buried at Horsham, Sussex, with her last child 
Elizabeth, 10 March, 1627/8. He married 2, and in the parish 
church at that dace, 2 June, 1629, Joane Kinward, who was 
was also buried at Horsham, 21 Juno, 1631. There is no proof 
of the so-called wife Rebecca, considered to havo been living 
in Guilford.

He received a grant of land in 
Boston under the Act of 1'Jovember, 1635 which required that a 
hous_‘ be built thereon before 1 March of the next year; but ho 
probably went into the service of Governor Winthrop inmediately 
as this land grant was cancelled 21 March 1635/6. Seven days la¬ 
ter he died at Tan Hills Farm, leaving a widow and two daugh¬ 
ters, one posthumous by three monthB. He was buried in Boston 
with honors. Governor Winthrop refers to his death in a letter 
to his son John, who was then on an expedition to the mouth of 
the Connecticut River, and terms him Goodman Bushnell. Edmund 
Bushnell married at Horsham, Sussex, 2 August, 1627 to Martha 
Hallor, As his widpw she received 23 January, 1636^7 a grant of 
land in Boston for a house and garden, and on 19 February,1637” 
1638 was granted "for fyve heads", a tract of land at Mount Wol¬ 
laston for a farm. She was admitted to the First church of Bos¬ 
ton 3 February, 1638/9, and two weeks later on the 17th, pre¬ 
sented her daughter Mary for baptism. She married 2, as his se¬ 
cond wife, Ensign William Beamsley, innkeeper and distiller. He 
died 29 September, 1658, and in his will dated 14 September of 
1658 he mentions his wife and also her children by her first 
husband. She deposed as to the inventory 8 October, 1658, and 
the will was probated the following 15th. On 2o January, 1662/3 
the widow Beamsley applied for a license for "stilling strong 
watterB, and retailing of the same, considering it hath ben a 
former inploym't of her family releafe 11 , which was granted 12 
June, I 663 . She probably died prior to 16 November 1668, as on 
this date Edvvard 8ushnell and all his sisters and step-sisters, 
with their husbands, sold to Key Alsop the homestead in Boston, 
and all signed the deed except Edward Bushnell, Thomas Dennis, 
the then husband of Mary Robinson, and Mary and Andrews Peters, 
(or Peterson), who had disposed of their interest to their bro¬ 
ther-in” law Samuel Graves. This property was opposite the land¬ 
ing docks where the ships from overseas unloaded, and adjoim, 
it was the property of Edward Page.

bout 1645 earlier, according to an ancient document once 
held by the Bushnell family but not now found, to a sister of 
Robert Chapman, whose name is said to have been Rebecca. Ail 
of which needs substantiating evidences. He was a saddler, and 
in March, 1660 constable of Saybrook; and was collector of the 
colony rates in that vicinity in 1659 and 1660. In October of 
1661 he was established as sergeant of the train (military)band 
there, and in May 1679 as William Bushnell senior, was con¬ 
firmed Lieutenant of that body. He was nominated to be a free¬ 
man in 1667 and doubtless was confirmed as such at the succeed¬ 
ing court, for he was named as one of the freemen of Saybrook 
already made, in October, 1669. He was a representative for 
that town to the General Court in 1670. The inventory of the 
estate of this William Bushnell was presented to the New Lon¬ 
don Court on 24 November, 1685# and administration was granted 
to his elder sons Joshua and Samuel. No wife was mentioned in 
the settlement, she, doubtless, having died previously.

NOTSS 

The present writer discussed in The American Genealogist , vol. 
XVI, p. 45, evidences proving the English connections of the 
senior Francis Bushnell. The entries for the English connect¬ 
ions are taken chiefly from the Register of Horsham , Sussex , 

published in 1915 by the Sussex Record Society as their volume 
2l• These references sat at rest a protracted argument as to 
who wore really were the children of the senior Francis Bush¬ 
nell. Confused by errors in dates and badly warped hearsay trad¬ 
itions, the earlier genealogists wandered in a maze of irrecon¬ 
cilable difficulties. «n example of this is to be found in an 
article fcompiled by William T. R. Earvin, of Boston, Massachu- 
setts, whe published in The New ingland Historical and Genealo¬ 
gical Register, vol. 52, p. 446, an article entitled The Eerly 
Bushncils. This reviews the writings of earlier searchers, in¬ 
cluding Savage, Hinman and Ghescbrough. 

In vol. 53 of the New England Historical and Genealogical Regis¬ 
ter at page 208 appears an article entitled Francis Bushnell of 
Guilford , Connecticut and His Descendants, as compiled by R. D. 
Smith and communicated by Bernard C. Steiner. This ia the first 
formalized genealogy of the family, and for certain descendants 
we have had reference to it. Following this article is a commen¬ 
tary by Mr. Marvin (cf) whose chief point is that ,.x. Smith 
makes statements for which Mr. Marvin finds no proof. 
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The next review of the family waa made by Mrs. Hary A.(Bushnell) 
Qieyney in her Life and Letters of Horace Bushnell, published in 
1905. The primary sources of the difficulties which the earlier 
genealogists faced are well outlined. First of all, it is very 
evident that the gravestone of Deacon Francis Bushnell (No. 666) 
had the age in error by ten years. In view of the pariah register 
entries and the shipping lists, there can be no doubt of this 
Second, the traditional account of Ira Bushnell, written in 1791 
was typically incorrect and "misleading, and should serve as a 
warning to genealogists who, in parallel cases, depend too much 
upon such traditions, life give this story as an example: 

The older account I can get is, that about the year 1 6JQ, 
when the Independents in England were persecuted so viol” 
ently, on account of their religion.... there came ' from 
England six brothers of the family of Bushnclls. After 
they had made some stay at the Massachusetts Bay, where 
they first landed, four of them come (sic) that remained. 
They first stopped at Long Island, but not liking Long 
Island for settlement, they came over to Guilford about’ 
the year 164#. Mr. Robert Chapman prevailed with three of 
them to remove to Saybrook, their trade being much wanted 
in Saybrook at that time, th^y being carpenters, and tfil- 
liam Bushnell had married Robert Chapman's sister. Three 
of them, viz., Francis and (Villiam and Richard... There 
was an Isaac (sicl ) he was unfortunate, as it was said, 
in getting a bad wife. He left her and returned hone to 
England with his effects, he being a merchant and owned a 
considerable estate. 


iVc have found no record whatever of this Isaac. 

The most recent published study of the 3ushnells was made by the 
late Mrs. iiary ,V alt on Ferris in her Dawes-Gates ancestral Lines, 
volume II, at page 16;. Included here are further references to

i/e also acknowledge receipt of much valuable critical advice 
from Mr. George £. Bushnell of Nashville, Tennsssee, the Bush¬ 
nell Family Historian. Mr. Bushnell’s studies have been acknowl— 
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edged by ourselves in Tha American Genealogist , vol. XVII, p. 51. 
It should be stated that Mr. Bushnell has been familiar with the 
English records of this family prior to our compilation of them;and 
except that we were unaware of the circumstance, he would have been 
given credit accordingly. Among other things, Mr. BushneU pointed 
out that the so-called marriage of Francis Bushnell senior to Re¬ 
becca Holmes is very doubtful, and is based apparently upon a In or- 
oughly unreliable family tradition. After thirty years of research, 
Mr. Bushnell has found no evidence to support this often repeated 
claim. Mrs. Ferris in her Dawes-Gates Ancestral Lines suggests that 
Franeia senior did have a wife in Guil/ord who 'survived him, basing 
her conclusion on an apparent misinterpretation of the term goodman 
or goodwife (see Lyman Beecher's Autobiography, vol* I, p. 11), and 
upon a reference in the History of Guilford , Connecticut , by B, C. 
Steiner, which refers to a suit in l64B' brought by Thomas Jones a- 
gainst goodwife Bushnell, ''for damages done to his corn by her hogs. 

It seems to be a more reasonable assumption, however, that Marie 
(Grombridge) Bushnell, wife of Francis junior, was the goodwife who 
sued; her husband had taken over the operation of the town mill in 
1646 after the death of the former miller, Thomas Norton, and was 
termed goodman Bushnell in 1658 when he was called upon to inspect 
the mill and dam snd suggest repairs and changes. 

Samuel Bushnell, son of Francis and Marie (Grombridge) Bushnell, or 
of Francis by his second wife Grace, is assumed to have married two 
times, and is first wife is considered by Mr. Bushnell to have been 
Susanna YYaddams, widow; she is known to have married a Bushnell. A 
close analysis of the possibilities for a husband for Susannah nar¬ 
rows down to two; Samuel, son of Francis junior, and Thomas, son of 
Lieutenant William, me. George 4 . Bushnell considers her husband to 
have been Samuel Bushnell, because by her inventory it is showr* 
that he had £20 of her estate in his possession, which could indic¬ 
ate a close connection. Thomas BushneU, however, at the time ofh 
death in 1715 had the lands and property of a householder, - * at 
there was nothing which would indicate that he had a wife or fami¬ 
ly; and the only possible indication of a relationship would bt 
that his father William mada oath to her nuncupative will. The in¬ 
ventory of the estate of Thomas Bushnell was reported 18 Noveatoer, 
1715; Susamsh (<Yaddams) BushneU died some thirty years before, or. 
18 august, 168J. She had only a life interest in the estate of hex 
first husband, whioh went to her son John '.Vaddams of Hartford. 
Samuel Bushnell married Ruth Sanford 17 April, 1684, there is nc 
conflict in the chronology.

This way of speaking gives us no splendid idea of the town 
at this period, when the houses are said to have been built 
of "timber cast over with thick clay" to keep out the wind, 
without glass in the windows; and only the large sized hou¬ 
ses had the luxury of a chimney; The inhabitants took their 
meals early, and their diet was plain, but provisions were 
still cheap.

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tributary streams, expecially the Rother, which falls into 
it near Pulborough, it becomes of considerable size, and pas¬ 
sing through Amberly and nrundel, empties itself into the 
sea at Littlehampton. 

There is nothing definite to show from whence Francis Qushnell 
had come prior to the record of his marriage to Ferris Quynell 
in 1605. a widow Mary Bushnell, perhaps a relative, was buried 
at Horsham 22 February, 1624/5. A child Peter Bushnell had been 
buried 21 February, 1622/5, but chronology makes it difficult to 
place him as a son of Francis Bushnell. There is no baptismal re¬ 
cord of this peter. In Cuckfield, Sussex, a Bicholas Bushnell was 
buried 29 January, 164V5. This locality is near Horsham, and 
east by slightly south of it. At Chichester, Sussex, a Richard 
Bushnell, bricklayer of St. Qlavea, with John Cooper of Slated, 
husbandman, were sureties at the obtaining of the license of

Proof of the Carpenter cainection is found in the wills of Ben¬ 
jamin Cromwell (see CROMWELL) and John Carpenter, referred to 
hereafter. 


Phoebe uarpenter* a brother Increase Carpenter, as executor of 
the will of her late husband, sold the Cromwell properties 
May, 1742 to Uriah Ryder and his wife Elizabeth. It is reason¬ 
able to suppose that in the twelve years after the death of her 
husband, Phoebe had lived in the Cromwell homestead. It may be 
that when Increase Carpenter sold the property she had recent¬ 
ly died, and if so, he was then converting the estate for the 
sake of the children. Evidently Phoebe (Carpenter) Cromwell 
did not remarry, for no other names appear in any transaction 
relating to the conveying of the Cromwell property. It is not 
improbable that after the death of the grandfather John Carp¬ 
enter in 1732, Increase Carpenter assisted in the support of 
the Cromwell minor children.

He was rated for seventy-eight pounds in Jamaica in 1683,and 
was listed for one horse, two oten, seven cows, four acres 
of land and "one head" (of a family). He became a trusted & 
influential townsman; was called Captain Carpenter junior, 1 
January, 169*; chosen townsman 29 June, 1699"and again on 8 
March, 170|; and is designated as Captain of Troop, 22 Novem¬ 
ber, 1703 (the date he took the oath). 

He acquired a considerable amount of land in the summer of 
1704. His homestead appears to have been in the East Quarter 
of Jamaica, and south of the road to Hempstead. He set up 
homesteads for his sons in 1709/10 by deeding land to them; 
these records serve to determine the dates of the succeeding 
generation. In these deeds he is termed yeoman; and was, in 
contrast to his father, illiterate. 

He appears to have met with some accident for he died sudden¬ 
ly, io June, 1732 J his will was made the same day. This inst¬ 
rument was proved 13 July of the same year and is filed in 
Liber C, p. 143, at Jamaica New York. His wife survived him.

He was born Abobfc I628 y tttm esttmatp based on the record. 1b 
shipping'lists, andipeshaps at Wherwell, Hampshire. 

There is no baptismal record found. 

He was one of the grandchildren in the family of William Car¬ 
penter who sailed from Southampton, Hampshire in May of I 638 , 
in The Bevls . and Who were at that time of Wherwell, . Hamp¬ 
shire. His earliest years Immediately after Immigration were 
spent at Weymouth, Massachusetts. When he was a small boy 
the family removed to Rehoboth, where they are recorded 28 
March, 1645. After coming of age he became an itinerant car¬ 
penter, and followed his trade throughout the reaches of the 
growing colony. He is identified as the one of that name who 
bought land in Hempstead in 1660, and at that time was csELled 
of Huntington, Connecticut. He was a townsman of Hempstead 
in 1663 but at the turn of the year manifestly had removed 
to Jamaica, New York. The printed Town Reccrds of that place 
(vol. I, p. 21) state that among the lots of meadow laid out 
to the accounts of the residents of hither East Neck, the 
sixth was John Carpenter, 14 February, 166i. 

John Carpenter bought the dwelling house and home lot of 
John Stickland (see ST ICELAND) of Jamaica on 8 November 1665, 
and this homestead served as the family residence. The pro¬ 
perty was between that of his brother-in-law Thomas Smith 
and Henry Townsend; and he augmented his holdings with other 
purchases throughout the years. 

He became one of the most influential residents of the small 
village, a tribute probably to his strength of character and 
also to the fact that he had manifestly received consider¬ 
able education. He was literate. He was overseer of the poor 
with his brother-in-law Nehemiah Smith 4 April, 1670; was 
Captain of the Jamaica Fusiliers, a military company, as ear¬ 
ly as 5 December, 1670; was a member of the church and was 

appointed with Nehemiah Smith as a committee to settle the 

r.ev• John Prudden as minister at Jamaica, 19 June, 1676. 

joi_n Carpenter was a patentee of Jamaica with others, under 
the Dongan patent of 1680. In 1683 he was taxed on an assess- 
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ment of one hundred and •eightiy'-six pounds. At a town meeting 
20 January, 1681, he was a delegate to meet with the rest of 
the towns to choose a treasurer for the county. On 2 April, 
1686 he was a Commissioner for Jamaica, with Nehemlah Smith 
and Daniel Denton. 

John Carpenter made his will 10 November, 1694; it was 

proved the next day, showing that he had died quite ..suddenly. 
The will was filed at Liber A, page 98 of Jamaica. New York. 
Wills . His wife survived him. Ha was probably buried at Jam- 
aica.

NOTES 

Aa observed in the NOTES on page 545» the foregoing is an 
extensively revised account of the connections recited in A 
Genealogical History of the Rehoboth Branch of the Carpenter 
Family in America, by Amos B* Carpenter, 1898. Reference has 
been made to the original Deed Books in the Office of the 
County Clerk at Jamaica, New York, and to both the 'printed 
and unprinted Town Records of Jamaica, New York . The writer 
at thie point wishes to acknowledge the fine courtesies ex¬ 
tended by Mr. Herbert F» Ricard, curator of the Long Island 
Collection in the Queensborough Public Library, Jamaioa, New 
York, and his associates in making available their collect¬ 
ions. 

Mr, Amos B* Carpenter speculated that the name of the wife 
of this John Carpenter was Hannah "Hope". In the Commemora¬ 
tive Biographical Record of Dutchess, County, N. Y.i (1897) 
we are given the following information at page 21: 

John Carpenter came to Long Island early in manhood,and 
in 1665 was chosen townsman of Hempstead; later hia 
name is on the records as captain of fusiliers in the 
Narragansett expedition. He was married in 1665 to Han¬ 
nah Baright, and made hia home in Jamaica, where he 
died May 25, 1695. 

Die name Baright is a version of Barhite; but an examination 
of this alleged connection shows that it is not sustained by 

any evidence-indeed, it would seem impossible for such a 

marriage to have taken place. However Mr. Arthur S, Ward- 
?<ell had determined as early as 1955, after an extended stu¬ 
dy of the first three generations of Jamaica families, what 
must have been the ancestry of Hannah, the wife of thiB John 
Carpenter. In a letter dated 18 April 1955 to the present 
writer, he said: 

I have been thinking more about our opinion that Hannah, 
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wife of Jtdua^ Carpenter was not a Hope* ....February 22# 
1699“ 1700 Nehemiah Smith was grantor to "my loving cua- 
sen John Carpenter.* 1 r believe that cousin here means ne¬ 
phew as was moat usually the case in those early days 
when couain was used. There were two Nehemiaha (i. e. 
Smiths) living at that time so far aa we know# NehamiahS 
son of William 1 end Magdalen his wife, and Nehemiah? eon 
of Wait 2 who was a nephew of Nehemiah2. Nehemiah? died 
May 18# 1750 in 75rd year# which makes his birth year 
about 1677* His sister Phoebe was born about 1688# mar¬ 
ried Joaeph Carpenter about 1707# so it ia impossible 
that she was the mother of John who was deeded land 

when she was about 12 years of age. Nehemiah? could not 
have had an older sister who married some unknown Carpen¬ 
ter, father of John the grantee of 1700. There is _ not 
sufficient time. I believe this eliminates Nehemiah? aa 
the grantor. Nehemiah^ was born October 2* 1641 at Wey¬ 
mouth, Mass,, and married 1# February 5* l667,Sarah Pud- 
dington. She died and he married 2, before 1688, Sliza- 
beth, widow of William bud lam and daughter of John 

Bmith of Taunton, Massachusetts and Maapeth, Long Islmd. 
80 far as is known this Nehemiah left no children I 
think a child by the second wife died in Jamaica between 
1681 and 1688 # or perhaps his first wife died in this 
period. At any rate there is recorded one buried in his 
family in this period. 

I think then that the deed was from Nehemiah 2 Smith to 
Johrc* Carpenter the eldest son of John? and Hannah and 
bom about 1658 (sic). He married .Mary Rhodes .daugh¬ 

ter of Johnl Rhodes who in hia will named his daughter 
wife of John Carpenter.... If John? married about 1657 
(sic) Hannah rvhc nigjit well have been born say 1655# she 
would fit into the far’ iy of William and Magdalen Smith 
exactly# making her a date: of Nehemiah 2 and her sen 

Johiv* a nephew of Nehemiah 2 . .... I have checked over 

other possibilities and can find no other theory that 
will "iork (out, to nak& any John Carpenter cousin or ne¬ 
phew of Nehemiah Smith except this one stated above. 

There has been# since the waiting cf the foregoing lotter# a steady 
and critical examination of the evidences# and after more than ten 
years it aeeme reasonable to to advance the theory, as Mr. Ward- 
well cautiously put forward his outline, to the state of most prob¬ 
able fact, and it is so accepted. The documentation is given in de¬ 
tail under WU»L£AU SMITH, which see. 

There is one record extant whiol records words spoken by this John 
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Carpenter. It ia taken from the printed Town Records of Jamaica, 
vol. I, page 107:

jit a Town court held by the constable & overaeare Daniell 
Denton Plai n t enters an action of the case against the de¬ 
fendants .... Capt. John Carpenter being sworne in the 
case..,, aayth that he hearde Daniell say that ha would 
give the plainitive (Bic) a dayse work though he had hoe 
nede of him but he would give noe more but charged themto 
( ) or drive the horse to the plase from whenae 

they fetched him and farther sayth not. Thomas Smith jun- 
eor being eworne in the same case testefyeth that upon 
Daniels request he went in to Cap' Carpenters bame to see 
the horse and suddenly after Jonathan Deine came in and 
asked Daniell what he would give for the bringing up of 
his horse and afterwards Hope came in to the barns and 
askeing what hee would give for the bringing up ©f his 
horse and Daniel sayd hee would give them a dayse work... 

An examination of the will of this John Carpenter indicates Ihat 
he wrote his will, or rather had it written, with full know¬ 
ledge that his hours were short. From internal evidence it is 
manifest that his son Solomon had died; and he requested that 
his grandson Solomon, son of his son John, be allowed to stay 
with his wife Hannah after his death. This may well have been 
to solaoa Hannah for the possible recent death of bar son Solo¬ 
mon.

He was born about 1605, and probably in southern England. 

No baptismal record is found. 

He was, shortly prior to May, 1638, a resident of Wherwell, 
otherwise Yftiorwell, Hampshire; and emigrated in the forego¬ 
ing month with his father, wife and four children in the 
Bevis . which sailed from Southampton, Hampshire, to New Eng¬ 
land. 

After arrival he is next found in Weymouth, Massachusetts, & 
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was admitted ae a freeman at that place, 13 May, 1640. He was 
recognized as a man of strength and character, and was select¬ 
ed as deputy to the sessions of the General Court of June,064l 
and May,"1643. He is recorded as a proprietor at Weymouth in 
1643. He was chosen constable 28 January, 1640/1 for the year 
ensuing, and commissioned by the Essex court as Captain in 
1642. 

As early as 1641, the inhabitants of Weymouth were granted by 
the Plymouth Colony a tract of land eight miles square which 
they were to purchase of the Indians. A proprietors* meeting 
was hold at Weymouth in October, 1643, at which an agreement 
was made to settle on this land, which was first known as See- 
konk and later as Rehoboth. Another meeting of the propriet¬ 
ors was held at Weymouth on 10 December, 1643- The value of 

each man's estate was taken at this time, in order that, in 

addition to the house lot of six, eight or twelve acres, ac*‘ 
cording to the quality of the person, the other additional 
lands might bo taken up according to person and estato. Car¬ 
penter was rated at 254/10/0. He held lot number 10. Tilton 
in his History of Rehoboth states that the new town was built 
in a semicircular form, around what is now Seekonk Common (ftie 
south extremity of the plain), with the meeting house and par¬ 
sonage in the canter; the semicircle opening towards Seekonk, 
or Pawtucket River. 

As one of the original proprietors of Rehoboth, William Car¬ 
penter drew a lot in the division of woodland in June,1644.He 
was elected townsman on 16 March, 1645, and again on 26 May, 
164?, 12 April, 1648, 25 October, 1653 and on 9 February,1655■ 
In April, 1645 he served on a committee to hear the griev¬ 
ances of those whose meadow allotments wore defective, and in 
May, 1645, he and Staphv Payne were sent to Plymouth to the 
General Court ”to certify the town’s minds” as deputy. He was 
admitted and sworn freeman 4 June, 1645, and on the same date 
was a member of a committee appointed by the General Court e- 
lected and authorised for the preparing of"some psent lawes 
for redrosse of some psenL. abuses, and for pventing of fu¬ 
ture”. In June, 1645 ho drew a lot in the great plain, and in 
February, 1646, a meadow lot 0 He served as Juror on the grand 
inquest in June, 1646, and was In the same month appointed as 
fence-viewer at Rehoboth, an office tc which he was again ap¬ 
pointed in February, 1646. On 25 October, 1653, he was rater 
for the sums of the county pay, and in May, 1654 was a survey¬ 
or of the highways. William Carpenter was appointed 6 June, 
as constable of Rehoboth, r.ri xgain in the same month was 
made surveyor of highways. 
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His vocation was given on the shipping list a 3 that of carp¬ 
enter, but it is evident that there had been a plan for him 
to enter the ministry. His library, which he mentions in hie 
will, includes technical religious Works of the time, Latin 
classics, Greek and Hebrew grammars, biblical concordances & 
some legal works. As the town clerk of Rehoboth from 1643 
to 1649 he entered the records in a particularly fine script. 
The Implications of this apparently arrested career are dis¬ 
cussed in the NOTES below. 

William Carpenter died at Rehoboth 7 February, 1658/59, and 
was undoubtedly buried there. His will, dated 10th day of 
10th month (December), 1659, was proved 21 April, 1660. 

He married Abigail, whose maiden name has not been found.She 
was born about 1606, and probably in England; and married 
about 1627- She died at Rehoboth 22 February, 1687/8, and 
was'probably burled there. She was undoubtedly mother of the 
children. v

William Carpenter of Providence and Benedict Arnold had ac¬ 
quired the meadow land in the bend of the pawtuxet River in 
October, 1652* Arnold sold his undivided land ri^it in this 
land to William2 Carpenter of Rehoboth. When the land was 
bought by Roger Williams in 1638, from the Indians, part 
was set off not to belong to the common land. This was the

He was born about 1576, and undoubtedly in England, although 
in what shire or county it has not been possible to prove at 
this writing. 

William Carpenter is considered to have been an inhabitant 
of Wherwell or Whorwell, Hampshire, in 1638, " Substantially 
all that is known of this ancestor is that he emigrated from 
Southampton, Hampshire, England, in May, 1638 for New Eng¬ 
land, and in the Eevis . With him was his son William, the 
latter's wife Abigail and four grandch ildren. The eldest of 
the grandchildren was not over ten years of age at the time. 
It is supposed that William Carpenter was actually on board 
the ship when it made its journey. 

He is not found in New England, and further record is incon¬ 
clusive. It is claimed that he returned to England and re¬ 
married (see NOTES), but the proof of the statement has not 
been seen by us. 

The name of the mother of the only known child is not found.

the present William Carpenter was a carpenter by trade and lived 
in the City of London; that he rented certain tenements in Hounds- 
in . ^ 25 demised for 4l years with a covenant to build 

within five years, which tenements and gardens were heretofore con - 

veyed to the city's use for the support of the Carpenter Free 

School by John Carpenter, Town Clerk of London. He goes on to say; 


The strongest and perhaps the most conclusive evidence in our 
favor, of the connection of the English and American branches 
of the Carpenter family, is based on verified records and on 
the similarity of the Coat of Arms claimed by members of the 

American line and of that borne by some of the same name in 
ingland. A praninent link in the chain of evidence is furn¬ 
ished by Daniel Carpenter of Rehoboth, Mass., who died in 1765 
and on whose gravestone is engraved a Coat of Arms known as Ihe 
Greyhound Arms." On the cover of a memorandum book, found by 
the writer (i. e. judos B. Carpenter) and belonging to Dr. Com¬ 
fort Carpenter while a student at Harvard College in 1750, a 
Coat of Arms appeared Bimilar to that represented on toe grave 
stone of Danie 1 of Rehoboth. This vjas some thirty years earl¬ 
ier. 


In the copy of a letter dated March 15 th , 1847, written by 
the Hon* T. R. Carpenter of Woodbury, N» J., a descendant (in 
the 5 zn generation) of Samuel Carpenter who settled in Phila¬ 
delphia with William Penn, additional light is thrown upon the 
wide-spread tradition of this "Greyhound Coat of Arme." Thi* 
correspondent says "I have a seal which is said to be a copy 

of the family Ooat of Arms. My grandfather (aged 94) has told 
me that it was so reported. I should mention that the seal was 
engraved from the seals on several old letters written by ..., 
Samuel Carpenter (this grandfather's brother) of Jamaica. I 
seems to be in heraldic language. Then he goes on to dm • 
ci"ibe the seal which corresponds, with some slight difftm^rries 
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in the crest* to that of JU1J.*db Oaifpsatar. of C©Wva»r Sur¬ 
rey County. England* granted in 1665.... 

The description of this coat of arms follows: Argent, a greyhound 
passant sable, a chief of the last; Crest, a greyhound's head er¬ 
ased per fease sable and argent, collared (tincture not reported), 
iir, Amos B» Carpenter goes on to say then that he has in his poss¬ 
ession a letter written many years ago, on which is the iEgjresa- 
ion made in sealing wax cf the seal referred to by Hon. T. P. Car¬ 
penter, and it compares almost exactly with the arms on the grave¬ 
stone of the late Daniel Carpenter. 


We come now to another imposing item in this brilliant collection 
of anecdotes. Mr s* Ruth 0, A. Silk, a descendant of John Carpent¬ 
er of Jamaica, New York (grandson of this William) told Mr. Amos 
B. Carpenter that there had existed in her family a representa¬ 
tion of a coat of arms portrayed in colors on parchment, and whid* 

had been preserved in the family from generation to generation un¬ 
til the Revolution, when it was destroyed by the carelessness of a 
servant. It is said that the description of this coat of arms 
corresponds with those mentioned above. And so on: 


One family in Vermont, particularly, represented by lira. Ad¬ 
ams of South Royalston, a daughter of ualen Carpenter claims 
that a Coat of Arms belonging to the Carpenter family has 
long been in her poesession, consisting of a greyhound with 
some other designs. Henry 8 . Carpenter of Osceola, N. . Y. 
gives the substance of the reoollections of an aunt of his 
who died in 1851, aged 77 years. She substantiated the 

statements generally received of Jhe three William Carpent¬ 
ers who came over in the "Bevis" in 1658. She had a faint 
recollection of a Coat of Arne representing some sort of an¬ 
imal, and of having heard her father frequently apeak of it, 
and thought it was recorded on the Town Books of Rehoboth.. 


....Entering upor mhis line of investigation the compiler 
put himself in ^aunication with John P. Jaynes, now de¬ 
ceased,.... Mr. Jaynes prosecuted his researches in Eng¬ 
land which led him to the discovery that a certain William 
Carpenter cf Cobham* Surrey County, had been granted an i“* 
dentical Coat of Arms, March 4 th , 1865. This William died in 
1672 and left no heirs; so that his Atds would be inherited 
by the next of kin on 'the male side, failing heirs of h- ® 
own body.* Supposing now that neither Daniel v f .-v 


The coat, of arms was inherited only by the descendants; collaterals 
did not inheAt as a natter of course. There would have been a regrant 
of a perhapB similar, but not the anna, design to a collateral who would 
nave acquired it in hie - f" stable reasons. 
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nor the other descendants of William in this country would 
have adopted these ^rms of William Carpenter of Cobhara un¬ 
less they could have furnished some legitimate claim to them 
through the failure of direct heirs of this Willian in 3ng~ 
-andj it is nore than mere speculation to consider that the 
first William who emigrated to this country in 1658 was re¬ 
lated to Willian of Cobham, perhaps a cousin or perhaps an 
uncle as he twenty-five years older than the latter.... 

Mr. Carpenter quotes correspondence of his genealogist in London, 
which is not given hero as it would serve no useful purpose. Dis¬ 
regarding the story of the coat of arms for the nonent, it oust be 
observed that there is no documentation offered which would clear¬ 
ly associate the Wherwell, London, Cobhan, Anesbury and Wrington, 
Carpenters together as nembers of one family. To speak plainly,

Mr. J. Hatton Carpenter published an article in the Utah Genealog- 
i.cal and Historical Magazine , vol. 16, (1925) entitleiT T TEe —Carp¬ 
enter Fanily of England and the United States."

In nnos 3. Carpenter's great work, "Thu Carpenter Memorial" 
is to be regretted also that there are nary (sio) facts gi¬ 
ven which subsequent research have (sic) proven to be en¬ 
tirely erroneous; and it might be well to point these out, 
bo as in future to avoid unnecessary trouble.

Lrodon# 
the writer has authentic evidence of the parentage of Sir Wil- 
iiem Carpenter# and can trace that to his progenitors in Sur¬ 
rey# who settled at Merton in the middle of the 15th oentury. 

In 1921# by a copy from the records of the parish of Dilwyn, 
Hereford# of all the Carpenter entries back to 1559# it is 
conclusively proven that no William Carpenter was born there 
in 1576, and by trade a carpenter in London# as qtated on 
page 852# for all the male heirs mentioned in the pariah re¬ 
cords as living at the “Home” Gilwyn were styled n generoaus* 
or gentlemen# as the records are in Latin# and a son of a 

rt gentlonan n so titled in those days is not very apt to be a 
carpenter by trade...# 

It should not have taken any very groat amount of research on the 
part of Mr. Carpenter's London genealogist to have discovered that Mr. 
John Gough NicholB, editor of the Herald and Genealogist# had in the 
pages of that distinguished periodical# repeatedly inveighed against 
the mi8uilo of armorial bearings, and further, against genealogical 
assumptions based on their use. We say that the London genealogist 
should have known# as the Herald and Genealogist was published in his 
day and at a time when he must have bean most active* Mr* Nichols 
points out that human nature is the same in the aighteenth and nins- 
teenth centuries as in the twentieth# and the illegitimate usq of 

coats of arms# whether innooently or with deliberate intent# was os 

frequent then as now. We have discussed similar circumstances else¬ 
where (see ACKiRLY- aK-SRLY and BARKER) and in some respects the anec¬ 
dotes have a strikingly similar sound. Whether found in a junkshop or 
on a gravestone# the use of the arms as such is no evidence whatever 
of an ancestry unless accompanied by the appropriate docuraentation.Mr. 
Carpenter unwittingly destroys the very validity of any possible 

connection when he not only discloses that the ooat of arms in quest¬ 
ion was granted to a collateral after the emigration of the first 
William Carpenter, but that the latter died without issue.* 

Wa now turn to comments of another researcher into the connections of 
the several Carpenter families of New England and Long Island# those 
of Daniel Hoaglana Carpenter. Mr.'Daniel H* Carpenter wrote the Hist¬ 
ory and Genealogy of the Carpenter Family in America, published in 
1901, three years subsequent to the publication of Amos B* Carpenter. 
This author was an associate of Mr, Amos B. Carpenter in much of his 
long undertaking. Further, D, H* Carpenter in a trip to Europe also 
examined much of the evidence which was reported as verified by ;.mos 
B. Carpenter# and which was claimed to support the long English ped- 

•In this paragraph Hr. Carpenter refers to umoa B. Carpenter. 
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igree compiled presumably by the English genealogist Jaynes. After 
examining the purported evidences, Mr. D. H» Carpenter could say 
at page $51 of his work: 

While there is no possible doubt as to the English origin of 
our American families, yet there is certainly a lack of re¬ 
corded evidence regarding the direct line through which we 
come. Each of our three families (referring to the lines of 
the Rehoboth, Providence and Philadelphia families) has un¬ 
disputed proof of at least one generation on English soil 
previous to the emigration to America; beyond that there is 
a hiatus of more than a century which can only be filled by 
conjecture. What is needed to give a satisfactory solution 
relating to our English forebears is a thorough, systematic 
and persistent search among the Parish Registers of Hereford, 
Gloucester and Somerset,... 

While in England in 1896-97 I of course was anxious to as¬ 
certain all I could regarding Richard Carpenter, the progen¬ 
itor of our Providence family. 1 spent much time among the 
old records at Somerset House, the Library of the British Mu¬ 
seum.... and other places.... What I found concerning Rich¬ 
ard Carpenter convinces me that he was a dissenting clergy¬ 
man who, in 16J5, waft compelled by the ruling of the "Star 
Chamber" against such preachers to flea the country or suf¬ 
fer imprisonment. He sought refuge in Prance, where he re¬ 
mained for five years, returning to England in 1640. 

In 1616 he waB rector at Sherwell, in which year several of 
his sermons were published. After his return from Franca he 
was vicar of Poling, a parish of Sussex, near Brighton, and 
in 1652 mention is made of his preaching in the church of 
Newport Pagnalls (sic). In I67O he was living at Amesbury. 

It is to be regretted that we cannot share _ir. D. H. Carpenter’s 
conviction that the Reverend Richard Carpenter who was minister at 
Sherwell, county Devon, was the one of that name resident in 1670 
in Amesbury. This is not on the basis of the fact tnat he would 
have been very aged, but because the will of Richard Carpenter,pas¬ 
tor of Divinity, and pastor of Sherwell, Devon, was proved in 1628 
(Prerogative Court of Canterbury, 11 Barrington). It is possible 
that Mr. D„ H. Carpenter was misinformed by supposedly profeaaional 
genealogists who should have known better. While it may be that 
the resident of Amesbury wa3 the father of William Carpenter of 
Providence, Rhode Island, in any event the chronology of the Rich¬ 
ard Carpenter who was the putative brother of the William of the 
present generation needs to be investigated under somewhat more 
authoritative auspioea. D. H. Carpenter sums up finally:

{some twenty-odd years after the emigration) to fillian 
Carpenter of Cobham* County Surrey* iientleman of His Ma¬ 
jesty *b Honorable Privy Chamber* Extraordinary. This Wil¬ 
liam Carpenter of Cobham died May 17* 1672* His will of 
January 30* 1670* provided for his widow Margaret; his 
kinsman Edward Foster of Marten* Surrey* yeoman; Margaret 
wife of Nicholas Wood of Cobham; his servant* Amy Hopkins; 
George Walbrooke of Thames Ditton* gardener; John Covert 
of Hascomb* Surrey; B My daughter-in-law Elizabeth"* wife 
of John Covert, and her children. Apparently nothing far¬ 
ther is known of this William Carpenter of Cobham. At this 
early date it was not usual for coats of arms to be as¬ 
sumed without further justification than similarity of 

the name* as has so often been done in later times* and 
while the use of arms is not proof of relationship to Wil¬ 
liam Carpenter of Cobham, who died without male heirs* to 
whom the arms ware granted, it is at least an indication 
which migfrt lead to the proof of such a relationship. The 
tradition of the ri^it to the Greyhound arms has persisted 
strongly among the descendants of Wi 11 iam-*-Carpenter of Re- 
hoboth* William 1 Carpenter of Providence and Samuel 1 Car¬ 
penter of Philadelphia.... 

With all due respect to the authors of James Cox Brady and His 
Ancestry* we do not accept the apocryphal grave-stone coat of 
arms as other than an excusable* but passing vanity of a New Eng¬ 
land Yankee. 

We turn now to the evidences against the statement in the ship¬ 

ping list that William Carpenter was at one time a resident of 
Wherwell, Hampshire. Mr. Amos B. Carpenter in the Preface to his 
magnum opus * perhaps in some anxiety as to the supposed inconsist¬ 
ency with the alleged London derivation of William Carpenter* has 
this to say: 

It is generally believed that the Rehoboih family emi¬ 
grated from Whorwell* now Wherewell,(sic) ..a.jpshire count- 
y (sicl) England* but there is no evidence that a family 
by the name of Carpenter ever lived at Whorwell for ary 
length of time* and the fact that the records of the ship 
clearance papers, in ths clerk's office were withheld un¬ 
til the ship n Bevis" was out to sea* and all the oircum- 
stanoes connected with his departure from London, compels 
the conviction that William Carpenter found it necessaiyfb” 
his personal safety, to leave London where his father re 1 • 
sided* and that he selected the quiet place of Whorwell,ur. 
til he and his family could emigrate to America. 
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ir. Carpenter was assisted in this conelusion by letters to him 
from his English correspondents; 

Some time ago I reeeived a letter from Rev. J. West, Vicar of 
Wherweil, Hants, England* who personally inspected all the 
parish registers for me, but the name "Carpenter" dies not oc¬ 
cur, However, they only date back to the year 16J4, all earl¬ 
ier records being destroyed during the Civil War. He says the 
name was formerly spelled "Whorwel 1." Ho also informed me that 
there is a pariah in Berkshire named Harwell..., 

(signed) H. C. Stuart 

And a letter from Harwell, dated l4 February, 1852, brought forth 

I write to say that the Register has been diligently searched 
by the Vicar as far back as the year 1605, and no such name as 
Carpenter can be found.... 

w So it would so am that, insofar as the records Maintained by con¬ 
forming ministers were concerned, there was no entries made which 
referred to the family of William Carpenter of Wherweil. 

Anyone who looks at the picture of the sleepy, rural and beautiful 
English hamlet of Wherweil in Hampshire, Ita Past and Present Con¬ 
dition, and Future Prospects , by Robert iudie, vol. 1, p. 27l»1jan 
readily believe that it could be a refuge, at least a temporary 
one, for a dissenter. It would seem to follow, then, that William 
Carpenter's use of the name Wherweil was calculated to mislsad tho 
followers of John Whitgift and those who came after him; but if 
this actually was the case, it was the moat stupid thing that he 
could do. For Wherweil was a center of strong dissension, and its 
vicar in 1605 had to answer for his presumed non-conformity. This 
phase of the ecclesiastical history of .Vherwell seems to have e- 
luded most of our researchers, although there is provided thereby 
sufficient motivation to bring at least one of the William Car¬ 
penters of the present family to this country. 

Ws introduce this phase of our history with an extract from The 
Mew England Historical and genealogical Register , vol. 74, pages’ 
5l9 and those ^following: 

....(Stephen) Bachiler was presented, 17 July, 1587, by Wil¬ 
liam West, Lord de la Warr, to the vicarage of Wherweil in 
Hampshire, ;and .... on 9 Aug. 1605 John Bate was made vicar 
there because of the "ejection of Stephen Bacheler." Ho record 
has been found of the date of this ejection. 

Bachiler was still living at Wherweil in 1596 and in 1607.Wil- 
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liam Bpcnoei* of Ghcritoa, Hants, in his will, dated 14 Aug. 
1596 and proved 20 Sept. 1596, appointed « 2 F Stephen Bach¬ 
elor, minister of Wherwell,'' obo of his overseers and trust¬ 
ees, and Henry Shipton, a tanner of Shaw, Berkshire, in his 
will, undated but proved 24 Mar. 1606/~J, loft a legacy of 
forty shillings to "Mr. Stephen Batchelor 6f Horcll, co. 
Southton." Bachilcr does not appear on the Lay Subsidy Roll 
for Hampshire in J Janes I (1609/10) but in 1622 and 1629 

he bought two properties in Newton Stacy, Hants, and his 
name appears on the Lay Subsidy Roll of 4 Charles I (I 628 - 
9) under Newton Stacy, 

The New England sojourn of Stephen Bachilcr lasted from 
1652 to 1654.... 

The year 1595 marked the close of the first chapter of Whit- 
gift's persecution of the Puritans> in his struggle to en¬ 
force uniformity on the unwilling English Church. On 6 Apr. 
1595 Barrowe and Greenwood had died on the scaffold for non¬ 
conformity. On 29 May, the very date of the order cited a- 
bove, John Penry was executed for the same cause. Bachiler 
was summoned from his peaceful Hampshire vicarage for no 
idle jaunt to London, Danger, torture, perhaps death itoalf 
lurkea behind Canterbury's vestments..,. 

«... The vicar of Wherwall also had a strong majority of his 
diocesan superiors against him. Cooper, the bishop of Win¬ 
chester, had prepared the first categorical answer to the 
Mar-Prelate pamphlets, whose author had just died on the 
scaffold.... 

' r 

Save for this mention there is no record of the sermon at 
Newbury which had so roused the Archbishop and the Bishop. 
.Nor do we know the result of Bachiler's visit to the Star 
Chamber.... 

And in the Jrtchelder , Batcheller Genealogy by Frederick Oliftoi 

Pierce, page 26 , we find additional information:

The old Parish 
church of Holy Gross and St. Peter was pulled down and re¬ 
built in 1856.... Of Stephen Bachiler's life at Wherewell wa 
know nothing. The church records were begun in 1645*( B ic) or 
at all events no earlier records now exist. We only know that 
he remained here until 1605, for, on the ninth day of August, 
1605, John Bate, A. , clergyman, was appointed vicar • of 
Wherewell, a vacancy existing because of "the ejection of 
Stephen Bachiler," the last vicar,...

Wo are thus confronted with the fact that a vicar of Jherwell who 
had been in serious trouble in England because of non-conformity,was 
an emigrant to Hew England a scant Bix years before the two William 
Carpenters emigrated to Hew England from the same place. Since the 
Reverend mr, Bachiler was contemporary with the senior William Carp¬ 
enter, there can be no question but that he was acquainted with Ba¬ 
chiler. We doubt, however, that the senior William Carpenter was the 
ardent disBentcr that genealogists have made him out to be, particu¬ 
larly, if as claimed, ha returned to England. The son, William Car¬ 
penter of Rahoboth, evidently was of a strongly religious frame of 
mind and may have studied for the ministry, only to be dissuaded by 
the manifest dangers of being placed in Bachiler's position; this 
would be particularly true if, as a dissenter, he had been dis¬ 

couraged by the dangers involved, and perhaps also, by the lukewarm¬ 
ness of his father. For we cannot help but feel that William Carpent¬ 
er senior, as he vr.‘ sc - t advanced in years, found the rigors of 
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New England more strenuous than any that he could faoe upon his im- 
mediate return to England (if he did return). The lack of entries 
in the registers of Wherwell indicate only one thing; that the or¬ 
thodox registers, so to apeak, did not list dissenters. In our 
opinion, it is not particularly significant that the Carpenter f anr* 
ily was not recorded. We believe accordingly, that William Carpent¬ 
er was indigenous to the vicinity of Wherwell. 

We have taken a statistical count of the frequency with which the 
name appears in Hampshire and in adjacent counties; and the sur¬ 
name of Carpenter is very numerous in that county, as well as in 
the counties lying to the eastward and toward London. It appears 
in Wiltshire with somewhat lees frequency, and sporadically in Som¬ 
ersetshire and Dorsetshire. The supposition that is made by Amos 
B. Carpenter,that Alexander Carpenter of Wrington, Somerset, the 
father of Alice (Carpenter) (Southworth) 3radford, was closely re¬ 
lated to the present family of Carpenter, is not borne out by the 
available evidence, and therefore we do not discuss it here to any 
extent* James Shepard could write in 1900 in his uovernor William 
Bradford , and his Son , Major William Bradford , at page 52s 

The fourth marriage in the colony was Governor Bradford to 
Mrs. x.lice Southworth, widow, Aug. 14, 1625...* 

She was the daughter of Alexander Carpenter.... (who) lived 
at Wrington near Bath. .... the obscure Jr. Carpenter, who is 
only known to us as the father of his daughters, would have 
most gladly welcomed an alliance with ('William Bradford). 

In the Manuscript Collection of the late Charles E. Banks, and now 
in the Library of Congress, there is a volume giving the Subsidies 
for Hampshire, 1625“1628. Of the names listed there there 1 b one, 
that of John Carpenter of the liberty of Weatover, which demon¬ 
strates that there was at leaat one individual with the surnam*. 
of Carpenter living in the vicinity of Wherwell with Westover . Fu¬ 
ture research, with, of. course, proper regard for greyhounds pafl-o- 
ant and the activities of the Reverend Richard Carpenter, and in 
Hampshire, Wiltshire, uloucestershire and adjacent counties, may 
be productive.

The present writer published in The American uenealogiat, vol. 
XX, page 43, an outline of some of the connections of Thomas 
Ohampion, Therein it was stated that chronology rendered it most 
improbable that the present Thomas Ohampion (senior) married 
a daughter of Francis Jecocks of Hempstead. In a footnote re¬ 
ferring to this a brief summary of the connections of Francis 
Jecocks was given, together with records of this family in 

Straford-on-AVon, Warwickshire, a discovery made, so far as we 
know, by ourselves. 

In ge American Genealogist , vol. XXI, page 215, the late H. 

Clift ord Campion junior extended the records of this family of 
Jecocks in America, using the later variant of the name, i, e. 
Jacocics. It is also spelled Jay cox. In this article Mr, Oaropio. 
takeB is sue with the writer's opinion that the senior Thomas 
Champion could not have married a daughter of Francis Jacooks 
in the following words: 

when the town of HempBtaad granted Thomas Champion lanl 
on January 16, 1672/3 additional lands adjacent to his 
father, it undoubtedly meant his father-inTlaw, Francis 
Jacocks. His wife was called Goody Champion at an early 
period in these town records. There is no mention of Tho¬ 
mas Champion, Jr. in these records; there was but one 
Thomas and Ha-Has dead before February 15, 1682/3 when 
his widow Frances sold land at Rockaway to Jonathan 

Smith, Jr. (Under the then English Law of Inheritance,the 
eldest eon inherited all his father's lands if the fath¬ 
er died without a will, but if the father died with .j 
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mill and leaving property not ■pacifically devised in the 
will, the land automatically went to the eldest son.) Con¬ 
sequently* John Champion as heir at law of Thomas gave hi» 
release confirming same on January 2, 1687/8* proving that 
Prances, the widow, was his mother and Thomas his father. 
This confirmation does not prove the widow was dead, al¬ 
though she may have been. Hence, we must conclude that Tho¬ 
mas Champion's wife was Frances daughter of Francis Jacocks 
Sr. ' .. 

The rest of Mr, Campion's article is devoted to the Jecooks fam¬ 
ily, to which the reader is referred if interested. 

Such opinion as to the ancestry of Frances, wife of Thomas Champ¬ 
ion, coming from a genealogist of long and seasoned experience mer¬ 
its every consideration; but the reader must be informed that we 
disagree with it oategorically and point-blank as being thoroughly 
in disaccord with the weight of the evidence. The disagreement ar¬ 
ises admittedly from differing interpretations of incomplete evi¬ 
dences; for, were the latter sufficient, incompatible opinions could 
not arise. To assure that we are not mistaking the question at is¬ 
sue, the following is this writer's understanding of the premises, 
given or implied, in Mr. Campion's articles 


1. Ihat FrenciB Jecocks senior, father of the children bap>~ 
tised in the parish church at Stratford-on-Avon, Warwickshire, was 
the one of that name recorded in Hempstead, New York 20 February, 
1672/5 as the f ather-in-law of Thomas Champion. 

2. That , rands Jecocks junior is not to be identified as the 
father-in-law of any Thomas Champion, despite the fact that this 
Francis Jecocks is otherwise not accounted for. 

5. That Francis Jecocks senior had a daughter named Frances, 
whose baptismal record is not found; and who married the , sanior 
Thomas Champion. 

4. That, as John Champion received the Champion property by 
primogeniture (sic), end further, as no Thomas Ohanpion junior was 
ever so recorded, there was no such Thomas Champion junior who 
could have married a daughter of Francis Jecocks, either the sen¬ 
ior or junior of that name. 

Before presenting our case, it is conceded that 

5. At no tine is it possible to determine from any present av¬ 
ailable record, the exact age of the Francis Jacocks who first ap¬ 
pears in New England. 
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No known record is found of Thomas Champion junior ,yhero- 
ln he is designated as such. 

The first consideration we shall taka up is the chronology as it 
Xelatas to Francis Jecocks senior. Attention is called to the 
footnote on page 44 of The Amerioan Genealogist vol. XX: 

Francis Jeoocks was the son of a senior Franois Jecooks(Gee- 
cocka, Jacocks, and other variants), who had been a resi¬ 
dent of 9tratford-on“*Avon, Warwickshire, Bngland, Francis 
senior had the following children baptised at Stratford—on- 
Avon: Francis junior, baptised January 4, 1617, undoubtedly 
the one of that name who appears in Stratford, Connecticut, 
in 1646 and later in Hempstead, New York; Thomas, -baptised 
20 March, 1619, a resident of Hempstead, New York and bro¬ 
ther-in-law of Robert ABhman; Hugh, baptised 22 August, 
1624; and William* baptised 12 August, 3627* also of Hemps¬ 
tead, New York. Richard, baptised to Francis March 18, 1604, 
may belong to Francis senior or to acme other Francis. It 
will be observed that Francis Jecocks junior was a contemp¬ 
orary of the first Thomas Champion. It may be possible that 
Frances, wife of the latter, was a daughter of the senior 
Francis Jecocks; nevertheless there is no proof that this 
man ever left Warwickshire. No daughter named Frances is 
found bn the registers of Stratford-on-Avon. 

And in his article Mr, Campion addB some entries which we did 
not quote in the foregoing (as we were of the conviction that the 
Jecocks family were not of concern In the present premises): 

...the Jacocks burial records from the Stratford-on-Avon... 
Register seem to have been omitted, and are as follows:

This seems to indicate (says Mr* Campion) that he may h» e 
had children who were not baptised in this parish. 

In correspondence with the present writer Mr. Campion at one time 
Challenged the sex of the child baptised as Francis junior in 

1617/8. However, there can be no doubt aa to the flex of the child 
(unless gross error is charged to printed record) as it is speci¬ 
fically designated as filiua (son) in the register. It is not 
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coiiteated that Thomas, baptised 20 March, L 6 I 9 / 2 O, was the one 
2 that name who later appears on Long Island; this is aleo true 
for ffilliam, baptised 12 August, 3*27. There were two other bur¬ 
ials of children of Francis Jecocks which Mr. Campion seems to

Q r contra it could be maintained, and we believe .core just¬ 
ifiably, that the senior Francis Jecocks was born about 1580. 
If this was the father-in-law of Thomas Champion in I67a/J, he 
was then approximately ninety**two years of age; a very ripe 
old age. Perhaps a shade too ripe, as we shall see* 

We taka up next the son Francis Jacocks junior, baptised in 
1617. In view of the thesis maintained by Mr. Campion, we oust 
assume that he disappears from record, and is not the Francis 
Jecocks who appears in Hempstead, New York, or at ary rate is 
to be otherwise disposed of in that nether-nether land of lost 
genealogical souls whoso epitaph consists of the sad phrase, 
,r no further record." It is necessary now to examine the chron¬ 
ology of the earlier generations of the Jecocks, Champion and 
Ellison families, to see if Francis Jecocks junior might not 
have been, after all, the father-in-law of Thomas 1 Champion.In 
considering the possible dates of birth to be ascribed to the 
third generation, let us advert to the Ellison family of Hemp¬ 
stead, descended of one of the daughters of Thomas and Frances 
Champion. In volume I, pages I97, 211, 2l2 and 215 of this 
work, the present writer has established the reasonable cert¬ 
ainty that George Baldwin alias Benham was born in 1656. It is 
also true, from an examination of the reoords, that his wife 
was barn about 1660-2. She was Mary Ellison* dauditor of Tho¬ 
mas Ellison, and undoubtedly of hie wife Martha Champion, a 
point upon which students of genealogy in the Hampstead local¬ 
ity have uniformly agreed. If Mary (EllioonJ Baldwin was the 
oldest child of Thomas and Martha (Champion) Ellison, and it 
is most probable——her parents were married about 1659^60. On 
this basis we estimate a birth date of 1641 for Martha Champ¬ 
ion, and consequently a birth date of about 1615 for her fath¬ 
er Thomas Champion. At the same time we have, fortunately, an¬ 
other check, for the foregoing estimates would indicate * Tho¬ 
mas Ellison was born about 16J5. There is evidence to show lhat 
his brother John Ellison was born in 1625, as on 27 September, 

•Indeed, we could not deny that there were as mary different parents oF 
the name of Francis Jecocks as there were entries of baptisms to a man of 
this name. We assume, however, that tha patent nature of this quibble re¬ 
quires n« further discussion. 
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1686 , he deposed that he was abowt sixty-two years of age (prin¬ 
ted Recorda of the Towns of North and South Hempstead , New York, 
II, page 95). It may be that both Thomas Sllison and his wife Mar¬ 
tha were born at an even earlier date; the dates we have stip¬ 
ulated ware given, aa a matter of fact, to render a chronology 
which would substantiate Mr. Camp-ion's thesis if at all possible. 
However, if Martha (Champion) Hllison waa born about 1641,it does 
not permit her mother Frances to have been the daughter of a Fran¬ 
cis Jecocks baptised in 161J, unless he waa then a youth of about 
twelve or better.- It will be obvious, however, that we are rais¬ 
ing more issues than we are disposing of, to assume the fore¬ 
going to be the casej and we certainly believe it to be ..unten¬ 

able that the junior Francis Jecocks was the grandfather of :tha 
children of this Thomas Champion (it should be noted, in this Con¬ 
nection, that Mr. Campion does not say that Francis Jecocks jun¬ 
ior was the father-in"lavi). 

Therefore, to return again to the consideration that Frances,born 
about 1620, wife of Thomas Champion, born about 1615, was a daugh¬ 
ter of the senior Francis Jecocks. The first factor against this 
is the lack of ury baptismal record to prove the existence of 
such a daughter. To reason from the foregoing (i. e. that there 
were other ohildren for whom no baptismal records are found and 
whose existence is proved) that the lack of a baptismal record is 
not significant, would appear to be an attempt to establish a pos¬ 
itive conclusion from negative premises. Such conclusions are, of 
course, subject to challenge. 

The next factor which we take up is the statement in Mr. Camp¬ 
ion's article (page 215) to the following effect: 

When the town of Hempstead granted Thomas Champion on 16 
January, 1672/5 additional lands adjacent to his father,it 
undoubtedly mean* his father- ii law, Francis Jaoocks. 

In correspondence wiih ur. Campion during October, 1944, the pre¬ 
sent writer was inform. of further interpretations of record 
made by the former in support of his thesis. He wrote that 

.... you entirely overlook the fact that the description 
of the land granted by Francis (ale) Champion was identic¬ 
al with the land that was granted by Frame is Jecocks to 
his son-in - law Thomas Champion, and that the adjoining own¬ 
ers of the land granted by the town to Thomas Chaapio»,naefc 
to his father, were the same owners that were adjacent to 
the land Francis Jacocks granted to his son-in-law, thus 
supporting cy statement that he was his father-inrlaw in¬ 
stead of his father* In these grants by the town it does

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If »a understand.Mr. Carspicn correctly, these statements embrace 
the following meanings;

Mr. Campion's interpretation may be correct. However, if there 
were two Thomas Champions, father and son, there are other pos¬ 
sible interpretations. There is nothing to show chat the Thomas 

Champion whom we shall call senior (assuming tnat t.-.ere was a sen 
of the same name) ever had property on the south Bide of John 

Oarmon'B Toilsome, There is nothing on the other hand to show 

that he didn't, and if he did, the word "father" in the tovm 
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gr&ot quotod above could be interpreted either way (as father or 
as father-in-law) and at this late date it ia difficult to under¬ 
stand how any definite conclusion can be drawn as to which nay 
be meant. Indeed, some implication is to bo found that the town 
fathers were being quite accurate, for John Champion waa given 
land by the town at the same time that this Thomas Champion re¬ 
ceived its

The two entries relating to John and Thomas Champion are conse¬ 
cutive, and the phraseology of the entries is not so construeted 
as to lead this writer to believe that the son (John 2 ) was ment¬ 
ioned first and then the father (Thomasl)* The impression given 
to ua is that Ihomaa Champion had two sons John and Thomas jun¬ 
ior, and that they sere receiving land grants from the town for 
their generation. In further support of the foregoing, there is 
the fact that John Johnson, husband of Hannah Champion and a on- 
in—law of the first Thomas Champion, also received a grant of 
land at the some time (16 January, 167^5). It would seem reason¬ 
able also that the town grantors would not trouble to character¬ 
ize the father and sen relationship raoro specifically if the two 
men in question bore the same name, wherefore the reference to 
the father would certainly not be ambiguous, nor would the town 
clerk be, by xoplioation, as careless as he is considered to have 
been. However, it is recognized that this viewpoint is purely a 
matter of opinion; at the same time it must be stressed forcibly 
that the foregoing circumstances do not prove that Thomas Champ¬ 
ion junior did not exist* 

However, let us again for the moment give Mr. Campion's thesis 
the benefit of the doubt, and assume that Francis Jecocka is the 
"father" in both instances, end of the senior Thomas Champion.We 
are then confronted with the spectacle of a gentleman getting on 
in years, independently appearing at Stratford, Connecticut when 
he was about seventy; who perambulated to Hempstead, New York a- 
bout 1665 ( he first appears in the calves* list for 25 May, 
1665 ) and who was in 1672 reasonably at least ninety years of 
age if not older. He was a pretty toug^i old gentleman, this immi¬ 
grant who would be, presumably, this writer's ancestor; in fact 
we would be proud to descend of him, if we only could! Franois, 
if the senior, must have settled all of his financial affairs 
with his putative sons Thomas and William in documents complete- 
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iy lost to record. For it is a fact that this Francis Jecocks, al¬ 
though he could record a grant of land to a aonrin-law, in no 
we of record was ever moved to do the Bame for his own sons; and 
this circumstance malceB us doubt also that this was the senior 
franois Jecocks. If Francis Jecocks were junior, and brother of 

Xhomas and William Jecocks--and note that this postulate would 

account for the long-lost Bon of that name-it would not be ne¬ 

cessary to expeot that these three brothers would manifest their 
relationship to one another in documentary record* But if we set 
up that this Francis Jecocks is the junior, then he oould not reas¬ 
onably be the grandfather of the children of the first Thomas 
Champion.* 

We bring Frances Champion's own transactions in the Records of 
the Towns of Worth and South Hempstead next under scrutiny. Afte"F 
Thomas Champion died, the widow sold property, which had been that 
of her husband, to Jonathan Smith, 15 February, 1682/5* The fore¬ 
going instrument was confirmed by John Champion (as the presumed 
surviving son of Thcmas Champion), 2 January, I687/8. The entry of 
sale is transcribed twice in the town records. This land, however, 
was not that given to Francis Jecocks at any time of record, and 
there is nothing to show that Frances Champion had such land by in¬ 
heritance from FranciB Jecocks. We have not found the implications 
in the statement in Mr. Campion's letter to us borne out by the 
circumstances. In no record that we have seen, does Frances Champ¬ 
ion ever manifest that she was related to any of the Jecocks fam¬ 
ily. In the published Records of the Towns of North and 8outh 

Hempstead, vol. VIII, pp. 420 and 489# it is shown that Jonathan 

Smith, Rock, had land which had been laid out to the patent rigfrt 
of William Jacocka. Ihe description of this land does not support 
any observation that it was land that Frances Champion had sold to 
Jonathan Smith. Other entries (ibidum, vol. VIII, page6 151, 157# 

l4l, 142, 157, 160, 161, 186, 247, 425 and 491) show nothing dif¬ 

ferent. 

If there was a Thomas Champion junior, and ne diea before his 

father, on the face of things that would leave the only surviving 

•Our good friend Arthur S. Cardwell, who at this writing agrees with tie 
case prepared by the present writer, has pointed out that possibly Fran¬ 
ces might have been the second wife of the Thomas Champion of the pres¬ 
ent generation. I£ bo, and if she was a generation younger than her hus¬ 
band, she oay have been after all, daughter of Francis Jacocka junior . 
In this event Bhe could not have been -the mother of the known ohildren 
of the firBt Thomas Champion, which is after all, our case. Wo express 
appreciation to i/ir. Wardwoll for suggestions used in the preparation of 
the foregoing case.

(and perhaps elder) son John to inherit th« Champion property and 
to ratify deeds performed by his mother. The fact that John Chump- 
ion mould automatically inherit if Thomas Champion left no mill 
does not prove that no son Thomas ever existed# and in turn does 
not permit the compelled ccacluaion that it was the senior Thomas 
who was Jecocks' son-in-law. However, ThouaB Champion did leave 
a will, now evidently lost. In vol. II of the Hempstead Town Re¬ 
cords as given# page 78# it specifically refers to the grandchild 
Peter Totten# who recorded land on 8 April# 1685, which he had re¬ 
ceived according to the provisions of the last will and testament 
of his grandfather, Thomas Champion. Therefore the sequence of pre¬ 
mises consisting of lines 2 to 12# page 216# vol. XXV of The Amer¬ 
ican Genealogist are invalidated on the basis of their own aasunp- 
tions by this circumstance. We may not know, as Thomas Champion's 
will is lost, how his property was devised in his will* 

The question must be asked, in view of the many issues raised by 
Mr. Campion's statements# Mi at actual evidence is there against the 
present writer's case? A reconsideration of the statements made by 
ourselves in our article in The American genealogist discloses no 
non aequitur of logic# so far as we have been able to ascertain. 
It accounts for Francis Jecocks junior with his brothers; it per¬ 
mits of a satisfying collocation of associations between the Je¬ 
cocks and Champion families; and it does not raise the number of 
question-begging assumptions which are necessary if Mr. Campion's 
construction of this genealo^ is to be maintained. It must also 
be pointed out that the connections given for Jonathan and Frances 
Champion on page 585* while hypothetical, fit in nowhere else very 
readily* 

We reiterate# therefore# that the mother of the children of thfca 
fhomos Ghomipich* including Martha, the wife of Thomas Ellison, was 
not daughter of ary Francis Jococks. Furthermore, we maintain our 
construction of the Champion-Jecocks (Jacocks) relationship to be 
the most probably correct interpretation of the available evidence.

It becomes our sad duty to record the death of Mr. H, Olif ford 
Campion in November# 19^5, while the foregoing comments were be¬ 
ing prepared for publication. Mr. Campion contributed a consider¬ 
able amount of information for the foregoing connections* before 
the illneSB and accident which led to his untimely death. The r ead- 
er should know that, despite the differences of opinion expressed 
herein# the writer admired and respected Mr. Campion for his mory 
contributions in the genealogical field with which no one could 
possibly take issue.

A cursory exanination of such records of Kent as are available 
show that the Chaapion family lived there in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries. The will of Thoaas Champion, gent., of 
Upton, Bexley, Kant was proved in 1610 and filed in the preroga¬ 
tive Court of Canterbury at 57 Wingfield.

John Winthrop in 
his History of New Bngland under date of 18 August, 1630 has 

the entry "Capt. Endecott and - Gibson were married by 

the governor and Mr. Wilson." In The Devonshire Ancestry 
o£ John Bndicott, by Sir Roper Lethbridge, K. C. I. E., at p. 
29 it states that "the Governor married again on 18 August, 
1630* a lady named Elizabeth Gibson, who had probably oorae over 
from Bngland with Governor Winthrop, The marriage oeremoiy be— 
ing oelebrated by the latter, aided by the Rev. Mr. Wilson, af¬ 
terwards pastor of the First Church in Boston. This lady was 
probably a widow, the daughter of Philibert (sic) Cogan Bsq., 
of Chard in Somerset, whose other daughter waa married to Roger 
Ludlow." John Bndecott at that time wae the widower of Ame 
Gover or Gowerj and ia considered to have been descended of a 
Devonshire family, although the exact connection is in dispute. 
At a fairly early age Bndecott had been brought under the in¬ 
fluence of the Puritan Rev. John White of Dorchester, and of 
the Rev. Samuel Skelton, later pastor of the First Church in Sa¬ 
lem. On 19 March, 1626 Endecott was one of six "religious per¬ 
sons" who bought a patent for territory on the Boy from the 
Plymouth Council in England, and in the royal charter, granted 
4 March, 1629. he waa named among the inoorporators of the Mase- 
achusette Bay Colony. Meanwhile the association had decided to 
establish a settlement at once, and 20 June, 1628 Endecott saited 
for Massachusetts in the Abigail with a small band of colonists, 
to prepare the wey for a larger number to follow. It was evi¬ 
dently intended that he wae to be in charge of the colony until 
the main company should arrive; that he should do everything ne¬ 
cessary to pave the way for the latter; and ho ciad eo. At a

In vol. IV of the Somerset & Dorset Notes and Queries , pages 6 and 
those following, Hugfr Norris of South Petherton presents detailed 
amplification of the traditions which intend to refute Udal's state¬ 
ments. They appear to be moderately successful, and so wa may take 
it for granted that Prince Charles actually took refuge in the 0o- 
gan petticoats. On page 12 of this work is a note concerning a Wil“ 
liam Cogan which may be of interest to the connections of Walter 
Deane of New England:

Ie hove already quoted the references which establish that Mary, daugh¬ 
ter of Henry Cotton, married Thomas Marshall. Very little is known of 
his connections except that the Visitation Pedigree gives his coat of 
arms to be Sable, a che vron between three griffin's heads erased argent; 
a crescent or for difference . Ihia coat of aroa proves to be that' of 
the Cotton family of Landwade, Cambridge, excluding the difference} and 
therefore it io undoubtedly true that Henry Cotton was dcsoended of the 
family in question (see NOT& following). He was not, however, the Hen¬ 
ry Cotton,, gentleman, eldest son of Ihomaa Cotton of Connington, who 
diad in London 1 June, 1614, milking his exeoutor among others. Sir Bd- 
ward Montague. This man, who is incorrectly termed in Nichols' History 
of tha County of Leicester as being of Hertfordshire, vias actually det»- 

cended of a family out of Huntingdonshire,which bore an entirely dif¬ 
ferent coat erf arms from that of the present family. 

However, the present Henry Cotton had died before 22 May, 1622, on 

which date his widow Margaret made her will. Therein she mentions her 
godson Thomafl Marshall, eldest son of Thomas Marshall, deceased, end the 
four other children of the said Thcmas Marshall, namely, John, Elizar 
beth, ti&ry and Lucy This was proved in the Prerogative Court of Cant¬ 
erbury in 16 S3 sad filed at 9 Swanne . Margaret was born about 1535, end 
therefore died at a tfery advanced age.

Reference has been made in the foregoing to the references from 
which the information was taicen. See alBo Nichols’ Hi story of the 
County of Leicester, vol 2, part 2, pp. 8>4-5, Note. Another re- 
cord states that Henry Cotton differentiated hia coat of arms by 
a martlet, and not t" a orescent. 
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Our endeavors to prove the ancestry of Henry Cotton have.-W the 
present time, been< unavailing. Shortly after Margaret Cotton, 
widow, had died and her will was entered upon the records, there 
wa& also recorded the will of John Cotton, a tailor of St, Clem¬ 
ent Hanes, which was proved in 1624 and entered at 4o Byrde. We 
have not seen thie will, but in a future examination, of this an¬ 
cestry it should be scan. . Others to which reference should 
be made are those of Edmund Cotton, proved in 1597, who was a 
citizen and cloth-worker of London, and resident of the parish 
of St. Matthew, Fridayatreot (86 Cobh am ); and of Robert Co%t<n, 
innholder and citizen of London, of the parish of St. Mary Wool- 
church, whose will was proved in 1598 and filed at 66 Lcwyn. 

It may be of interest to the future investigator of this line 
to present an analysis of the pedigree of the family of Cotton, 
of Landwade, Wa do this for two reasons: (1) because we believe 
in the validity of the statement of the Herald who entered the 
description of Henry Cotton's coat of arn» in two places, des¬ 
pite the fact that the differencing was variously reported; (2) 
the information which we have collected is not too raadily av¬ 
ailable. 

An analysis of the chronology of the present pedigree shows that 
Henry Cotton was born about 1550, possibly somewhat earlier.His 
contemporary and presumed relative, who bore the coat of arms 
undifferenccd, was Sir John Cotton of Landwade, born about 

153ft, and died 21 April, 1595. By his wife Isabel Spencer, dau. 
of Williom Spencer of Althorp, he had seven children as re¬ 
corded, who were Sir John (II), 8ir Robert, Alice (who married 
Sir Ihomas Ryvett), Anne (married Anthony Roper), Sarah, Ed¬ 
mund and Frances. These children were born approximately from 
1556 to 1550. There is no Henry listed; and,*ft on the dates, it 
is unreasonable to suppose that Henry of London oould have been 
his son. 

ie turn our attention next to the brothers and sisters of the 
Bir John Cotton who was born about 1510# and who married Isabel 
Spencer. Sir John of this generation proves to be the second 
surviving son; his elder brother Thomas Cotton, bom about 150?, 
iB recorded as having died without issue. There Were two other 
brothers and two sisters; Edmund and Robert who died without is¬ 
sue, and Bridget (married Sir John Hudleaton, Kt*) and Ann. 

It is obvious, therefore, that the ancestry of Henry Cotton is 
likewise not to be sought in this generation. 

The foregoing, i. e. Thomas, Sir John, Edmund, Robert, Bridget, 
and Ann were all children of Sir Robert Cotton of Landwade, co. 
Cambridge, Kt., born about 1480 and died 18 July, 1519* He mai^- 
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twice* first to Dorothy* daughter of Sir Robert Clears* 
Kt. # by he is said to hare had his children; and second*to 

Alice (Thorthorough) griffin, widow of 3ir Nicholas Griffin. 

This Sir Robert Gotten was the son of Sir Thomas Ootton* born 
about 1450# and died 50 July* 1499; he was presumably of Land - 
wade* co. Oambridge. Sir Thomas Ootton of this generation mar¬ 
ried twice* first to Margery Wentworth* by whom it is stated 
that he had only two daughters and no male issue. By his se¬ 
cond wife Joano* daughter of Nicholas Sharpe he had six other 
recorded children, of whom Sir Robert was the eldest son* and 
whose descendants in same part we have already discussed. The 
second son was John* born about L&77* whose connections are im¬ 
perfectly known. It seems to be agreed in the various pedigrees 
that he had at least one child* a daughter Etheldreda or Aud¬ 
rey* who married a distant cousin, Roger Cotton of Toste, Cam¬ 
bridge. He is also given another child, a daughter Jane* who 
is said to have married Ralph Rogers; however more research is 
indicated* as in some accounts this Jane Cotton is made to be 
the BiBtcr* not the sis ter- irr* law# of Roger Cotton of Toste. 

There seems to be no son of this line; and, because daughters 
arc listed* we are inclined to believe there were no male des¬ 
cendants. It is possible* however, that this John Cotton was a 
grandfather of Henry Cotton of London. If such were the case* 
it would explain the use of a crescent as the differencing on 
the coat-of-arme* as this is the ordinary for the second son. 

The remaining ohildren of Sir Thomas and Joan (Sharpe) Cotton 
are given as William* bom about 1480; Leonard* a priest; Mar- 
tyn* who died without issue; and Audrey who married John Bass- 
ingbournc. William, given as the third son, married Margaret* 
daughter of Richard Colpeper and had four children of Visit¬ 
ation record.

Therefore, to Bum up the foregoing, it is considered that Henry Cotton 
may have been descended of one of the following: 

1. Sdmind Cotton, born about L430, fourth sen of Walter and Joane 
(Rcade) Cotton. 

2. Andrew, second Bon of William and dice Ubbott) Cotton. 

2. Robert, fourth son of William and Alice Ubbott) Cotton. 

4. John, second son of 8ir Thomas and Joan (Sharpe) Cotton. 

5. Roger, son of Clement and Constance (Leventhorpe) Cotton, in 
right of his wife Audrey, apparently heir of John Cotton, se¬ 
cond surviving son of Sir Thomas and Joan (Sharpe) Cotton. 

It is not considered that an earlier branching off is reasonable, as 
this would require that the differencing exist on the coat of arms for 

several generations. Such a circumstance would be highly unusual at the 

period in question. 


iiowovsv* j while we may not bo able to prove the ancestry of Henry Cot¬ 
ton at this writing, the reader will undoubtedly observe that a good 
oaee may be made out for his descent from Walter Cotton of Landwada who 
married Joane Rende (see bottom of page 816). ,7c believe him to be so 
descended. Therefore, we subjoin below the antecedents of this Walter 
Cotton, as reported in The Publicatio ns of the Harleian Society, vol. hi. 
The Visitation of Cam bridge LI Ce in «o (I^SpJy Henry St. George, o. 20. 
Thi§ was edited to include Cole's MSS. in the British MuBeun, vol. XI, p, 
2?7“54S, which contains an account of this family prepared in 1762. We 
have not seen this original account; it may give information which would 
prove the connections of Henry Ootton, 


The first recorded ancestor of the family is Sir Henry Cotton, Lord of 
the manor of Cotton of Hall, in County "Suffolk" (it is indicated that 
this is an error for Cambridge). We estimate that Sir Henry was born a- 
bout 1250. He married iUine lo Fleming, daughter of Sir Henry le Fleming 
and granddaughter of Sir Allard le Fleming. In passing it may be noted 
Sir Allard's given name confirms the indicated Flemish ancestry which was 
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Indicated in hie surname. Sir Henry and Anne (le Fleming) Cotton Had 
but one recorded child: Thomas Cotton. 

Jhi« Thonaa Cotton was born about 1280. No other particulars are given 
in the pedigrees* caccpt that he norried and had Hunphrey Cotton. 

Hunphrey Cotton* the foregoing* was born preounably between 1506 add 
1510. This is the last generation reported to have been of the nanor of 
Cotton of Hall. Ho ncrrlcd Anne Holbrooke# daughter of Sir Thonaa Hol¬ 
brooke* Kt., by whom he had aone Sir Thoaas Cotton* and Robert Cotton. 

Sir Thoaas Cotton, aon of Hunphrey and Anne (Holbrooke) Cotton, was the 
founder of the family settled at Landwade in co. Cambridge. He was born 
about 1555; was living in Cambridge in 1574. He narried Alice Hactings* 
daughter of Sir John Hastings of Landwade, Cambridge. They had at .least 
two children* who were Sir John* and trillion Ootton. 

Sir Jchn Cotton* son of Sir Thonaa and Alice (Hastings) Cotton# was born 
about 1560-65* and presumably at Landwade* Cambridge, He died in 1595; 
at that place. His wife was Bridget Grace* daughter of Richard and Brid¬ 
get Grace# of Norfolk; they had two recordod children* which is probably 
all there were* as Sir John died young. These were Thonaa, who died with¬ 
out issue in 1454. and tfalter, second aon, brother and heir* who suc¬ 
ceeded in 1454; and who died 14 May, 1445. This ./alter Cotton is the one 
who narried Joano. Raado* and who is already referred to on page 616. 

It will be noted that in two generations in the foregoing, there were 

second sons recorded. These were Robert* son of Hunphrey and Anne (Hol¬ 

brooke) Cotton; and (Killian* son of Sir Thonaa and Alice (Hastings) Cot- 
tea. In one record Thona* Cotton, the father of Hunphrey Ootton* is said 
to have had a second son John Cotton* Of those second sons, we knew no¬ 
thing; but fron their cstinated birth dates (free 1510 to 1565 over all' 
we doubt if any one of then was the antecessor of Henry of the presen 
correction, who was born two hundred years later (about 1550), and a 
least six generations renoved, on the average# fron any one of than. 

It ia thus to be observed that Mary (Cotton) Marshall, the grandnother 
of Mary (Cogan) Ludlow, was descended of a family the record of-which is 
traced back to the thirteenth century. She was alco distantly rela^d to 
the Rev* John Ootton and the Rev. Cotton Mather, those two ardent puri¬ 
tan divines of soventoenth century New England. Mary (Cogan) Ludlow was 
indeed born into aBOooiationo of the most dissenting typo; she was sis¬ 
ter-in-law of Governor John gndecott, and her husband was a cousin oj 
Ednund Ludlow.

She was baptised in the Reformed Dutch Church at New Amster¬ 
dam (New York), 29 July, 1663, as the daughter of Jan (sic) 
Kolf and his wife Sara Hasenbroeck, the sponsor being Jan 
Adamszen. 

She married at Flatbush, Long Island, New York,. 14 March, 
1680, Pieter Janszen Loyse, otherwise Losee, and thereafter 
resided at Bushwick, New York. She was a sponsor (godmother) 
to A number of relatives; to the baptism of her nephew Jan, 
son of Cornej-is Janszen M Seeuv/ ,f and his wife Geertje Coifs, 
16 August, 1679; to that of her granddaughter and name-sake, 
Sarah Lose©, daughter of Simon Losee, 4 April, 1704, at Ja¬ 
maica, New York; to that pf her grandson Peter Brass, son of 
dohn,Brass and Sarah Loyse, 18 April, 1705; to that of her 
granddaughteriDorothy Doxsee, daughter of Thomas and Dorothy 
(Lo3ee) Doxsee, 4 December, 1720; to another daughter of the 
same parents, Anatje, 9 September, 1722. This is the last 
reference to her that has been*found. 


It is not known when or where she died, but it was probably 
not long after 1722. No will or administration is found.

The present writer published a preliminary outline of this fam¬ 
ily in The American Genealogist , vol, XX, p. 172, Therein are to 
be found statements which were corrected by dr. William J. Hoff¬ 
man, F. G. B* S., in The American Genealogist , vol. XXI, page 
8J. We thank Ur. Hoffman for these corrections. In his discus¬ 
sion Hr, Hoffman critically discusses statements made by Charles 
J. Baird in hip Thg_ History of the Huguenot Immigration to Amer¬ 
ica : 

This author (Mr. Baird) has included in his book many 
names among the "Huguenot" settlerB which rightfully do 
not belong there. It is a well-known fact that numerous 
Huguenots settled in America# but it is equally true that 
a large number of refugees from what is present-day Belg¬ 
ium found their way to our shores. They come from both 
the Walloon- (that is the French-} speaking part, or the 
Flemish part of Belgium, and should not be classified os 
Huguenots. The persecution of the Protestants by the Spa¬ 
nish (Belgium, then known as the Spanish Netherlands was 
a part of the domains of the King of Spain) was excep¬ 
tionally severe end brutal during the last quarter of the 
16th century. Thousands upon ^hf'V.ande of ihoao unfortun¬ 
ate but bravo wdloone and Flemings found than* way to 
various havens, of refuge leaving their homeland in pre¬ 
ference to giving up their religious convictions. 

By virtue of the Edict of St. Germain (1562) rid the 

peace of ^aboise (1563), the French Protestants were al¬ 
lowed comparative freedom, Consequently many Walloon re¬ 
fugee a settled at first across the border in Artois and 
Picardy. The similarity of language and of rare t»as an 
incentive for many to profer a settlement in the North of 
France to that in countries where a different language, 
a different envirovmont teemed to uproot the settler even 
more from his native soil. But large numbers of Walloons 
fled to Holland, England and Germany and settled in such 
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cento re of refuge as Middelburg, Leiden, Haarlem in Hoi- 
land, 8 ^d»ich, Norwich, London in England, and Cologne.- 
Alx-la-Chapella, Wesel and othors in Germany..... In these 
communities Walloon churches were established. At a much 
later date the Huguenots joined these churches in lamer 
numbers. But at this early period, up to the middle of the 

cantur y* the majority of the church membership was of 
Walloon and Flemish,-that is therefore of Belgian,-des¬ 

cent. Ihe Huguenot exodus started later, shortly before oai 
after the revocation of the Edict of Nantes. 

The name Kolf(s) ie a typical Dutch-Fleaish name and would 
aeam to indicate an origin from Holland or Flanders and not 
from France.

He was born probably at Branford, Suffolk, England, about 
1603. 

He was baptised in the parish church at Bramford, 25 March, 
1603. 

The narratives of persona Joining the First Church at Cam¬ 
bridge, Massachusetts, give infon&atlon about the life of Ed¬ 
ward Collins in England, stating that he was brought up by 
godly parents; that after his father’s death he wae placed 
in a gentleman's house; that subsequently he spent a - o iyear 
with old Mr. Rogers of Wethersfield, county Essex, (England); 
that he was apprenticed later to a worthy family and next 
is found resident in Dedham, county Essex. 

It would seem to be established that Edward Collins was a re¬ 
sident of Newtown, Massachusetts (later Cambridge)in 1635, 
from evidences in The Reg ester Books of that place, page 76. 
He bought eighteen acres or planting ground and some "skirles 
of marsh Lyinge in the necke of Land Abbuttellinge: the 

Highway to the olster bancke northeaates Edward Collines jian- 
tetijgoiland 4 marsh aoufcheastet Attsrton Hough on the south¬ 
west; Edward Cafe northwest." On 5 October, I635 he bought 
considerably more real estate in Cambridge which included 
In the towns one Dwellings house with Garden i Backeslde A- 
boute half# A roods Wlllim Frenche southwest water streete 
south east Brantrce street© northeaste mr peHum northwest". 

According to the map preceding page 2 of Paige’s Historv of 
Cambridge, Massachusetts . Water street is now called Dunster 
and Braintree street is now Harvard street. It will thus be* 
seen that his home-lot was directly opposite the square now 
occupied by the Harvard University buildings. 

From a transcript of the record of ti© houses and lands in 
Cambridge, which was returned to the General Court held at 
Boston in September, 1642, it is evident that Edward Collins 
had moved to another lot described as "in the Towne one dwel¬ 
lings house with half Acr( ) of land more or lease m* 4 Saa- 
uoll Shepard north, marke Pierce south, Thomas Danforth East 
Crooked street West...." 

Edward Collins was admitted freeman of the Colony of the Mas- 
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sachuaetts Bay on "The 13 th 3 th (sic) mo, 1640 ( Records of 
Massachusetts , vol. I, p. 377) and he came an important man 
in the town and colony. At the annual town meeting, held in 
Cambridge, 10 November, 1640 he was one of three persons cho¬ 
sen to record the town lands and to report such to the Gen¬ 
eral Court; and, 8 November, 1641 he was chosen one of the 
Constables of the town ( Recor ds of the Town and Selectmen of 
Caobrid&g, I 63 O-I 7 O 3 , Cambridge, 1901, pp. 4>55T.'"At'a sesT 
sion of the General Court held at Boston in December of 1641 
it was ordered that one person in each town should be ap¬ 
pointed with authority to "grant suffions & attachments in all 
civill actions. They were given power to send processes to 
any town and were to be called clerks of the writs. Mr. Ed¬ 
ward Collins wag appointed for Cambridge. 

He was one of those who enlisted in the Ancient and Honora¬ 
ble Artillery Company in 1641. 


He received further lands from the town in 1645. 1646 & 1653. 
On the 9th of 2nd month (Apail), 1649, it was agreed that 
the following grant should be made; "it. unto m* Edward Col¬ 
lins in Lew of his Small farme in the Towns boundes, with 
some addition in respect of his place in the Deacon^ office. 
It was agreed y 1 * he should haue flue hundredth acres". (Town 
Records, Cambridge . I 630 - 1703 , pp. 82 - 83 ). He is frequently 
termed merchant and was a dealer in real estate. 


It will be seen from the foregoing that Mr. Collins had been 
elected to the office of the Deacon of the church at Cam¬ 
bridge, but, owing to the non-existence of any church re¬ 
cords prior to 1655, it is impossible to determine how long 
before April, 1649 this election took place. 


He was chosen Deputy to the General Court from May, 1654 to 
May, 1670 inclusive, and by that body was often appointed to 
serve on important committees. The colonial records Indicate 
that throughout this period he represented the town of Cam¬ 
bridge, although he resided for a part of the time at least, 
in Medford. * 


It is stated that he resided on the Craddock farm in Med¬ 
ford from 1644. This residence, as roported in the various 
deeds to and from him, show that he became a resident of Med¬ 
ford demonstrably as early as 1647, and that ho was still 
there in September, 1670. The following entry, taken from tie 
Cambridge Town Records . 1630 - 1703 . pages 187-188, would in¬ 
dicate that he had not changed his domicilo; u m r Edward Col- 
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ling (among #th tb) are to CatochiiB tho youth beyound sono* 
time*-aeon after tho dato of tho order regarding the catechis¬ 
ing of the children of Cambridge, he removed to Charlestown * 
was admitted an Inhabitant of that town* 15 January, 1671 . 

On 20 August, 1683 , "being now aged", he made his last will 
and testament in which he gave all his property to his wife 
Martha and appointed her sole executrix, with power to sell 
his real estate. He expressed the wish that any portion of 
the property remaining should be given by his wife to his 
children and grandchildren, as she might deem best. He ap¬ 
pointed his friends Thomas Danforth and William Stoughton ov¬ 
erseers of the wij .1 and gave to each of them twenty shillings 
with which to buy a gold ring. An examination of the probate 
records does not disclose any inventory or any further act¬ 
ion on the estate. Mrs. Sarah Beecher, one of the witnesses to 
the will, having died, Mr. Collins on 6 April, 1689, three 
days before his own death, made a statement confirming the 

will before two other witnesses who were sworn when the will 
was admitted to probate 17 December, 1689. 

Edward Collins died at Chariestcwn,Massachusetts,9 April,1689, 
The place of his burial is unknown. 

He married about 1627-1620, and undoubtedly in England, to 

Martha,whose maiden name at this writing is unknown. On 30 

March, 1692-3, Martha«Colline, widow of Edward and the execu¬ 
trix of his will, conveyed to William Stoughton of Dorchester 
in trust, the house and land in Charlestown, where she was 
then residing. In the document it is stated that the said Ed¬ 
ward Intended to give 6 200 to the family of their son John 
Collins, deceased in England. By the terms of :: the r trust 
Stoughton was to sell the premises immediately after Mrs. Col¬ 
lins death and out of the proceeds pay to Margaret, widow of 
the said John, 610 and t ..3 remainder to the children of the 
said John; to the son Edward a double share and to each of 
the other children, a single share.

He was a resident of Oyster Bay, New York 24 March, 1731* 
when he bought land from Jarvis Mudga. In 1747 his home Is 
Indicated as being in the Mannetto (West) Hills, overlooking 
Round Swamp and near the home of the Thomas Whitson family* 
It was on the present Mount Misery road, on the east side of 
the street, and between High Hold Drive and the Old Country 
Road} it was approximately one third of the distance south 
between the two roads, counting from High Hold Drive* 

Theodorus Colyer was of the Dutch Reformed faith, and v;aB an 
apparently shrewd and successful dealer in real estate. He 
was a cordwinder. On 23 September, 1745 he recorded his ear¬ 
mark, "which was John Havelande." In 1764 he is listed on 
the Huntington, New York assessment roll with his son John, 
and as from the vicinity of Mannetto Hills. He died after

observed that John and Sarah Haviland* obviously these grandparents, 
sere opens ora at the baptisn of their presumed namesake and grand*- 
ohild, John Colyer. We should expest then* that asabera of the Col-* 
yer family would be represented as sponsors at the baptlen of at 
least one of the other ohildrent but they are not found to be of 
record. Cn the other hand we find that Catryntie (Catharine) Bae¬ 
deker was a aponsor at the baptisn of her presumed namesake» the 

first child, and again was apensor at the baptisn of the third. If 

we erect the hypothesis, in order to develop the case in a logical 
sequence, that Catharine Suedeker was a grandparent, it oust have 
been that her husband Jan Snedek.fr was a step-grandfather. In no 
other way does it seen possible for a person of the surname of Sne- 
deiter to have been related. 

In the records of the Reforaed Dutch church at Janaica the names 
of two aenbers of this fanily aro undoubtedly found in the follow¬ 
ing: 

Marlcka, daughter of Jochen Caljer and Catharina Oaljer, was 
baptised 1 January* 1707/fl* sponsors Pieter Caljer and 
Catharina Lodt. 

Jacobus Caljer and Annetie Caljar were sponsors 17 May, I 719 
to Johannes, son of Jan end Sara Bras (see BRASS). 

These ore the only entries of an older generation so recorded. Ho 
references to the above are found in the Newtown Dutch church re¬ 
cords, and in fact to no members of the Colyer or Colyer family un¬ 
til 1799* The earlier Buahwick Dutch church records are lost to ua, 
but the census of 1756 show that a Tryntje Cal 3 or was a resident at 
Buahwick in that year, and was then a widow. Next to her name is 
that of Jacobus Galjer, presumably a son^ Another contemporary was 
John Kolyer (Jan Eoljer) who died in 1720; still another John Cal-

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It will be observed further in this genealogy that a case will 
bo made to support the following premises* 

1. All residents of Bushwick, Newtown, Jamaica and nearby pla¬ 
ces who boar the name Coiyer, Kolyer, Ooljor, Koljer, Oal- 

jer, Calyer anl Oollyw are descended of a paternal ancestor in 
common, 

2. Hi at Jcchca. -Jarobus, Pieter and Jan Oaljar or Ooljer were 
ohildrcn of Jaoobuc and Marytje (Da fit) Caljer of Bushwick. 

The foregoing Jochem is held to be the cne of that nnn» who had 
a wife Catharine and a child Maricka baptised in Jamaica in 
1707/8; Jacobus is held to be the one of that name who had a 
wife Annetie in 1719; Pieter ic held to have been the deceased 
husband of the Tryntje of Bushwick in 1758; and concerning Jan 
differences of opinion arc held, although the name of his wife 
is not known. There is no Iheodcrue Colyer (Ooljor) of on earli¬ 
er generation. 


Therefore the researcher *ho aocepts the first promise, ae we 
doj and who accepts our later case for the assignment of these 
children of Jacobus and Marytje (De Wit) Oaljer by elimination, 

will turn to one of four names-Jochem, Jaoobus , 1 Pioter or 

Jan Galjor as a putative father of Theodorus Colyer. We shall 
now Oonaidcr the associations found to be associated with each. 


Jochom Caljer, except for his enc appearance in the Jamaica Re¬ 
formed Dutch church records, sever again appears of record. As 
the records begin in 1702, it is quite conceivable that Theo¬ 
dorus was his son and baptised before the Dcmiry of the church 
began BJ.a DosprBoak . If Jochem died shortly after the baptism 
of his daughter Maricka and his wife Catharine married second, 
Jan Snedeker, we should look for the same names associated as 


sponsors the ILiadekar and allied families of this connection.

both SHeodwus Colyer and Jan Snedeker. pressed half brothers, 
■•r« Abraham Pelheaue aw! Catryna Snadeker. The reeiproeal rela¬ 
tionships existing between the CoIyer, Snedeker and Polhemua fe~ 
aillea is Manifested in nine out ef thirteen baptism re¬ 
ported above (one entry ia excluded altogether). The members of 

the Polheaus family-lhaunis, Sarah (wife of Joria Remeen), 

Johannes and Abraham Polhemua, were children of Theodoras Pol- 
hemus by his wife aertje Theunie Bogaert. While no daughter Cat¬ 
ryna (Catharine) has ever been proved to be a ehild of The odor us 
Polhenua, in the light ef Dutch convention there would appear to 
be no other adequate explanation of the associations of these 
sponsors; there would appear to be no other namesake tor whom 
Theodoras Colyer could have been named. 


The will of Jan Snedeker contributes further confirmation of our 
case. We quote frem the printed abstract, taken from Liber 17,p. 
2 of Nap York Wills, New York City, New York: 
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I, John Snediker of Jamaica in Queens County, yeoman, being 
in good health. My aon Jehanee ia to pay all just debta and 
funeral chargea out of that part of my estate which 1 have 
made over to him thia day by deed under my hand and seal, 
and that of Catharine, ay wife; I also leave to him all far¬ 
ming utenaila, and all carpenter tools and weaving looms, 
and my gun and aword and silver cup, weighing about 8 

ounces; also my bed and bedstead in the east room, and my 
negro, "Caesar. Bn I leave to my wife all the goods she trcn^rt. 
to me when X married unto her;" and while she remains my 

widow she ia to have one-fourth of ny orchard and 2 cews 

ar*l the use of one room and the leanto and cellar* as much 
as she shall have occasion for, I leave to ny eldest son 

Gerritt ny Great Bible, and to ny son Johanes one Book of 

Sermons preached by Bernardus Freeman, and printed ann o

The foregoing John Snedeker had married first to Helena, called 
He ns haw or Hercka, and it is clear that a later wife was named Cath¬ 
arine* The hypothesis we have proposed would require, then, that 
Jane (Colyer) Weeks, wife of Jesse Weeks, was a first cousin of the 
half blood to John Snedekeb junior. For a discussion of the test¬ 
imony that "a Snedecor" (first name unreported) was kncwn to have 

been a cousin of the senior Theodorus Ieek 9 of Babylon, New York, 
refer to POLHSLitB end to W3SK3S-WS8XS, First Line. We have made a 
careful analysis of this family record, and the outline given here¬ 
in is consistent with all known relationships within the Weeks fam¬ 
ily; ar*J, per corollary , no other known explanation of the known 
facts seems to be possible. 

To summarize the present case, the circumstantial evidence most 
strongly indicates that 

1. The mother of Theodorus Colyer and of John Snedeker, jun¬ 
ior, was one and the same person* 


2* AS the name of the mother of John Snedeker junior 


was 
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Catharine, that was also the name of the mother of Theo- 
doruB Coiyer. 

% Jan and Catryna Snedeker (John and Catharine 8nedeker)wers 
sponsors to the first born child of Iheodorus Coiyer be¬ 
cause Catryna 6nedeker was the grandmother of the full 
blood of the child, and Jan Snedeker was the step-grand¬ 
father. 

4. Catharine, wife of John Snedeker, was undoubtedly a daugh¬ 
ter of Iheodorus and Aertje Theunie (Bogaert) Polhemus. 

Since John Snedeker junior (who married Ariaentjo Dor land t) was 
baptised 19 U. ay, 1717 (see page 675), it is consequently required 
that the father of Theodorus Coiyer had died before the summer of 
1716* It is also required that the name of his wife was Catharine* 

It has been pointed out that one member of a previous generation 
had been recorded in the registers of the Reformed Dutch church in 
Jamaica whose wife was named Catharine. This was Jochem Caljer,who 
by a wife named Catharine had a daughter Mari eke baptised 1 Janu¬ 
ary, 1707/8. At the risk of seeming unduly repetitious, we again 
call to the reader T s attention the circumstance that this Jochem 
Caljer is never again found of record (in this connection he is 

not to be confused with a first cousin of the seme name, son of 
Jurian Oaljer, who married Maria van Gunst). 

Another circumstance which is considered to have some significance 
is that in no record can it be shown that there was an association 
between Theodorus Coiyer and any other presumed member of this fam¬ 
ily. The point to be made hero is that if Theodorus Coiyer had ary 
brothers or sisters of the full blood who survived to maturity, it 
would be expected that they should be recorded as sponsors to at 
least one of his childr.: T ’c Coiyer (cm var .) was 00 recorded. At 
£'j.rer, sight this socdb mo oe woolly negative evidence, but there 
is an affirmative element to the premise if it moat reasonably des¬ 
cribes the true state cf affairs-that the father of Theodorus Ool- 

yer died leaving no other children to survive to maturity.i¥c main¬ 
tain this to be a correct thesis. 

#e take up next another contemporary and presumed brother of Jo- 
cham Coiyer( Jacobus Caljer of Jamaica (1709“ 17 1 9), who was per¬ 
haps also of Bu3hnick» New York. This Jacobus Caljer was undoubt¬ 
edly the one who was rated in Jamaica, New York, together with 
Theodorus Polhemus, 5 and 4 February, 1708/9, whose land was ad¬ 
jacent to that of Thomas Titus when the latter deeded land to 
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Nicholas Berrien# 1 February, 1710} and who waa listed as eponsor 
with Annetjc Colder, his pressed wife. In the Reformed But oh oh. 
in Jamaica to the baptism of Johannes, son of Jan and Sara (Lo- 
»oe) Bras. Annetjc, therefore, may have been related to Pieter 
Hcndricksien and Catharina (jane) Braa(s) of Jamaica. See BRASS. 
It la considered doubtful that thia nan . was ary one of the 
name of Jaeobus who waa mentioned in the 1758 ecnaua of Buahwick, 
New fork; he hed died# wa believe, before that date. However, it 
scema to be necessary to allocate to him a son of the a erne name, 
as will bo discussed further. As Jacobus inferentially had a wife 
named Annette in 1719# and as he waa living at that tine# it will 
be seen that both chronologically and genealogically he could not 
have been the father of Thcodorua Colyor who married Maria Hol¬ 
land. 

There were two Jan Calyers (or Colyers) who were living in &uah- 
wiok and who were vary nearly contemporary. One of them, mis¬ 
called Coltrer (sic) in the Abstracts of Wills printed under the 
auspices of the New York Historical Society, died shortly bofore 
5 June, 1720 when the administration of his estate was granted to 
the son Peter (Liber 5, page 185 of New York Wills , New York city. 
New York). This son was called the eldest, and is considered to 
havo been born about 1700, as ho must have been of legal age. file 
father (Jan Colye?}* therefore* aist hove bean born about 1660 • 
(Theae estimate© bear in mind that the legal maturity was 10 for 
the Hitch). This man could not have been father of Theodorus Col- 
yer of the present connection; in 1717 it is held that Catharine 
(Polhemus) Colyer, mother of Theodorus Colyer, had already mar¬ 
ried to Jan Snedeker, widow of Helena Hercks. 

The other Jan Calyer was the fathei*-in-law of Hendrick von Bnde, 
son of Paulus van Bnde(n)i Haridrick'a will was dated 8 January, 
1750# proved 2 March, 1750, and filed at Liber 17, p. of 

New York Wills . This Jan Oalyer is also without doubt the Jen 
Calyer listed in the Buahwick Census of 1758# when he is reported 
bs having two whiie male6 in his family above 10 years of age,and 
4 white females, discounting the parents. One of the girls was un¬ 
der 10. As this Jon Calyer was living in 1758 and 1750, the chron¬ 
ology likewise excludes him from consideration as a possible fath¬ 
er of Theodorus Colyer. 

We come now to Pieter Caljer, who was, like his putative brothers 
Jochem end Jacobus, of elusive record. He was listed in the Bufih- 
wiek Division of the regiment of militia of Kings County in 1715. 
He was, with Oatharina Lodt (probably Catharina de Wit(t), wife 
of Hendrick Lott), a sponsor to the baptism of his putative niece 
Maricka, daughter of Jochem and Catharina Caljer, 1 January, 

I 707 / 8 . There is found in the Bushwick census of 1758 a Ifyntje 
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Gal yer, obviously a widow. Hated iranediately next to another Jaeob- 
us Calyer. These two Galyer entries are separated by a considerable 
number of names from those hereinbefore mentioned. It is poaaible 
that Tryntje waa the widow of the Jan Golyer who died in 1733; if 
so, the son Pieter oust have either removed from Bus&wick or died 
before 1758* It seams to v»s to be more reasonable to indicate, how¬ 
ever, that Tryntje was probably the widow of Pieter. The son Jaamb¬ 
us (as we consider him) is listed in the 1758 census of • Bttflhwitk, 
With a white female under 10 years of age, presumably a daughter. 
Mr. Andrew J. Provost, junior considers that this Jacobus may well 
bo the one of that nemo who married Jane Meaerolo. JYe defer to his 
opinion. 

Hoc over, no matter what Caljer or Oalyer may have been the husband 
•f the foregoing Tryntje of the census of 17J8, she Was not the mo¬ 
ther of Theodorus Colyer; fpr she was still a Caljer in 1758* long 
after Catharine (Polhemus) Colyer had married Jan Snedoker, There 
are, therefore, two alternatives: (1) if Plater Caljer wo® the fath¬ 
er of Theodorus, the Tryntje Oalyer of the 1758 census was not Pie¬ 
ter's widow; or ( 2 ) if Tryntje woo the-widow Of Pieter Oalyer or 
Caljor, then Pieter Caljer (etc.) feouli hot have been the father of 
Theodorus Colyer. 

how, the third surviving son of Theodorus Colyer was named ‘Pettr 
Colyer, a nave that probably did not oome from cither the Haviland 
or polhemus families. It would be argued that Theodorus named his 
first son after his wife's father, the sooend surviving ion after 
himself (or hie mother's father), and the third surviving won after 
his father- The argument is a strong one. If this is to,Jacobus who 
in 1758 hod only a daughter under 10 eoiid not have been a son of 
Pieter Caljer, for it is maintained that Theodorus Colyer hod mo 
brothers of the none. Other than that, at this point ’We rest our 
oaso for identifying Joe he a os the father of Theodorus on the prem¬ 
ise that the continuity of record in the Reformed Dutch church at 
Jamaica of Catharine, (rri/.cmuf) (Colyer) Baedeker leads to the re¬ 
coiled Onthryna, wife .it Jochea Caljer, and henee to jochcm Caljer* 

In the last analyrin, we feel assured that it is true in any case 
that the mother of Theodorus Oolycr was Gathering Polhemus, dmat¬ 
ter of Theodorus and Aertje (Bogaert) Polhemus, cpd that hie father 
was a son of Jacobus and M.arytje (de if it) Caljer, irrespective of 
whatever his given name may have been. Since the integration of all 
of the foregoing arguments have led us to Jochcm Caljer as the fath¬ 
er of Theodorus, kg believe that it is more probably correct to de¬ 
signate him as the father of Theodorus Colyer of the present connec¬ 
tion. 
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We have been privelcgcd to examine the records of Mr. Andrew J- 
Provost, junior of Noroton, Connecticut, a descendant of Jacpbus 
and Jane (Mcscrolc) Calycr, and a on of Andrew J. Prcrfost, lata ecm- 
piler of the very excellent provost Genealogy published a genera¬ 
tion ago. Mr, Provost has expressed the opinion that the farm of 
Jochom Caljer (who is given by ua as the father of Theodoras Col~ 
yer), was at Newtown, and that he attended the Reformed Dutch 
church at Jamaica oa did other early Newtown settlors. He comple¬ 
mented his opinion further by stating that, as he believed, the 
Newtown form of Jocheta Caljer was "on the road to Fresh Pond",end 
mey have inoluded the lands "on Long Island near toahwisle* leased 
in 1649 by the first Joohem Caljer from Direk Volkertazen (Honger- 
sen). Mr. Provost considers that the Caljer (Kolyer) family con¬ 
tinued to live at Newtown for approximately two centuries, which 
would carry the chronology back to at least 1746. 


It is true that a Jan Caljer is recorded in 1717 as contributing 
towards the cost of the patent of Newtown, and was in 1720 over¬ 
seer of highways at that place. The Dutch Reformed churoh records 
of Newtown begin in 1756, and as transcribed by the late Joseph¬ 
ine C. Frost do not contain the name of a singlo Calyer, CClyor, 
Caljer, Coljer, etc., until 1799. Turning to tne Presbyterian ch. 
records, in the hope that some of them switched faiths at an ear¬ 
ly date, we find again that nothing is to be found to encourage 
the conviction that the family was extensively of Newtcwn. The 
explanation may be that the lands of this family bestrode both 

towns-Bushnick and Newtown-and the earlier generations, while 

necessarily of record in Newtown, for the most part attended the 
Bushwick and Jamaica Dutch Reformed churches. The difficulty here 
is obvious at once: the early records of the Dutch Reformed church 
at Bushwick have been destroyed. Other than the Jan mentioned im¬ 
mediately above, the earliest aattler in Newtown seems to have 
been a Jacobuc Kolyer, whose will, dated 6 July, 1819* proved 
29 November, 1819. His children were Maria, John, Theodorus, Ja¬ 
cobus, Elisabeth and Susan by hio wife Jane Miller. Chronology in¬ 
dicates that this Jacobus Kolyer was born about 1748. as we show 
further under the connections of Jacobus and Susanna (polhemus) 
Kolyer. While at one time the present writer considered that this 
Jacobus Kolyer of Newtown may have been a son of Theodorus Colyer 
who was born in 1758 (son of Theodorus Colyer and Maria Kaviland) 
this is certainly not the case, as the interval between ;gonara- 
tions is too short, and the family of Kolyer of Newtown spelled 
their surname exactly as did Jacobus Kolyer who married Busaxma 
Polhemus. The marriage of a Kolyer with another member of the 
Polhemus family would readily account for the reappearance of the 
very characteristic Polhemus name Theodorus in this branch of the 
Caljer-Caly or—Kolyer family. We have not been able to trace the 
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the connections of Theodorus, sen of Theodorus and Maria (Havilani) 
Colycr; but there is absolutely no evidence that he lived at New¬ 
town* Long Island* 

Mr, Provost has supplied us with further information that while in 
Oyster Bay, Iheodorus Oolyer who married Maria Havilond possessed 
land on the Musketa (Glen) Cove road noar Hempstead harbor; thisiw 
the land sold to Jacob Mott, 6 April, 1750. 

Be wish to acknowledge here the assistance given to us by the late 
Richard Gosm&n Debevoise, a descendant of Hendrick van gnde, all of 
whose many notes on the Colycr fuoily were given to the present wri¬ 
ter; he was one of the pioneer compilers of the connections of this 
family and the framework indicated herein iB based very largely on 
his resfiarchjs. Other information has been received from Miss Sim 
Micks of Jamaica# Hew York and from other authorities who ore ment¬ 
ioned further. 

From the arguments presented in the foregoing, we sey therefore that, 
based on circumstantial evidences;

Jochem Caljer was probably a resident of New York city in hie 
youth, although after his father’s second marriage he is con- 
fliderad to have removed to Bushwick, New York, at least for 
a short time. He may have been also a resident of Newtown for 
a few years. He was recorded on the registers of the Dutch Re¬ 
formed church in Jamaica, New York in 1708. 


He had died before the summer of 1716, cither at Jamaica or 
at Newtown. No will or administration of his effects is found. 
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rt is very evident from indicated sponsors' relationships in 
the church registers that his wife was a hitherto unrecorded 
daughter of Theodorus Polhemus by his wife Aertje Theunisdr. 
Bogaert, and named Catharina. After the death of (Jochem)Cal- 
Jer she married Jan Snedeker, v/idower of Helena Horcks and 
son of Gerrit and Wilemptje (Vooks) Snedeker.

We wish to correct an unfortunate error made by ourselves in The 
American Genealogist, vol, XX# p. 103# wherein we reported the 
date of baptism of Maricka Caljer as 1 January# 1717/8. 

We have discussed in the preceding pages the reasons for the con¬ 
struction of the connections as recited herein. It is interact¬ 
ing to note that the name Theodorus, in honor of the ancient dour- 
iny of Breuckelen (Brooklyn)# the Reverend Johannes Theodorus 
Polhemus, has been transmitted through the Colyer family to the 
Weeks family descended of Jesse and Jane (Colyer) Weeks; and un¬ 
til a few years ago there was still a member of the Weeks family 
who bore the name# now Anglicized to Theodore. 

One must distinguish earefully between the present Jochem Caljer 
and a contemporary of the sane name who married Maria van Gunst. 
From the association of sponsors 1 names, it is clearly evident 
that the other Jochem Caljer was son of Jurian Caljer, a brother 
of Jacobus and Marytje (de Witt) Caljer. The allocation of these 
two cousiiffl, together with other associative evidences, has per¬ 
mitted it to be determined that the present Jochem Caljer was in 
fact the son of Jacobus Caljer, A further analysis of these con¬ 
nections is made in the NOTES under Jacobus Caljer, which see-

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He was "born probably at New Amsterdam (New York city), then 
in the New Netherlands, about 1653- 

He was baptised In the Refor&ed Dutch church in New Amster¬ 
dam 9 February, 165JS sponsors being Martin Cregler, Albert 
Janszen and Hoyltjc Pletors. 

It is considered that he was in earlier years a resident of 
Now York city; but before 1698 he had removed to Bushwlck, 
New York, as he is recorded in the census taken of that town 
in the said year. He was still living in 1700 at Bushwick, 
but had deceased before 1738. He was a man of quiet proclivi¬ 
ties and of very little record. For some reason there are no 
records of the baptisms of his children; they may have been 
recorded at Brooklyn or Flatbush. These records are in part 
defective during this time. 

Jacobus Calmer married about 1674 to his first wife Marytje 
de Wit, daughter of Pieter Janszen de Witt of Bushwick. She 
had died before 16 November, 1699, on which date he married 
2, in the Reformed Dutch church in New York city, New York to 
Maryken Thom, widow of Claes Wolf of Bushwick (misprinted as 
Wols in printed record). 

No record has been discovered which gives proof of the names 
of the children of this Jacobus Caljer by his wife Marytje 
de Witt; but by association of sponsors’ names, by elimina- 
tionresultlng from accounting for the few other contemporary 
members of this family, and from long study, it is very de¬ 
finitely indicated that the following were their children! 

1* Jochon, who is considered to have married Catharine Polheoue.

2. Pieter, considered to have oarried Tryntje, perhaps daughter 
of Albert Hendricksaen. Bee the section immediately following,

Tryntje may have been a daughter of Al¬ 
bert Hendriokssen, as Hr. andrew J. Provost points out, if, as is 
listed, Albert Calyer was of this connection. The following are

listed with two males over ten and three females over ten, inolrd- 
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irvg presumably himself and wife. Ihe MS. Records of the Town of 
Bushwick in the library of the Long Island Historical Society, p. 
22, states that in 1759 Jacobus "Kolier" is recorded as one of 
those who took a vote on the proposition whether or not residents 
who have paid for a later (younger) patent should (not) pay for an 
older one.

4. Jan Caljer, considered eon of Jacobus and Marytje (do Witt) Cal- 
jer, was born about 1685 or later, and either at New York city or 
at Bushwick, New York. It is very difficult to identify this Jan 
Caljer. There were two of the name, very nearly contemporary, and 
one Jan Colyer died in 1720, leaving a eon Peter who was of age at 
the time. If the legal age of the father is added to that of the 
son, which in Dutch custom or law is 18 years, it would mean that 
a Jan Colyer (et var,,) was at least 56 when he died; if reckoning 
on the basis of English custom, the father would be about 42- Then 
the Jan Colyer who died in 1720 was born about 1678-1684. Both of 
these Jans were of Bushwick, and one of them was living there in 
1758 as Jan Calyer, and ia listed immediately next to Jacobus Cal¬ 
yer whom we have listed as No. 5 above. The son Peter of one of 
these Jans was not recorded in either Kings or Queens counties,New 
York, after 1720. Therefore, in view of the association of Jan and 
Jacobus Calyer together in the 1758 census, and the lack of fur¬ 
ther reference of a Peter, son of Jan, in Bushwick, ve are of the 
opinion that this Jan Caljer was the Jan Calyer listed in the 1758 
census and was the one still living in 1750 when he is referred to 
in the will of Hendrick van Ende as his father-in-law. It should 
be stated that at this writing «e understand that Mr. Andrew j, 
Provost considers that the present Jan Caljer was the one who died 
in 1720. In our own presentation we are supported by the research 
notes of the late Richard Grosman Debcvoise, a descendant of Hend¬ 
rick /an Ende. Assuming therefore, on the basis of what is admit¬ 
ted to be a hypothesis, that the present Jan was the one living in 
1750, we construct the following connections. He was a witness to 
the will cf William Purcell of Newtown in 1724, and of Peter c *enck 
in 1756; and also witnessed the will of Peter Praa in 1759- He was 
executor of the estate of John Bruer or Brower of New Jersey, for¬ 
merly of Long Island, 29 October, 1752, and was then called of 
Kings county. New York. Since he witnessed the will of a resident 
of Newtown in 1724, (after the other Jan Colyer died), he is also 
considered to have been the one who contributed towarde the patent 
of Newtown,-2 October, 1717 ( The Newtown Records , edited for the 
New town Register, edited by William C 1 Gorman, Town Clerk; IE filed 
with the Queensborough Public Library, Jamaica, New York, p. 185); 
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overseer of highways at Newtown, 5 April, 1720 ( ibid -, p. 182). In 
the 1758 census of Bushwick he was listed with three males above 10 
years of age, four females above ten, and one female under ten, in¬ 
cluding heads of families.

6. Jacobus Calyer, considered son of Pieter and Tiyntje Calyer, was 
born probably at Bushwick, New York, about 1700, died there in 1766.

Tillou, attorney, in 1855 at page 529, in the following: "Jacobus

He was bom about 1617, and probably in Belgium* however his 
nationality has not been definitely established. 

Ho appears first in New Amsterdam, New Netherlands, shortly 
prior to 9 March, 1642, when he brought a son to be baptised 
in the Reformed Dutch church in Manhattan. The church record 
(possibly misinterpreted) calls him Jochem Kayker in the en¬ 
try. On 30 September, 1645 Jochem Calder, so-called, re¬ 
ceived a patent to a lot on Manhattan Island; he leased land 
from the Norwegian Dlrck Volkertszen or Hongerscn, 2 Juno, 
1649, for a term of years beginning in 1651; the tract was 
situated on Long Island. Calder (Caljer) was to have the lend 
rent free for the first six years, and to pay thereafter. 

He was, with Pieter Noorman, arbitrator in a dispute between 
Burger Joriszen and Jan Corneliszen de Zeeuw (Losee), 22 Dec¬ 
ember, 1653 ( Records of New Amsterdam , vol. I, p. 142). 

In 1655 he owned a house located on the site of the present 
No, 31 to No. 35 Stone street in New York city; it was on 
tho ground brief hereinbefore mentioned, obtained in 1645.Ac¬ 
cording to J. H. Innes in New Amsterdam and Its Peoole. Cal¬ 
mer hold a lot thirty sevon English feet in frontage. 

Registers of tho Reformed Dutch church in Now Amsterdam, la¬ 
ter Now York, show that Jochem, under varying guises of’ his 
surnamo, was frequently a witness to tho baptism of the chil¬ 
dren of his friends, perhaps relatives. Jochem Calder, with 
Bi^ok Janszcn* Susanna Jans and Annctje Lodow^cks were spon¬ 
sors, 27 May, 1654, to the baptism of Engoltje, daughter of 
Horck Siboutszen; and on 8 July, 1654, with his wife Magdal- 
oon Wale (so-called) and Annetje Jans, he was sponsor at the 
baptism of Elsje, daughter of Albert Janszen. Jochem Caiser, 
(as printed), was with Belitjo Corneliso, sponsor at the bap¬ 
tism of Claosje, daughter of Jurian and Tryntje Blanck, 4 Ju¬ 
ly, 1655 J he was again a witness with Ario Dlrcksz.cn, Teunis 
Touniszon, BelitJo Jacobs and Susanna Jans at the baptism of 
"ounia, son of "Hendrick 1 (slot should be Horck) Siboutszen, 

4 July, 1655; likewise, with Elinor Hudson Clo^n, sponsor 
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at the baptism of Christyntie, daughter of Jan Nagel, Sorg't 
and Grioto Jans, 26 September, 1655* 

With his wife Magdalona Waeljj, Jan Swacn and Gertrude Juho 
ho vias again sponsor at tho baptisms of Jocham and Albert, 
children of Roolof Jamazon (perhaps Jochcmszon) and Geesje 
Claessen his wife, 9 April, 1656. It is not Improbable that 
Roelef Jamszen was related to Jochem Caljer; this is sup¬ 
ported by the fact that one record haB been discovered where 
in Jochem Caljer appears to have been recorded under a pat¬ 
ronymic: at the baptism of a child of Abraham Ryke,'25 July, 
1651, Jochem Jochemszen was a sponsor* 

Jochem Caljer with his wife were witnesses also at the bap¬ 
tisms of Levyntje, daughter of Jacob Leunius (?Llevens) and 
his wife Margariet Jacobs, 16 July, 1656 ; with Hillegond Jo- 
ris at the baptism of Marytje, daughter of Albert and Elsje 
Janszen, 17 September, 1656; with Belitje Cornells at the 
baptiBm of Jannetje, daughter of Jan Janszen van der Ham and 
Margareta Jana, 26 February, 1657; and on 18 August, 1658, 
the wife of Jochem Caljer was sponsor at the baptiam of Hend¬ 
rick, son of Jan Hendrickszen and Geertje Barents. 

Jochem Caljer died before 12 February, 1659, perhaps before 
18 August, 1658. On the former date the widow was making ar¬ 
rangements for the guardianship of the children, aa she v»as 
about to marry for the second time. For discussion aa to the 
proper surname of this family, refer to the NOTES following. 

Jochem Caljer married Magdalentje or Magdalena Waele, who af¬ 
ter his death married Gysbert Theuniszen van der Schueren,al¬ 
so called ver Schuur; in some records he is referred to as 
van Barneveldt.

Foreword 

The following coapilation represents the contributions of three 
descendants of Jochen Caljer: Mr, Willian Millar Collier of Au¬ 
burn, New York, foraer President of George Washington University, 
Washington, D, C«, and fomerly Ambassador to Chile; Mr. .. Imes 
Getty, of YonkerB, New York, and Mr. Andrew J. Provost, junior,of 
Noroton, Connecticut. Mr. Willian M. Collier has devoted his en¬ 
ergies to investigations of the connections of ML chid Caljor,who 
appears also as Michael Callier and Collier, and whose descend¬ 
ants for the nost part spell the surnane Collier. Mr. Getty has 
furniohed infornation relative to connections of Jurian Caljer of 
Westchester and Bushwick; and Mr, Provost, together with both 
of the foregoing, has studied the relationships of Dorothea, life 
of Wouter Gysbertszen van der Schueren. 

In this connection the present writer is chiefly serving as the 

editor and redactor of the nanuscripts placed in his hands. Ne¬ 

cessarily, because of the editorial fornat of the present conpil- 
ation, the arrangement is not as individual as would have been 
the case had these conpilers published their own nanuscripts. How¬ 
ever the reader should understand that the following section re 
presents essentially their work, just os though it appeared un¬ 
der their respective subscripts. The present writer is grateful 
for the opportunity to present, in connection with his own des¬ 
cent, the following records.

2. Jeurgie or Jurian Caljer (et var .,) son of Jochen and Magdalen- 
a (Waele) Caljer, was born undoubtedly in New Ansterdan, New York 
and was baptised in the Reforned Dutch church in Manhattan, 15 
xoarch, 16H. The witnesses at the baptisn were Jeurgie Blanck, Al¬ 
bert Joehcnazcn, bootsgesel (boatnan), and Hester Jans, wife of 
Jacob Wolfertszen. 

He was reported as residing in Kindcrhook in 1677* a-nd was defi- 
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nitely a resident of the “Flatts" at that place in 1682. He was in 
Fordham, Westchester county. New York in 1692, but had removed to 
Bushwick on Long Island in 1695, in which year he appears on the 
assessment lists (R egister ... .of the Barly Settlers of Kings Couir - 
t£, New York , by Tunis G. Be gen, page 6?) , and is recorded in the 
census taken at Buehwick in 1698 ( ihe Bastern District of Brooklyn .- 
by E. L~ Aratrueter, page l4l). He was living 28 March, 1704' ( AnV 
iquities of Long T .oland by Gabriel Furman, page 525) at Bushwick. 

Jeurgie or Juriar- Caljer was probably married twice. Hi8 first 
wife is considered to have been Lysbeth van der Hoeve(n), daughter 
of Cornelia and Geertje (van Fulpen) van der Hoeve(n). The present 
writer considers that a Geertruyd Caljer who appears with Juriar 
os sponsor to a baptism, was a second wife. It should be states 
that some authorities consider Geertruyd to have been a daughie: 
of this Jurion Caljer. 

The names of the children are not conclusively proved. However 
from baptismal records of the s everal Reformed Dutch churches in 
the vioinity of New York city, associations of sponsors* names at 
baptisms and from published records the following arc listed as 
ohildran sf Jurian and Lysbeth (van der Hceve) Caljer:

The identification of the foregoing Michiel with the son of Jochem 
Kier as the surname was spelled on the registers at the time, .arri 
who was baptised in 1650, seems well assured. In discussing this mat¬ 
ter Mr. William M. Collier stateB: 


More important is the fact that Michiel Collier named his first 
son Jochem and his first daughter Magdalena, According to 
Dutch custom these would be the names of his parents. Moreover 
as wiil be observed from the .... list of the children of Dor¬ 
othea (Caljer) van dey Schuur (cf), she names the first eon 
Jochem, and one of her daughters Magdalena. In I650,when these 
twins ware born, there was no other person named Kiers, Kierse 
or Kiersted who could have been their father; added to this 
consideration is the fact that the sponsors at the baptisms of 
the children Michael and Dorothee "Kier" were known associates 
of Jochem Collier*; and last, as Dorothy Kier, so-called, ap¬ 
pears of no further record, there can be no doubt that Michael 
and Dorothy were the children of Jochem Collier. It is note¬ 
worthy that in the earliest Albany baptiam(ai) records as to 
the children of Michael, his name ia spelled Cailljer and Cail- 
lierej phonetically the pronunciation of the last ia almost 
exactly equivalent to li Kier n . 

Michiel Caljer (et var.) was a resident of Albary as early as 1686, 
end was octtl.^ ih Eindcrhook. He continued to live in Kinderhook un¬ 
til after the baptism of his son Cuspar in 1?02. A year or so later 
he moved to the other side of the river to the Coxsackie "Flatts" or 
Loonenburgh, where succeeding children were born. 


On U) January, 1711 Michael Collier acquired from Jan Casparszen

1725 Michael conveyed them to Pieter Bronck, who on 12 August 1725 
conveyed them to Jan van Hoeaen of Claverack and to Jochcm Collier 
of Xinderhook* 'Michael Collier died between 16 February, 1725, the 
date of the deed to Peter Bronck, and 21 July, 1755, the date cf 
the deed of lands in Loonenburgh by Jan van Hoesen and his wife Ra¬ 
chel, to Jurian Collier, in which deed the lands are described au 
bonded by lends cf the "heirs of Michael ’Colyer 1 ". Michael wac 
evidently then deeiaecd. 

He calls himself specifically of Kinderhook, Albany county, when 
he made a will dated 16 November, 1689, proved without date.

NOTES 

The connections of Jochem Caljer and his wife Magdalena Wade have 
engaged the attention of a considerable number of very expert gen¬ 
ealogists, including the late Professor John 0. Evjen, the late 
Richard Gosman DebeVoiae; and at the present time William Miller 
Collier, LL. D., D. C. L., L. H* D., Litt. D.; Andrew J, -provost, 
Innes Getty and Miss Elma Wicks have contributed extensive re¬ 
search to the problems of the various lines of descent from Joch¬ 
em Caljer. A considerable amount of the MSS of these writers has 
come to the hands of the present writer, who has collated and org¬ 
anized the various observations and compilations into the present 
format. Since the notes are quite extensive, for convenience the 
present section is divided into units; (1) Bibliography and Refer¬ 
ences; (2) Surname and Nationality of thd Family; (5) Collateral 
Connections; (4) Probable, but Unproved Descendants; and (5) Other 
Connections. 

(1) Bibliography and References . 

The basic reference records which have been vised by all writers 
(except Mr* Willard, referred to below) are to be found now in 
The Collections of the New York Genealogical and Biographical Soc¬ 
iety , Vol. II (Baptisms in the Reformed Dutch church in New Amster¬ 
dam and New York), ppr 55* 57 (bis), 59 (bis), 40, 42, 45 (bis), 

44. Reference has also been made to Vol. I, (Marriages) and to Vol. 
Ill (Baptisms, after 1750) as indexed. In The Rec ords of New - alflfe- 
dam , edited by Berthold Fernow (indexed) will be found some mater¬ 
ial in which Jochem Caljer is mentioned; and these are amplified 
somewhat by I, N» Phelps Sto^a i n his monumental Iconography of 
Manhattan Island (indexed). The references of later connections m 
the line of Jacobus Caljer, son of the first Jochem, have been en¬ 
umerated in the section devoted to his descendants. 

So far as this writer knows, the first compilation of any records 
of the Colyars and their connections was prepared by James LeBaron 
Willard, a LS to be found in the library of the Long Island Hist- 
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orical Society. It is probably correct that Mr, Willard obtained the 
information listed from some other soiirce; sheept for tho list of 
the descendants of Rieodorus and Maria (Hr.viland) Colyer. the pedi¬ 
gree is preposterous. Professor John 0,. £vjen in nis Scandinavian Im¬ 
migrants in New York at page l4l of the Kicursua Jicussed the first 
ancestor of this family, -whom he called d'cchem X&lder. His thecis is 
well prepared. Complementing this Mr 0 J > H. lanes gives passing not¬ 
ice to Jochem Caljer in his New_ Ams terdam and Its P eople . Follow¬ 
ing upon these authors Mr, Richard Goemar- JK»bevoiee an an unpub¬ 
lished compilation contributed a critical analysis of the probable 
nationality of Jochem Caljer, which is incorporated in the present 
monograph; Mr. Debevoise alBo studied the problem of the list of 
children to be credited to Jochem Caljer. 

In October, 19^3 the present writer summarised his experiences with 
these records in an article in The .American Genealogiat, vol. XX, pp. 
97 and those following. This evoked correspondence with Messrs. Col¬ 
lier, Getty and Provost, already referred to, Mr. ProvoBt^ contribu¬ 
tions have been recited; in the foregoing pages. These ffom Mr. 
Getty have been in the form of correspondence, and his notes and re¬ 
ferences have been also given. 

It is, therefore, in the line of Michiel Caljer and his t.descendants 
as compiled by Mr. Collier that the references remain to be stated* 
Mr, Collier has compiled three MSS, parts of which, we understand, 
have been published in newspaper periodicals .One of these studies 
had to do with his own more immediate family connections, descended 
of Isaac and Bara (van Vcchten) Collier of the fourth generation;the 
second MB is entitled The Colliers of the Mohawk Valley and of Ot¬ 
sego County , Hew York ; and the third devoted itself to a study of 
the Collier family of Cortland county. The second of these MSS has 
been filed in the Old Court House at Fonda, New York, ahfl a copy has 
been sent also to the library of the New York Genealogical and Bio¬ 
graphical Society. Mr, Collier's basic records have been the origin¬ 
al registers of the Reforn -• Dutch churches in the localities in 
which members of the families resided; the wills filed in courts of 
surrogates (after 1784) in the several counties concerned; trans¬ 
cripts of gravestone records, Bible records, and the more local¬ 
ized family record compilations which have been associated together. 
Reference has been had to standard county histories and other pub¬ 
lished data. A great many transcripts of the registers of the Re¬ 
formed Dutch churches are to be found in the library of the Holland 
Society in New York city. New York. It will be understood, there¬ 
fore, that where the name of the church is given or the fill" J re¬ 
cord of the will is cited, that the church registers or civil re¬ 
cords in question are the authorities, except as hereafter noted. 
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Among those who have contributed to Mr. Collier's compilation on 
the descendants of Isaac and Sara (van Vechten) Collier were Dr. 
Philip Bronk Collier; Mias Kellie Collier; Mr. Woodbridge L. King; 
Mr. Guy B. Collier; Miss Louise Hardenbrook; Mrs. Sarah G.Bradley; 
Mrs. Rose W, Bergman; Mr. Howard H. Prof. Theodore F. Col¬ 

lier and others. Other references have included Boer's History of 
Greene County , New York, p. 444; Smith, Hi story of Cortland County , 
New York ; Corwin, ianual of the Refo rmed D utch Church in America , 
Fifth Edition (1922'; and the Census cl '.-7V0 for New York . 

In his other compilations Mr. William M. Collier quotes The Hist o- 
rjf of Otsego County by Hurd, and discusses information supplied by 
Mrs. Giibdrt Montague, Mrs. Lee N» Vedder, Mrs. Hi H. Dockstader, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Collier Conde, Mre. George C. Keyes, and Mrs. A. 
Klemm. With reference to the foregoing Mr. Collier acknowledges 
their persevering efforts and indefatigable assistance. Included 
further are Mr. Jacob Laverne Collier, Mr. Jared G. Collier, Mr. 
Lambert Burnside and others, to whom appropriate credit is due.Mr. 
William G. Collier is, of course, per se authority for the connec¬ 
tions of his immediate family. 

(2) Surname and Nationality of the Family « 

It is unusual that the original aurname of this family cannot be 
determined with absolute assurance; it suffered much at the hands 
of the clerks in New Amsterdam, and the result has been much ter¬ 
giversation as to the proper interpretation of various forms of 
the name. When the reputed first son was baptised in the church in 
New Amsterdam, Nat Netherlands 9 March* 1642 the aurname of the 
father is reported to have been (in printed record) Kayker . If it 
were not to be conoeded that this entry relates to a son of Jochem 
Caljer, there seems to be only one other contemporary who had a 
somewhat similar name: Jochem Pieterszen Kuyter. Now, in the older 
orthography the letters k and t had somewhat similar forms in the 
lower case in that the lower, right-hand descending fork of the k 
was lost in the connecting line to the next letter following. And, 
if the letter u was somewhat closed, the letter a could have been 
read from it. Stress ia placed upon..midreading of the script rath¬ 
er than on similarity of pronunciation, because the diphthongs ajr 
(ai;)) and u£ (uij) in Dutch are not pronounced alike. However,even 
if this Jacob could have been a son of Jochem Pieterszen Kuyter, 
he must have died without issue, for Kuyter left no children. Pro¬ 
fessor fivjen (referred to below) discussed both Jochem Caljer and 
Jochem Pieterszen Kuyter at considerable length, and concluded that 
Jacob was Caljer'a son. As this Jacob is of no further reference, 
and undoubtedly died young, the allocation of his ancestry is 

a purely academic question. We have listed him provisionally ea 
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son of Jochem Caljer. 

On 11 March, 1646 one Jochem Carela had a dau^iter Annetje baptised. 
Our progressive atudy of this entry has left us with the growing 
conviction that this does not refer to a baptismal entry for a child 
of Jochem Caljer. We quote from the opinion of Mr. William M. Col¬ 
liers 


...♦there were other persons designated as Caralse in New Am¬ 
sterdam at the time that Anna was born, including a Joost Car— 
elflej and as Carelse seema to me to be an unnatural transform¬ 
ation of the present surname, I prefer to withhold judgment... 

iJven if Jochem Caljer had a daughter Anna, born in 1646, we 
have no evidence that she married and had children, or even 
that she w as living when Jochem died and when Magdalena Waale, 
hie widow, told the court that she had five children. 

Yet, since the elimination of the Jacob born in 1642 and this Anna 
would leave Jochem Caljer with four recorded living children at the 
time of his death (1658 or 1659), there is unaccounted for the 

fifth child living in 1659 when Magdalena was preparing to marry to 

her second husband. Either there was another, unrecorded child who 
died young, or Anna may have been that child. With respect to this 
Mr. William M. Collier has to say; 

Such a child may perhaps have been the Annetje, daughter of 
Jochem "Carelse”, baptised in the New York Reformed Butch 

church 11 March, 1646, the witnesses Jan Nagel, Engel Mans 

and Qtyntje Pieters .... To support this viaw, one can point 
out that Jochem Caljer in 1655 was a sponsor at the baptismcf 
a child of Jan Nagel, sergeant, and had close business rela¬ 
tions with him; also, that between 1644 (the birth year of 
Jeurgie) and 1650 (the nativities of llichicl and Dorothea) 
Jochem and Magdalena ;ould naturally have had another child. 
Dorothea (Caljer) van dcr Sehucren, daughter of Jochem 1 , had 
a daughter Anna, who I suppose wac named after the sponsor 
Anna Maria Engel, although she may have been named after a 
sister of Dorothea.... Sierc was also an Annetje Caljer of 
"New Albany" who married in 1695 to Joris van Hoorn, ao she 
had children as late as 1701 , she could not have been the one 
baptised in 1646, Other records indicate that she was a daugh¬ 
ter of Jurian 2 (jochenA). She obtained her name, perhaps,fi-ora 
a sister of Jurian. It is not impossible that it was the Air- 
net je, baptised in 1646, because the nooe Annetje apparently 
did not come from the van Hoevens, the probable family con¬ 
nection of Juri&n’s wife. A Janneken Jochens and an Anrcken 
Jochems, both r eaidente of Middelwout near Bushwick ard mar- 
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ried in. 1685 £fcd 16$>5 respectively,were: probably not daigoi¬ 
ters of Jochem Collier. If the latter had a daughter Anna 
and/or a daughter Jannetje (not impossible, but in ay opin¬ 
ion unlikely5 I am inclined to think that both died unmar¬ 
ried, Yet I advise further inquiry aa to them. Some persona 
find additional evidence that Aina. "Carelse" for whom Jan Na¬ 
gel was a sponsor was in reality Jochem Collier's daughter, 
in the fact that one of the sponsors for Jochem Caljer's twin 
children^ Michiel and Dorothea,- appears int he records as 
"Daniel, sergeant", without any family name or patronymic to 
identify him further. They believe that he was the same per¬ 
son aa Jan Nagel sergeant" because nowhere else is there re¬ 
ference to a Daniel, sergeant. Thoy believe that at the bap¬ 
tism of the twins there was confusion as to the prenuncia¬ 
tion of names. It is true that the Dutch pronunciation for 
Jan Nagel, sergeant, is much like the pronunciation of "Dan¬ 
iel, sergeant." They argue that just as Jochem Caljer was a 
sponsor for Jan Nagel's child,the latter was reciprocally a 
sponsor for Jochem Caljer's children, Michiel and Dorothea, 
and also for Anna, who, although called a daughter of a 
Jochem "Oarelse", they believe was a daughter of Jochem Cal¬ 
jer, especially as there is no other record of a Jochem Car¬ 
else. 

Yet this would not bore been the first time that the Dutch trans¬ 
posed their fricative forms of the letters 1^ and r; in one record 
it la incontestable that Jan Rolan (Ruland) and his wife Pietertje 
(Schanqp) Rolan were entered on the records as Jan and Pietertje Lo- 
fan .(see RULAND)» 

Mr. Andrew J. Provost junior assures tin that no member of the Carel 
De Bevoise family could have been this Jochem Carels. Since there 
is reported a Joost Carelszen at an early data, we suspect that Jo- 
ehem is a mistake for Joost, or vice versa. From the foregoing the 
reader may form his own conclusions. 

These indicated variations in the surname which fbr convenience we 
have referred to as Caljer (the form which appeared in greatest 
frequency) have not, however, assured us as to the actual spelling 
of the surname. Prof. John 0. Evjen in his Scandinavian Immigrants 
in New York , at page 141 discusses the first ancestor of this fam¬ 
ily, whom he ealla Jochem Kalder, This learned scholar >■ considered 
that Jochem was either Norwegian or Danish, and had this to say a- 
bout his surname: 

Why thiB variety? It is likely due to a pronunciation of Kal¬ 
der 'a name, which sounded strange to the Dutch. And whence 
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this difficult pronunciation? 

We would not seek it in France or Germany We may conjec¬ 
ture: Kolkjar in Denmark, this would perhaps explain the 
spelling Kier, Calker, Kayker, The Norwegian "tykke 1" (thiok 
'1") is likely the cause of the confusion. Hence we look to 
Norway for an explanation.

In "Norsk Gaardnavne", XIV., Sondre Trandhjems Amt, p. jj>84f 
(Selbu), the name Kallor is spelled Kallir (1590), Kaller 
(1626, 1668), Kalder (1725). Kalder is a name quite familiar 
also among the present Norwegians. 

It is thus probable, though not certain, that Jochem Kalder 
was from Norway. 

It is significant that the lease he received in 1649 was 
signed by Dirck Hdgerson and Pieter Jansen, both of whom 

were Norwegians; and that Pieter Jansen and Joohea Kalder were 
arbitrators in 1655; moreover, that Pieter Jansen was ap¬ 
pointed guardian of Jochem's children at the demise of the 
latter ( Year Book of the Holland Society of New York, 1900, 

p. 116). 

Disagreeing with the opinion expressed by Prof, Evjen, the late Ri¬ 
chard Gosman Debevoioe of Woodhcven, New York considered that Jocb- 
om was of French or Jalien -xtraction. In discussions with the 
present writer he pointed out that at the baptism of the last re¬ 
corded son Jacobue in 1655, the name of the father was given as Cal- 
laer; this may be considered as a variant of Callier. Callier would 
bo pronounced quite equivalent to the pronunciation given Caljer by 
the Dutch. Further support to this theory is given by the fact that 
Miohicl Oaljer, son of the first settler in New Amsterdam, was re¬ 
corded in Albany entries with the surname Caillier; and his niece, 
Cornelia, wife of Abraham Bouwor, was once called Caillor, The 

spelling Kier which appeared in one entry ''when Michicl and Doro¬ 
thea were baptised) could be interpreted to sup? ,~t this ;fu the/-as 
the double n l n sound quite frequently suffers elision in French 
In this connection Mr, William M. Collier has expressed the follow¬ 
ing opinions 
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The fact that an examination of about 40 records relating to 
Jochem Calder (Caljer, et var .,) and his sons, shows that in 
only two instances (possibly only one of then referring to 
this family) were they called by a patronymic, and were al¬ 
ways called Colder or Collier, in sane one of nary variant 
spellings, raises in my o; inion, quite a strong presumption 

that they were not originally Dutch or Scandinavian; - I 

would have little hesitancy in presuming that they were of 
French origin, were it not that very early records of them in 
New Netherlands spell the name Calder, Calser and Calker, as 
well as Caljer, Oolier, Oalliere , Caillier and (in Montgom¬ 
ery county) Collier.Perhaps the fact that calder or kalder in 
Dutch means the same as collier in French, that is, a neck¬ 
lace, would justify us were we to say that the four French 
forms which I have underscored more nearly approximate the 
true pronunciations, and indicate Frenoh origin. In view of 
Professor Svjen's statement that perhaps they were Scandina¬ 
vian, - a statement based upon their intimacy and prob¬ 

able relationship with many of the Scandinavian colonists of 
New Netherlands, I shall not attempt to decide the question. 
«... At one time I took the view of Professor Svjen, but now 
I doubt it. Upon the whole, it seems to me somewhat more pro¬ 
bable that the Colliers were people of French (Walloon or 
Huguenot)origin, who perhaps took refuge in Holland before 
casing to America. Perhaps the many relationships with Scand¬ 
inavians suggested by baptismal records arose from the side 
Jochem'a wife. I say perhaps, for I have often felt that 
her name possibly indicated that she was of Walloon origin. 

In our opinion, the great majority of records reinforce the ob¬ 
servation that this ancestor's name was Kalder or Collier,and that 
he came from territory where both the Dutch and French languages 
had influence. Such an area would be, in all probability, Belgium; 
this would accoimt for the facility with which his name was ren¬ 
dered with either spelling, Jurlan and Jacobus Caljer of the se¬ 
cond generation were early settlers of Bushwick, Long Island, and 
the founders of the town were predeminently French. With reference 
to misspellings of the surname which appear as Kayker and Calker, 
we believe that a reexamination of the records may show that auwh 
were misinterpretations of original record. 

(5) Collateral Connections . 

Mr. Andrew J, Provost, junior, has performed considerable research 
dr the earlier residents of the New Netherlands who were possi¬ 
bly related to Jochem Caljer. He is of the opinion that the first 
Jochem Caljer was the son of an earlier Joohem, and had previous- 
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iy lived in Holland; but that Calder, one of the earliest, if not 
the earliest form of the name in the colonial records, was not act¬ 
ually Dutch. For this reason it was misspelled so frequently; it 
seems to have been unfamiliar to many clerks, who sou^it disastrous-' 
ly to find equivalents^ (For another example of this, see under L0- 
Sgg). Mr. ProvoBt airo believes that the first Jochem Galjer is to 
be identified with Jochem Jochemazen who, on 25 July, 1651 waa spon¬ 
sor at the baptism of on infant son of Abraham Ryke in the Reformed 
Dutch church in New Amsterdam* We consider that this identity is 
most probable. Albert Jochemazen, who was sponsor at the baptism of 
the oldest known surviving son of Jochem Caljer, may well have been 
a brother. However two other Jochemszens, David and Andries, who 
have been considered aB possible relatives, were not, in this wri¬ 
ter's opinion related to the present family, despite the fact that 
David Jochemszen appears later in Bushwick, where the sans of Jochem 
Caljer had settled* Mr. William M. Collier states: 


I think it most likely that Albert Jochemazen waa a brother of 
Jochem^ and uncle of the-infant Jurian for whom he was a spon¬ 
sor. David may have been a brother of Jochem^-, but as the 
name never recurs among the Colliers, I have doubt even as to 
that relationship; and I see no reason to believe that Andries 
was at all closely related to Jochem, although he may have 
been to Jochem 1 s wife. 


Concerning another Jochemszen who had, significantly enough, the sur¬ 
name Kalder, Mr, Provost has written: 


Johannes Jochemszen Kalder married Mary -— and had a son 

Helmer, and (probably) a daughter Dorothea Jans* His widow (i, 
e. that of Johannes Jochemszen) married in 1665 Gyabert Cornel¬ 
ius Bogarts, and settled on land at the mouth of Catskill creek. 
This property later came into possession of Helmer Jantz (pro¬ 
perly Jansz(en)), Raider's son, who in 1698 petitioned for a 
confirming grant, or patent, claiming the property had been ac¬ 
quired from the Indians by his step-father and his mother in 
1684 "as doth appear by a deed in full recorded in Albany". U- 
pon Helmer Jantz' death, subsequent to 1720, the property was 
escheated to the Province of New York. Helmer Jantz married ca.

e tablish close relationship between Johannes Jochemszen Rai¬ 
der and Jochem Caljer of New Amsterdam, must be based upon

a daughter of Johannes Kalder. In the absence of such proof, 
it can only be conjectured that the relationship, if any, 
would have been that of brothers, or, perhaps, that of fath¬ 
er and son. 


Whether Mary, wife of Johannes Jochemszen Kalder had issue 
after her marriage to Bogart in 1663 is not known. If so,the 
assumption could be that her first husband died at an early 
age, and might have had a son born in Europe to Jochem Cal¬ 
jer.

It Should be pointed Out as tssqII that if Jo¬ 
hannes Jochemszen Kalder and Jochem Caljer were brothers, the cir¬ 
cumstance that Johannes had a son named Helmer impeaches the proba¬ 
bility that Jochem Caljer was French or Wallon in extract ion . Hel- 
mer (Hjalmer) is definitely Scandinavian.

No, 82. iBaac Collier, considered seen of Jacobus and Mary (van Ala- 
tyne) Collier, (page 725) nay have had other children. From the 
baptismal records of the Fort Plain Reformed Dutch church the fol¬ 
lowing was obtained by Mr. Gillian M. Collier through the courtesy 
of Mrs, Klemm: 

Born May l4, 1817i Pelleppa, child of Isaac Collier and wife 
Catelina. 

Mr. Collier observes further: 

Quite likely the child's correct name was Philippa (sic). Quer¬ 
ies; Was this the same Isaac Collier who had Jacob, Mary and 
Harriot, the last me\Jio;:ed in 1Q15? I think it not unlikely. 
In that case, was "Catelina," a second wife or v?as this an er¬ 
ror for Christina? Quite possibly it was. It would be nr worse 
than "Pelleppa," for Philippa. 

Mr, Collier then takes up the question of three "Neeltj e ’* ooliters, 
as follows; 

From Caughnawaga Reformed Dutch daurch records; "Married Mar. 
8, 1786, James ‘Quack 11 and Neeltje Collier." Baptisms; rt Nov. 
20, 1790, born, Ra’ohal, child of James Qur.ckinbosa rr-j jjeylt- 

je Collier, baptised Jan, 8, 1791* sponsors Isaao Coxier and 
Rachel Colier." "John, child of James Quackenbush and Nelly 
Coilyer, born July 14, 1795; sponsors for baptism Gedion Mel- 
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ftt and Uaryta Quackenbush." (Comment: Nelly, .ia here ap¬ 
parently equal to Neeltje, the usual Dutch diminutive or pet 
name for Cornelia). Also from the same church records 
learn of a Neeltje Collier who married Johannes Newkerk (or 
Newkirk), and their children, as follows; "Rachel, child of 
Johanis Newkerk and Neeltje Colier, bom Peb, 28,1791, spon¬ 
sors Johanis Newkerk and Rachel Newkerk;" "Johemnis,child of 
Johannes Newkirk and Nelitjo Collier, bom March 5, 1?95, 

sponsor* Rachel Nenkirk."The dates of birth of the Spohr, 

Quackenbosh and Newkirk children show that the three Neeltje 
Colliers were different women. It is evident that unless the 
child of Jacob 4 Collier, who was bap, (as reported to me) 
as Cornelia, was really a girl named Cornelia, we must find 
two male Colliers, other than Jacob 4 who oould have been the 
father of Neeltje (Collier) Quackenbosh and Neeltje (Col¬ 
lier) Newkerk. 

I once thought that perhaps such an error had been made. 
That was before I knew that Isaac Quackenbosh and his wife 
Rachel were sponsors for Rachel, the daughter of James Quackr 
enbuah and Necltje Collier, Now that I have been that record 
and have inferred from it that that Neeltje was the daugh¬ 
ter of Isaac and Rachel (although nc have no positive proof 
of it), I believe the three Neeltjes were the one just ment¬ 
ioned, and Necltje, the dau. of Jacob 4 , bap. Doc. 25, 1769$ 

and probably on unlisted Neeltje, daughter of Peter 4 Col¬ 
lier (Johannes?) by his wife Cornelia. Possibly some Newkirk 
descendant can find out whether the Neeltje Collier in the 
Newkirk records .... cited was really the dau. of Peter\ If 
she was not, we must renew our search for a male Collier who 
was; and in this effort must again consider the possibility 
that the record of baptism of that Cornelia, son of Jacob 4 
should read Cornelia. However, despite the fact that we hear

She v/as born probably at or near Olney, Buckinghamshire. Eng- 

land (from whence her father is said to have come) and about 
lolo. 


She emigrated from England before her family, as 

^ e fv, nanl T on children in the family of her 
father John Cooper when he sailed in the Hopewe ll. She mar¬ 
ried about 1635/6 to John White of Southampton, New York,and 
resided in that town subsequently. 


Apparently the first record of her is found in the will of 
her father, who in the fourth ..and tenth items in his testa¬ 
ment mentions his daughter White, 6 Hay, 1662. Ann was to 
suffer a double bereavement within four months, as her first 
husband John White died shortly before 24 August, 1662, the 
date Inventory was taken. She was still the widow Ann White 
2 March, 1662/3 when Joseph Rainer (Raynor) was plaintiff in 
an action of trespass against her concerning a cow of his 
that was ’drowned in a pit that shee digged or caused to be 
digged". 


Ann (Cooper) White married Zerubbabel Phillips shortly after 
8 July, I 663 , the date that he gave a bond to secure that 
the children of John White would receive their estate as had 
been willed by the latter. On 1 December, 1663 she is called 
Ann Phillips when Joseph Raynor renewed his suit for tres¬ 
pass. Her second husband was born at Boston, Massachusetts 5 
April, 1632 , if the identification is correct, son of the 
Reverend George and Elizabeth Phillips of Watertown, Massa¬ 
chusetts. Zerubbabel Phillips was therefore considerably lun- 
ior to his wife. J J

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For nineteen years we read little more of Ann (Cooper)(White) 
Phillips. Then, some three years before her death, probably 
realizing that she was getting on in years, she recorded in 
the Town Records deeds of gift to her daughters Esther Clark, 
Abigail White and Martha Howell, 8 October, I 683 (see ROTES 
following). Her husband Zorubbabel Phillips agreed in one in¬ 
stance of record (the deed to Martha Howell) not to molest tie 
rights of his wife and step-daughter * She conveyed property 
to her son James White 5 October, 1686, the last time she vvas 
of record. 

Zerubbabel Phillips entered into a prenuptial agreement, 10 
May, 1687 to marry Martha, the widow of James Herrick; his 

wife Ann therefore must have died at about the turn of the 

year, or about December 1686-January, 1687. She left no will 
or administration of record. 

Ann Cooper was buried probably at Southampton, New York. 

There were no children by Zerubbabel Phillips. For descend¬

He was born in 1594 , possibly at Olney, Buckinghamshire. 

He sailed for New England on The Hopewell . 1 April, 1635 ,ac¬ 
cording to the ship's register, which also call’s him as hav¬ 
ing been from Olney, Buckinghamshire, and aged 4l. He was 
accompanied by his wife Wibroe, then aged 42, and their chil¬ 
dren: Mary, aged 13, John, aged 10, Thomas, aged 7 , and Mar¬ 
tha, aged 5. As Ann, probably an older daughter, did not ar¬ 
rive with her parents, it is supposed that she emigrated at 
an earlier date. 


He was one of the earliest settlers of Lynn, Assswchusetts, 
and was made freeman of the Colony 6 December, 1636 . He was 
one of the elders of the church at Lynn when it was organ¬ 
ized, and a resident of Lynn until. 1639. 
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John Cooper was not one of the original undertakers who co¬ 
venanted to found the new settlement of Southampton, Long 
Island, hut was admitted to the company after the latter had 
been formed. It appears that the new village was established 
in the middle of the year 1640; and it is stated, perhaps 
apocryphally, that the colonists sailed up the Peconic Bay, 
landed at the site of the present North Sea, and marched on 
through the woods until they came to the town site. 

In 1643 John Cooper was to enjoy the lot of "old Goodman fffa. r- 
rington" of Lynn, lying in Southampton, "Vntil he shall have 
payd Vnto him the sum of fifteen shillings for the setting 

vp the ffence that belongs vnto that Lott vpon the little 
Common." 

On 7 March, 1644 he was to serve as "Captain of the 4th Ward" 
to dispose of whales cast up upon the beach; and in 1653 he 
was listed again in this connection, as leader of a whaling 
squadron. It would appear that he was a deep-sea fisherman. 

Cooper evidently had a temper, and a somewhat bellicose spi¬ 
rit which was to find more acute development in his son John. 
He was censured 18 November, 1644 by the General Court for 
"aom passionate expressions" and fined five shillings. How¬ 
ever, his addiction to large talk was not curbed for long, 
for on 19 September, I 65 O, he was fined 40s "in case that at 
any time he doe giue offence in extravagant speeches, as he 
hath done, as was witnessed by John Howell and some others.." 
The fine was to be remitted upon consideration of his good 
behavior. On 21 April, 1651 he was apparently the John Coop¬ 
er who was defendant in a suit brought by Mr. Josiah Stans- 
borough, and which the plaintiff won. Cooper appealed to 
Hartford, and his son-in-law John White -ave bond for his 
appearance. On 1 June, Iff2 ho was Juror in the case of Jo¬ 
nas Wood versus Robert Marvin. 

On 2 February, 165i he received an allotment of land at , a- 
ponack. He received a monopoly to sell liquor in Souf ^mpton 
25 January, 1655, then aged 61. For the next seven years un¬ 
til his death there is no further record of him. During this 
time he kept the village ordinary or inn, and probably 0 was 
not in the best of health in his later years. His will,dated 
6 May, 1662, is listed without date of probate in the Town 
Records; but he probably died shortly thereafter. 

The name of John Cooper's wife is given as Wibroe in the 

shipping lists when he emigrated. She was undoubtedly the 
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mother of his children, but nothing more is known of her.

John Cooper junior wae a tempestuous citi¬ 
zen whose litigations are spread at great length on the Town 
Records of Southampton end also the Court Records of the Connec¬ 
ticut Colony* He had evidently just oome of age 7 March, 1644, 
or passed for that, when he was to serve under his father in 
disposing of cast-up whales. He was chosen freeman 6 October, 
1652. During this time evidences of his contentiousness begin 
to appear; he had a fiat fight with Thomas Burnet 26 March, 1654, 
which ran the uBual course of litigation. In this year also, an 
event happened which is more fully given under the biography of 
Jonas Wood, son of Henry and Prudence (Atkinaon) Wood (see JON¬ 
AS WOOD OF HALIFAX). Substantially John Cooper junior and his 
brother Thomas aoted as agents to transport a mare which Capt. 
Giles Sylvester had bought of Jonas Wood (Halifax). In getting 
the mare off from the boat in Peconio Bay which belonged to 
Wood, the mare fell between the landing and the boat, and was 
drowned. Tbo^course of.the litigation is too'tedious to be de¬ 
tailed here; it is sufficient that John Cooper called JonaB 
Wood a liar during the proceedings, was sued for slander and 
had to apologise; the net effect was that the suits at law 
probably cost the parties at issue more than the mare was worth, 
John Cooper died in July, 1677; administration of his estate 
was granted to the widow 8 July, I677.(Liber 1-2 of Wills, New 
York, p. 156). His wife was Sarah Mew, sister of Sllis Mew of 
New Haven, Connecticut.

Corey were also ancestors of the writer, we record here briefly a re¬ 
cord of the Christophers family, as compiled by the late John R. Totten, 
and published in the New York Genealogical and Biographical Record , vol. 
50, page, 110# This is supplemented by a "Memorandum on Christopher 
Christophers 1 Ancestry" contributed to the foregoing Record , and pub¬ 
lished in vol# 63 at page 51. We quote: 

Two brothers of the name of Christophers, both mariners, and both 
engaged in the chipping exchange trade with the Barbados, settled 
in New London, Connecticut, about 1665. Their names were respect¬ 
ively Jeffrey ard Christopher Christophers. Jeffrey, the elder, 
was aged fifty-five in \6~l6, and was therefore born about 1621.

He was born (i. e. John Corey or Cory) probably about l6ll, 
and, according to Dr. Gustav Anjou, the eminent genealogist 
of New York city, was the son of John Corey (sic), third 
child of Hugh Corrie (sic) of Corrie in Devonshire, Eng¬ 
land who married Rasco, daughter of Roger Fortescue of 

"Buckland Phillie," Devonshire. John and Rasco Corry emi¬ 
grated to Ireland in 1622, settling in Westmeath.... 

We shall have occasion to rof-r to Dr. Gustav Anjou's allegations 
as to these connections subsequently.

m all fairness to Miss Dickenson she does not endorse this pedi~ 
gree as correct. Mr. H. T. Cory published Some Desce ndants of 
Cory of Southold_, L. I. in 1917; this was followed in 192T 
by James Cory and Susan Mulford ,:by Charles Honry Cory junior 
Mr. 0. H. Cory junior followed with a much enlarged and very 
painstaking Lineal Ancestors of Captain James Cory and of his 
D es cend opts in 1957, which kept company with Ancestral Lines ~of 
J ho incj ^uda Cory, Clarence Gory and John Henry Corv in 
a revised edition in 194 ?. - 


During this time jpgricana, vol. % (1942) published certain con¬ 
nections of the Cory or Corey family under the section in that 
volume concerned with the "Windecker-Gross and Allied Families" 
by Esther Gross Windecker of Painesville, Ohio. At p. 4s4 it re- 
Qites the Corey line to be: 


Oorrcy (Corey ) Army - Sable, on a chevron between three grif- 
iins heads erased or, as many estoiles of the field. 

Creyt - Out of a ducal coronet or, a demi-griffin proper 
wings semes of trefoils sable. (Burke: "General Armory.") 

Corey, as a surname, with its variants. Core, Cory, Corry, 
and Corrie, is of locality origin. Die name may have been 
derived from a Roman fort called "Cori" located at Annan- 
dale, Dumfriesshire, Scotland. It may also be derived from 
the Gaelic corrie or corre i, meaning a bowl-shaped hollow 
on a hillside, in which game usually lies.

This is the pedigree which Dr. Anjou reports as authentic, and 
as this is the second instance which refers to him as the author¬ 
ity for the foregoing, we may not doubt that he represented this 
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pedigree to be the correot one for this connection. 

!/e turn now to The Visitations of the County of Devon , by the late 
Lt, Col. J. L. Vivian, wherein at page 859 there is a pedigree of 
the Cory family of Cory. Here we find very certainly that John 
Corrie of Corrie, born about 1575, married Pasco, daughter of Ro¬ 
ger Fortescue of Buckland ffilie. Their children are reported as 
having been 

1. Andrew of West Pulford who married Thomasine 
and had issue. 

2. John, son and heir, aged 1 in 1620 and therefore born 
in 1619. He married Prudence, maiden name not found. 

Lt. Col. Vivian then proceeds to indicate that John Corrie, son 
of John and Pasco (Fortescue) Corrie and his wife Prudence had 
~ following children: 

5. Thomas, buried 10 April, I 696 at West Pulford. 

4. Hugh, baptised in 1670, buried 4 March, 1670, at West 

Pulford. 

5. John, buried 11 October, 1742 at West Pulford, married 1 , 
Joan, maiden name not found, who was buried in May, I 697 
at West Pulford; he married 2 , Margaret Start, 6 April, 
1699. The second wife wa 3 buried 5 June, 1746 at West 
Pulford. 

6 . Margaret, baptised 4 March, 1674/5, buried 26 May, 1678 
at West Pulford* 

It will be observed that these two accounts of the descendants of 
John and Pasco (Fortescue) Corrie are incompatible. It is to be 
noted that the children of the son John, who is said to have mar- 
ried Prudence, are born at a time when the father was in his late 
fifties, ©bviously, Lt. Col. Vivian is wrong in his construction 
of the line, but at tY e same time it lends no support to the truth 
of the pedigree vcuchoafed by Dr. Anjou. 

It is now n^ceoaary to draw attention to a number r rriiappy cir¬ 
cumstances which have attended two other pedig- ca eputodly -.com¬ 
piled by Dr. Gustav Anjou. One is the alleged Jr ;lJ.sh ancestry of 
John Ogden of Elizabethtown, New Jersey, as it e p.ars in The Qg- 
den fa mily in America , Elizabethtown branch , compixed by "William 
Ogden Wheeler, Therein are alleged English connections of John 

Ogden who reside at a place in Wiltshire antecedent to the emi¬ 

gration, a place which appears in no gazeteer, ’’•’ .ich- is known to 
no English genealogist, howeve expert, and of wbicn nothing has 
been evidently reported in ary available index. It it the consid¬ 
ered opinion of a number of American genealogists who have dis— 
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cussed the alleged ancestry of thia John Ogden that if there are 
any proofs to support Dr, Anjou 1 b pedigree* they are peculiarly 
unique to his experience, We do not know Dr. Anjou*s rceidenfco 

if he is still living* but he should know that both of these pedi¬ 
grees (for John Corey and John Ogden respectively) are considered 
to be discredited for lack of competent evidence by the prosant 
writer, and he is challenged to prove their veracity, fe add here 
the information given to us by our good friend John I, Ooddington, 
who states that the Sngli3h ancestry reported in the Freeman Gen¬ 
ealogy by Gustav Anjou, T. F. Chambers and Daniel Freeman “has 
been unqualifiedly disproved and discredited. The families of Og¬ 
den and Freeman are not, so far as we know, related to the present 
writer, but it is considered indispensable to point out to the in¬ 
experienced researcher the state of affairs which exists with re¬ 
ference to Dr^ Anjou's genealogical excursions into the realm of 
all^gea English connections of American immigrants. 

On the other hand it is to be repeated that Lt. Col. Vivian's pedi¬ 
gree needs further investigation to amplify it and correct it. It 
is quite possible that John Corey may have come from Devonshire,al¬ 
though we do not believe that he was a son of John and Pasco. 

Mr. Charles Henry Cory junior* in his Lineal Ancestors of Captain 
James Cory and of HiB Descendants , has stated that it is not pos- 
sible to claim that John Corey or Cory of the present connection 
was a son of Sir Thomas Cory. Research in English records per¬ 
formed at Mr. Cory's beheBt has disclosed the absolute invalidity 
of the claim of this connection. At this point we quote part 3 of 
the extensive biography of this John Corey or Cory as written by 
Mr. Cor;/: 

Upon John's departure for the new world his good* devout mo¬ 
ther gave him a Bible for his guidance in life. The "Grate 
Bookc*" as it was called* was printed in England (160*>-I6l6) 
in the old type and quaint spelling of that period. It con¬ 
tains five hundred pages of heavy English parchment, e : ght 
by twelve inches, being held firmly by strong calf-skin ind- 
ingc It is now time 'yellowed, having been handed do> r from 
father to son as a priceless family heirloom for tee .ra¬ 
tions, It was discovered by being mentioned in an old docu¬ 
ment of a later generation by James Enos Cory, and located 
by him in the family of William Smith Cory, near Darlington, 
Penna., after a ten-year sbarch involving no small i-.-or and 
expense. 
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On reaching the new settlement (John Corey) took up his a- 
bode in a dwelling place on, approximately, the land now 
(1952) owned by Sinclair Smith, on the south side of Main 
Street, with William Salmon by his side on the east. (This 
was in Bouthold). How he came to secure the place for his 
home lot (is not known)....though it is known, by a deed to 
James Haynes in 1654, that he did own it. He staid on the 
place doing his weaving work until Salmon’s marriage to the 
widow of Matthew Sinderland. 

In the absence of positive knowledge, Salmon's wedlock, it 
is thought, took place about the year 1642, when he took 
possession of Sinderland's large estate of four hundred 
acres at Hashamomack. Missing Salmon for his neighbor, John 
left*.about 1645 for Southampton where there were some peo¬ 
ple he had known before leaving Massachusetts.* John Mul- 
fcrd and his brother William were there in May of 1645- 

John Cory also was there, as he is first mentioned as a 
whale commissioner for his district, in the "Town of South¬ 
ampton Records," of March 7* 1644. 

The next day after receiving his commission,John Cory was 
given a grant of two acres of land "on the playne", next to 
the lot of John Mulford's brother William. He evidently was 
acceptable to the majority of the inhabitants when he made 
known his desire to settle in the town. The grant wss made 
conditional upon his staying on and improving (the land)for 
a term of years, but ha did not choose to remain there 

long. The last mention of him as a resident of the town is 
on October 22, 1644, when the town granted a new comer "two 
acres of naw ground vpon the playne layd out for him, next 
vnto John Cory hi6 lott." .... 

About 1645 John...'. iaf ; Southampton and returned to South- 
old. (,/illiam Salmon on his return) gave him, "for (being) 
his neighbor," a home lot and lands in Hrshememook for two 
cows and twelve goats. While living (in Soutnold).V, John 
and his wife Ann were asked, on the eighth of October, 1649, 
to witness a deed drawn up by William Seim on... In the deed, 

Salmon conveyed part of his land-three-fourths of Raeh- 

amomack-to Edward Treadwell and two others, stating thrt 

the fence between himself and them "is to begin at the dwel¬ 
ling house of John Corey," the neck of the bay being re- 


*This is the opinion of Mr. C. H. Cory, junior. 
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retained to himself. In this house John lived until the death 
of his friend and benefactor, which occurred in the spring of 
165?, and than he moved to another place in the neighborhood. 
.... Three years before hia friend's death, John sold a major 
part of his Southold home lot, as appears in the entry of Feb¬ 
ruary 2 6 , 1660 (in the Town Records).... 

By will, Salmon loft his property to his wife Sarah, daugh¬ 
ter of Barnabas Horton, whom he married within two years af¬ 
ter the passing on of his first wife. In the neighborhood was 
living a young man of twenty-seven, a glassworker, by the 
name of John Conkling, junior, who (had come) from Salem, 
Mass., and to whose father (John Conkling, senior) Salmon had 
given the "Solitudes of Hashamomaek," to use during hia life¬ 
time. Soon after Salman's death, young (John) Conkling be¬ 
came the second husband.of the widow of Salmon (this is Sarah 
daughter of Barnabas Horton) and then he claimed that John 
(Corey) (had) forfeited his old hcroe by reason of moving out. 

• • • • 

A 0 it happened, (William) Salmon (had neither given) John 
Corey)a deed to his home lot nor made him a bequest of it in 
hia will. This gave young (John) Conkling a pretext to base 
his contention upon the point that the property was meant for 
John (Corey’s) use only as long as he lived on it, but as he 
had chosen to move out and live in another place, he for¬ 
feited it, and (the presumption was that) it should revert to 
the Salmon estate. (John Corey disagreed, and) Conkling bra^jbt 
suit to dispossess him. 

In the suit depositions were taken by two magistrates who 
were invested with power to hear and determine civil cases in 
a local court ~-hich had limiteJ jurisdiction. As no decision 
was reached in the case, Ocnxling brought an action, on April 
I, . 1 659' for a new trial before one of the magiot rab ee. There 
iB no result of this trial discovered in the Tovm roon jjbut 
in May of 1660, John (Corey) appeared before a "Court of uag- 
istrates," held in New Haven.. Conn=, end made a conditional 
transfer of the property to (John) Conkling and (to) the wi¬ 
dow^ son John Salmon.... The transfer was made in Southold, 
in October of 1660, in compliance with an sgreemmt arranged 
by the New Haven court, as entered in the Southold Town Re¬ 
cords.... 

....(soon after 9th of March, 1659) an edict from New Ha^en 
appeared in the town to require all the inhabitants to take 
the oath of allegiance. John was one of those who refused to 
take it, .... This, however, did not exempt him, for he waB 
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summoned to stand trial in court, at New Haven, in May of 
1659* with six others from his town. .... John, however, 
changed his mind the following May of 1660, on the plausible 
persuasion of William Wells, a professional attorney who was 
the town recorder, who then certified to the jurisdiction of 
the New Haven court, that "John Corey, (and others) .... had 
taken the oath of fidelity." 

Bhen Southoid became attached to the colony of Connecticut 
in 1662, "Goodman Corey," as he was sometimes called, woe 
among "severall of the inhabitants of Southold" .... made 
Freeman of Connecticut," by a committee of four, chosen by 
"the Generali Assembly, or Court of Election, held at Hart¬ 
ford," on the ninth of October, "to goe downe to N Haven to 
treat with ye Gent and others of or (our) lo(ving) friends 
there, according to such instructions as shal (be) directed 
to ya said Committee, by this Courte." 

Because of the unpleasant (situation existing between John 
Coakling junior a n d himself) John (Corey) could not bear to 
remain long in Hashamomack,* so he bought of Geoffrey Jones, 
a ship-carpenter, on September 5, 1664, for eleven pounds 
and ten shillings, "All that his late dwelling, situate(d) 
by a Kreek (side) in the eastward end of Southold, and the 
foure acres of Land, in which the same standath, and a pai— 
oell of meadow there, adjoyning to the upland, and six pole 
of upland to the southeast thereof, formerly given to Lieu¬ 
tenant Charles Glover by the Town; seven acres of wood lend, 
adjoyning to the North Side,-—*—four acres more of woodland 
in Toms Creek Neck." .... The new place that John purchased 
fronted on the shipyard creek, and was on the highway that 

ran thrash & hollow to the creek- 1 -now closed-and led 

to the old shipyard on Hallock J s Neck. 

....On John's old premises, opposite the Arshamcmoque road, 
there lived his grandson by his sen Isaac, David Gory, who 
was sheriff of Suffolk county between 1750 ond 1755, and was 
one of the leading men in his time. On the death of Isaac in 
1702, David became the possessor of nearly all the large 
landed estate, accumulated by his father cm' nis grandfather, 
but he felt it a duty, and perhaps a pleasure, to ignore the 
law of inheritance by bestowing a part of his lands upon 
hia brother Jonathan and other kindred, and keeping only the 
larger part, Hia home farm embraced, in 1864, the farm of 


*This is the opinion of Mr. C-, H< Cory, junior. 
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Daniel Thomas, and also the farm of Thomas Cassidy, and that 
of Charles Reeve. On the first mentioned farm# he buit what 

was known as the "Old Cory House," which stood on the north 

side of the road, about three miles northeast of Southold, 
near the Sound, (it was burned by a fire in 1925). 

Mr. C. H. Cory junior also refers in this connection to an unpub¬ 

lished MSS entitled "Coryology" _ compiled by J. E. Cory* 

We turn now to another version of the relationships existing bet- 
*oen John Corey, William Salmon and John Conkling junior. Mr. Conk¬ 
lin Mann has published a very excellent study of the Conklin—Conk¬ 
ling family in The Jtaerican Genealogist , at volume XXI, p. 246 of 
which is recited another point of view. We quote: 

Matthew Sinderland, mariner, of Boston and Rhode Island, ob¬ 
tained on 18 June 1659 certain tracts of land at Hashamomack 
and Oyster Bay from James Farret, merchant, of Boston, agent 
for the Earl of Sterling who had title to vast acreage on 
Long Island. No Sinderland deed to Hashamomack, which is the 
neck of land that joins Southold on the northeast, has ever 
been produced,.... Sinderland married Katharine, probably sis¬ 
ter of Thomas OurtiB of Wethersfield, Conn,, and settled at 
Hashamomack about 1640, perhaps the first settler of South- 
old* He died soon thereafter without issue/ leaving his pro¬ 
perty to his widow Katherine who by 1645 married second, Wil¬ 
liam Salmon, blacksmith, who moved onto her Hashamomack lands. 
.... i%tharine (Curtis, Sinderland) Salmon died about 1650 erd 
William Salmon married second, Sarah, daughter of Barnabas 
Horton of Southold ....Salmon died intestate before 15 May 

1657, " 3 o that all his ri$it, title and interest in all the 

aforesaid premeoes fell to the 3aid Sarah his wife and the 
issue he had by both (wives)." On 2 Dec, 1657, John Concklyne, 
Jr», married Sarah (Norton) Salmon and thereby became "pos¬ 
sessed of all the aforesaid premises, 11 as well as receiving 
under his care six step—children, of whom the four eldest er-rc 
at^-p "Children of his wife ac well, Concklyne immediate../ set 
out to oust squatters and to consolidate the title of his 
wife and the six children to the various lands which belonged 
to the Sinderland—Salmon estates. Since no deed to Hashamo¬ 
mack could be found, he obtained on 15 Jan. I 660 / 6 I an Indian 
deed to the property signed by Lion Gardiner, guardian for 
the Indian sachem whose people occupied the land,... 

William Salmon’s estate was inventoried 15 May 1657, a net of 
£188: l4s 10. .... Immediately following his marriage, OoncK- 
lyno started action to obtain control of the Hashamomack trick 
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yards, established by Salmon but now in other hands. He fin¬ 
ally won this suit sometime after June 1677* He had also be¬ 
come involved in a suit for trespass against cantankerous 
John Oorey of Hash amomack, 

Concklyne entered action in the New Haven Court on 28 May 
1660 for 10 pounds damages, alleging that '’the defendant 
kept deivers swine in about the comons of Haahaicomack (Hash- 
amomack at that time carried on its own affairs independent 
of Southold) lands, where he had no right so to doe, where¬ 
by hia now wife in her widdowhood had sustained great lease 
in her crop of wheat and pease." The verdict cost Corey 
£4; 10; 00, Concklyne then entered action for slander a- 
gainst Corey for 50 pounds damages and declared that "the 
defendt on a training day, before a great part of the trainc 
band, did endeavor by his words to take away hie repute and 
esteem amongst his neighbors and lay him below the heathen 
and to that end spoke words to this effect or the same words 
following, vizt: that John Conokling was a neighbor not 
fitt for an Indian to live by and when the plaint and dc- 
fendt were both sicke, and the plaintiefe was not able to 
craulc out of his house, yot then ha killad one of the dc- 
fendtB hoggs, and divers other words at other times of a 
slanderous nature." 

Several depositions in support of Concklyne 1 s charges are 
in the records and the affidavit of Sarah Pearce, aged 39, 
signed 12 Mar. 1659 > brings another angle into the case; 
"This deponent saith there being some difference between 
Goodman Corey and her husband, this deponent saith that 
Goodman Corey tould her that she had taken up a false re- 
T^r* John Cohckelyne that was (who had) crept into an¬ 

other mans inheritance, 11 Corey was found guilty, fined and 
apologized to Concklyne, Nevertheless his comment indicates 
that the gossips were busy over Concklyne’s marriage to the 
rich young widow. Immediately after the trial, "John Corey 
(out of his affection to William Salmons cniidren as he sd 
for the kindeneaae he had received from their father) did 

now tender to part with a piece of land web was his by 

gaift. of William Salmon for wch he will accept of carne,cai- 
te-’.l and wampon (at due value) for pay.,,, if John Ooncklin 
accept and William Salmons sonne may enjoy 5,t." Corey, on 

11 Oct. 1660, gave Concklyne two deeds to Hashamrmnck land 

"to hold until John Salmon reaches 21 ." 

It is desired to draw attention oo the language of the conveyance 
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given immediately above, and wherein John Corey gave land to 
children of William Salmon because of the kindneaaes he had 
ceived from their father. It could not be presumed, we think, 
any .relationship existed between John Corey and William Salmon 
this account] indeed it would appear that had any relationship 
isted, Corey would have most certainly mentioned it. In this 
nection we draw the reader's attention to Southold Town, a brochure 
issued by the town in 1958 under the direction of IfrTs. Wentworth 
Horton, Supervisor of the town. The brochure, originally designed 
to illustrate the advantages of Southold from a number of points 
of view, is tastefully compiled. We understand that the historical 
part of the brochure was compiled by Mr. Woyland Jefferson, Town 

Historian, who at page 9 *nd those following gives information con¬ 
cerning the founders of the town. 


On page 26 of the brochure we read: 

J'OHN CORBY 

Frcm the Barbados to Southold with William Salmon and 
company in 1656/7. Married Ann Salmon, sister of Wil¬ 
liam Salmon, 2nd proprietor of Hashamommock. 

And on page $1: 


WILLIAM SALMON" 

Bon of Christopher Salmon of St. Botolph'a Parish, Lon¬ 
don. Came to Hashammommock in I656/7 and there married Kath¬ 
erine Ourtis, widow of Matthew Binderland.... 

From which it will be understood that John Corey of the present con¬ 
nection married Arm Salmon, dau^iter of one Christopher Salmon of 
St. Botolph's Parish, London, and sister of William Salmon of South- 
old. John Corey would be unci.?- ’ y-r.arriagc to tha children of Wil¬ 
liam Salmon, therefore; a relationship which, as we hove seen- -i* 
not apparent from records in Southold, 

Mr. Jefferson, in stating that William Salmon came fromth? Barbados 
^see . reference to page 26 of Southold Town , supra ) does not a- 
gree with the tenor of a document given at page gT(ap<, cit,, > in 
which it would appear that William Salmon had come from the Sommer 
Islands (Bermuda)*

As if this mixed geographical derivation were not enough, it is 
stated in the brochure (page 9): 

In the Spring of 1656/7* a group of men sailed from the Is¬ 
land of Antigua, bound for the Chowan country in North Caro¬ 
lina. As one of their number explained twenty years later, 
in the following deposition (we have just cited it), the 
original of which is now in the possession of Lester D.Mapea, 

they were in search of "sperrits resin"-the turpentine of

Apart from the associations supposed to be described in the fore¬ 
going, there is an inconsistency of dates* The late Rev. Bpher 
Whitaker of Southold, withal as honest and painstaking a historian 
atf day No’A York town has ever had, is quoted in v/hitaker’s South- 
old (edited by the Rev. Charles B. Craven, D e D r , 1951) as fal¬ 
lows (page 55): 

On the 18th of June, 1659* Matthew Sunderland leased of 

James Farrett (agent for Lord Stirling, to whom King Charles 
I had granted all of Long Island) lands which were in the 
Town of Southold. ... After Sunderland^ his ?/'dow re¬ 
tained possession of his improvements, and m she hav¬ 

ing previously married William Salmon, her second husband 
and her children took the personal property ana clairajj the 
land under lease from Farrett. 
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Southed ° barle8 0; Moor a in his Indexes of the inhabitants of 
outhold at page 55 had the following record of tfilliam Salmon;

It is with hesitation and much regret that the record of this 
family is put forth in the form that it is, *„., as a thing af 
so much conjecture and doubt hardly deserves the name of gen" 
ealogy. The peculiar circumstances attending it, and the lack 
of opportunity to put it into better shape, are the only ex¬ 
cuses. , .. That Thomas Cornish of Newtown (on Long Island),New 
York, was identical with Thomas Cornish of Gloucester, Mass., 
is not certain, but it is believed to be the fact, and we 
have so assumed it in this record, as it seems somewhat im¬ 
probable that two men of the same name, with children whose 
names correspond so closely, were in these colonies at " that 
time in their history.... Taking all of these things into con¬ 
sideration, together with the fact that Thomas Cornish of Glou¬ 
cester disappears from there at almost the same time that Tho¬ 
mas Cornish of Newtown appears at Newtown, the presumption 
of their identity seems vary strong.... 

Our authority for (certain records quoted by this author) is 
Mr. James Riker, Jr. who published the rt Annals of Newtown” in 
1852. In it he says: 

The Cornish family, formerly of considerable repute in 
this town, ware descended from a respectable settler, 
Thomas Cornish# who was by occupation a maker of pipe 
staves, or cooper, and died in 1662. He left sons John, 
James, Thomas and Benjamin. From tho latter, who died in 
1756, aged 84, leaving sons Thomas and Benjamin, most of 
the name since resident in this town arc presumed to 
have descended.... 

From the Town Minutes of Newtown , recently published, it is evi¬ 
dent that Francis Swaino and his wife were close neighbors 

end-frienda of Thomas Cornish; it is also evident that the Levcr- 
ich family was of some connection, for Caleb Levorich was guardian 
to Thomas Cornish junior, tfe think that Mr, Joseph E« Cornier would 
have been more convinced of the identity of Thomas Cornish of Exe¬ 
ter with the one of that name in Newtown, New York, had no known 
that the Swaine and Laverich families were also of Exeter,N'-- Hamp¬ 
shire, prior to coming to Long Ioland. In the Gcnealogjc .1 Dict¬ 
ionary of Maine and New Hampshire by Noyes, Libby and Davio, are 
the following;

The first notice we have of him (i. e. .hornas Cornish) is 
when Rev. John Moore, having returned to Middleburg (New 
town) from an absence to resume his official duties, ha was 
among the inhabitants of the town in effecting an agreement 
with the minister concerning his clerical services, which 
gave him a title to the "townhouae," under the hands of the 
clerk and one of the magistrates. Uiis was done "in a pub- 
lique meeting , 11 but the measure was opposed by a number of 
individuals who perhaps belonged to the Freabyterian party. 
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They held that the building was town property* and at its er¬ 
ection* it was intended to be kept for the use of the minis¬ 
try successively* A remonstrance was, therefore* prepared and 
sent to Director General Stuyveaant* residing at New Amsterdam. 
It was written by John Burroughs, and is dated January 22*1657 
.... Of the seven remonstrants appear the signatures of Thomas 
Cornish.... 

It will be seen that the evidences available to us at the present 
time permit it to be more con lu^iv’ly stated that the construction 
of the Cornish genealogy as given herein is without doubt correct.

The record of the marriage of Isaac Young to Rebecca Cromwell has 
been published in The Mew York Genealogical and Biographical Record , 
vol. 69, page 291 (The FirBt Presbyterian Church Records of Fish- 
kill, Mew York). 

The late Mrs. William H. Weed of North Babylon, New York (parthenia 
Weeks, daughter of Woodhull Weeks and Clarissa Young) informed the 
writer in 1921 that Oliver Young, her great-grandfather,? married 
a Sarah Ann "Mclnnie". She also stated that Oliver Young and Charles 
Weeks of North Babylon, New York (the one eonmonly called "Pond 
Charles'* and Mrs. Weed's paternal grandfather) were cousins, but 
in what degree was not known. Mrs. Weed complemented the . foregoing 
with the statement that the mother of Sarah Ann "Mclnnis" was 

named Cromwell, and that Oliver Young named some of his children 
after an Oliver Crcmwcll who was a wealthy merchant "of Smithtown" 
New York. This Oliver Cromwell was remembered in the family because 
he had been of financial assistance in soma way to the Young family. 
Mrs. Weed, who was 76 years of age in 1921, wao a vary dovout lit¬ 
tle woman of clear nind and earnest sincerity, and she reported to 
the writer (then 17) what she believed to be correct. It should be 
added that the great-grandmother in question, Sarah Ann Young, 

(the one believed to have been a "Mclnnia ")disd aged hoarly 100 
when Mrs. Weed was thirty years of age,This set of traditions, with 
some amplification from other sources, was accepted by the present 
writer.in his youthful inexperience and enthusiasm as completely 
faotual, and was recorded by him in 1922 in The Ancestry and Kind¬ 
red of Herber t Franc is Smith , a typescript MS two copies of which 
were given to libraries in Hew York. 

After having gotten the foregoing out, the writer subsequently had 
a discussion with the late Mrs, William Jarvis Smith of Babylon, 
New York, who, although not related to this Young family, had been 
told in her younger days that the father of Oliver Young was named 
Isaac Young; and that a Ruth Davis was, as she had heard it, hia 
wife. The reason vouchsafed by Mrs. Smith for having been ~.vore 
of this connection was that there was considerable discussion of 
the relationships of Sarah Ann, the widow of Oliver Your.g, wh>n Mrs. 
Young died in 1875 aged within a few months of one hundred years. 
The funeral was a local event (see DAVIS). The relationships in 
the present instance, however, were negative; Mre. Smith's grand¬ 
father (see YOUNGS) was Israel Youngs of Gold Spring and West Io- 
lip. New York, and in answer to the inevitable questions which she 
had heard raised as to any relationship between Oliver Young and 
■'-iTua! Youngs, the answer was in the negative, which was correct. 
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In 1925 the writer visited Mrs. Henry Hyson of Bayshorc, Ne?< York, who 
was a sister of hie great-grandfdiher Augustus C Wicks, and who was a 
daughter of Prior Wicks by hie wife Rebecca Cromwell Young, a daughter 
of Oliver and Sarah Ann Young. Mrs. Hyson had recently returned to Long 
Island from residence elsewhere, and fortunately had family information 
which assisted in tho further study of these connections. She verified 
that the name of her mother was Rebecca Cromwell Young (the name on the 
gravestone at Anityville, Hew York, records the name as Rebecca C. 

iYicka; see HICKSS-WICKS) and that she was named after a grandmother on 

her maternal grandfather’s aide--i. c. a Rebecca Cromwell who was the 

mother of Oliver Young. 

Investigation in. church registers disclosed subsequently that Oliver 
Young* traditionally son of Isaac and Rebecca (Cromwell) Young, had mar¬ 
ried Garah Ann Davis in the First Presbyterian church in Gmithtown, New 
York* 21 January, 17S*>« Mrs. Weed's testimony that her name was "Me- 
Iraiis" (or Inncs) was therefore proved to be incorrect. However, the 
statement that there was a grandmother by the name of Cromwell was con¬ 
firmed, as we have Seen, by the marriage record found at Fishkill, as 
well as the testimony offered by Mrs. Hyson; except that the grandmoth¬ 
er in queation was the mother of Oliver Young, not his mother-in-law. 

The statement of Mrs. 11/iIlian J. Smith that Isaac Young was the father 


of Oliver Young is thus reinforced, and it -remains now to resolve the 
difficulty arising from her testimony that Isaac Young married to a 
Ruth Davis. It wqb believed by the writer that Ruth Davis was in fact 
an ancestor; arkl as Sarah Ann Davis had married Oliver Young, it was 


indicated that Ruth Davis may have been ha r mother. Later investigation 
disclosed that Sarah Ann Davis waB the daughter of David and Ruth (Gild- 
arsleeve) Davis of Wastbury and North Babylon, New York (sac DAVIS) ;and 
therefore this medley of aiaidentifications was clarified, showing that 
as so often happens* the names of ancestors had been remembered, but 
their associations had become confused. 

But what of Oliver Cromwell, merchant, of "Gmithtown"? And, how to ex¬ 
plain tho supposed "Mclnnio" connection given in good faith by Mrs. 
Weed? Furthermore, how to explain the relationship claimed to exist 
between Oliver Young and Charles Weeks, both ancestors of the writer? 

Since Rebecca Cromwell married Isaac Young at Fishkill, an investiga¬ 
tion of Fishkill records was made and it was discovered that several 
members of a Cromwell family were residents of that place during the 
period in question# This Cromwell family of Fishkill was descended of 

Benjamin and Phocbo (Oorpcntor) Cromwell of Jamaica* New York; two 

known sons of the latter, Benjamin and Joseph Cromwjll, removed to Fish- 
kill about 1759/60; and Morris Cromwell, their contemporary, io consid¬ 
ered to have been a posthumous twin of Joseph Cromwell, and therefore 
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also a son of Benjanin and Phoebe (Carpenter) Oronwall. 

Vary intensive research haB been conducted by the writer into the 
connections of these three nen. As will bo evident fron a further 
exaaination of tha recordB* there ia every reason to believe that 
Rebecca (Oronwall) Young was a daughter of Benjanin and Sarah (San" 
nio) Oronwell* This Benjamin Oronwell narried Sarah Samis in the 
First Presbyterian church in Huntington* New York* 11 May, 174 &«Wg 
have been very fortunate in securing fron Mrs, Robert W. Snith of 
Rochester, New York* a list of the children of Benjanin and Sarah 
(Sannio) Oraowell. Anong than was a son Oliver (cf) born 11 Februr 
ary* 1757» died 11 October, 1800, who was a veiy wall—tcr-do ncrch- 
ant of New York city. This is of course, not Snithtown* aa cited 
by the tradition; in fact, there was no Oliver Oronwall who re¬ 
sided in Snithtown at any tine that we can discover, although the 
nerchant of New York city nay have had an agent there. And, as Ol¬ 
iver Young wa3 narried to Sarah Ann Davis in the First Presbyter¬ 
ian church at Snithtown, the latter nay have sojourned in that vi¬ 
cinity for a brief period, and the putative uncle Oliver Oronwell 
nay have visited then there. The nain point*ib, however, that this 
is the only Oliver Oronwell so found; he ia properly a contanpor- 
ary (brother, prcsunably* of Rabeace Oronwall) of Ioaac Young; 
and as thiB otherwise satisfies the fanily record, it seens safe 
to identify this Oliver CroDwell as the uncle (and benefactor) of 
Oliver Young. 

We cone next to the problen of the relationship which, it is al¬ 
leged, existed between Oliver Young and Charles Weeks. The nater- 
nal grandmother of Charles weeks waB Phoebe Sannia* wife of Rob¬ 
ert. Kellun. According to our present identification* Rebecca Cron- 
well was the daughter of Benjamin Oronwell and Sarah Sannio., While 
the paternity of Phoebe and Sarah Sannio ia not proved (and in the 
case of Sarah Sannis it io unlikely that it will ever be)* if it 
ie postulated that they were sisters or first cousins (and a stu¬ 
dy of the Sannio family I.-.o.da to that conclusion) this would satis¬ 
fy the statement mode by Mrs. Weed. We illustrate with the +v.v ped¬ 
igrees in question:

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Except in the Sammis family, none of the antecedents of the grand¬ 
parents of Oliver Young and Gharles Weeks has any connection (and 
the connections are fairly well known) which would support any 
statement that Oliver Young and Charles Weeks ware related. It 

must be stressed also that while Mrs. Weed was incorrect as --to 

the detail of the relationships, investigations during the last 
twenty years and more have demonstrated that she had the funda¬ 
mental clues to the truth in her possession, even if they were 
badly warped in their transference from generation to generation. 

It is found, also, that the Innes family of Jamaica, New York, 
was closely associated with this Cromwell family. We are much en¬ 
couraged by finding deeds which show ua how the name of Innas 
may have been handed down, albeit incorrectly. In Book D of Deeds 
at Jamaica, New York (Town Clerk’s Office) there is recorded an 
indenture at page 108 dated 15 October, 1755, wherein John Innes 
of Jamaica received land from Elias Bayless bounded by that late¬ 
ly the property of Benjamin Cromwell. Cn the next page appears 

an indenture dated 4 July, 17^5, when John Porlandt of Jamaica 

conveyed to John Innes of Jamaica, a practitioner of phyeic.Like¬ 
wise on 50 November, 1742 Uriah Ryder and Elizabeth, his wife, 
of Jamaica, deeded land to John Innes. From this it is to be ob¬ 
served that John Innes was a holder of considerable land in Ja¬ 
maica; and that he also held land adjacent to that of Benjamin 
Cromwell (No, 468). 

In Book D of Deeds (foregoing) at page 111 is another instrument, 
dated 4 November, 1742 between Uriah Ryder of Jamaica in Queans 
county and Elizabeth his wife, to John Innes of Jamaica, pract¬ 
itioner of physio and chirurgeon; and therein it is stated among 
other things that "hhareas Samuel Dean of Jamaica and Ruth his 
wife did by a dead bearing date March 5# 1726, for a valuable 

consideration paid by Benjamin Cromwell" sell to the latter lands 

in fee, one certain dwelling, etc., of which Benjamin Cromwell 
died seized; whereas Increase Carpenter, executor of the last 
will and testament of the aforesaid, sold this naid property to 
Uriah Ryder on May 1, 174l, the latter now sells A he same to John 
Innas. 

In 1751 John Innes was of Flushing. On page 125 of Liber D is a 
deed dated 9 April, 1751 between Stephen Dean of Jamaica and John 
Innes of Flushing, page 455 an indenture dated 29 March, 1751 
recites that John Innes of Flushing and Bone11a his wife convey 
to Thomas Foster of Hempstead for £1000, land '.n flushing includ- 
ing grist mills and bolting mills, etc.; the .itn.ee j a were Tho¬ 
mas Cornell, Jacob Ogden and Benjamin Hindman. 
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John Innes died before JO Marche 1776, In an indenture dated JO 
Marchj 1776 j between James Innes and Peter Innes among others, to 
Samuel Sackett of New York, it ia recited that James Innos and Potr- 
er Innes were executors and administrators along with the Rev. Ab¬ 
raham Keteltas of the will of their father John Innes, deceased,and 
disposes of lands in Jamaica and in Newtown, New York. Thereafter 
this name disappears from Jamaica and the general vicinity of that 
place, to reappear significantly enough, in Fishkill and other lo¬ 
calities in the Hudson River valley. 

From the forogoing and other records it can be shown that John In¬ 
nea resided in and owned the home which was at one time the pro¬ 

perty of Benjamin Cromwell who married Phoebe Carpenter, During the 
period in question, Cromwell's son Benjamin was to reside in Hunt- 
ington. New York for a sufficient length of timo to woo and marry 
Sarah Sammis. Ihc names of the children have not been completely 
ascertained that arc to be ascribed to John Innos, However, there 
may very well have been a cross-relationship, now lost to record} 
and that the two familios knew each other well con scarcely be 

doubted. 

We have shown, than that in all of the foregoing, the association 
of available evidences with the family traditions, correctly inter¬ 
preted, lead ■strongly to the conclusion that Rebecca Cromwell was 

the daughter of Benjamin and Sarah (Sammis) Cromwell. Against this 

conclusion, it must be stated, there are apparently two considera¬ 
tions which could be construed negatively. 

On 17 September, 194j Mrs. Robert W. Smith of Rochester informed 
the writer in a private communication that she had in her posses¬ 
sion family record of the children of Benjamin and Sarah (Sammis) 
Cromwell. This record, which is a family paper dated 14 September, 
I876. and written, as we understand, probably by William Cromwell, 
a descendant,Liste the children as 

1. Abigail, born 6 March, 1752. 

2. John, born 16 April, 1755. 

J. Oliver (Mrs. Smith's ancestor), born 11 February, 1157. 

4. Isaac, born J February, 1759• 

5. Benjamin, born 2 May, I76I. 

6. Sarah, born 2 May, I769. 

It is pointed out that this list (which is not a Bible record) was 
presumably written (from its date) some hundred and seven or more 
years after the births of these children, and was compiled evident¬ 
ly from some other source, not now known. It would be indeed unfort¬ 
unate for our case to find that Rebecca Cromwell had not been named 
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on this list, except for the foregoing circumstance* and except 
for the fact that (fully as important) Benjamin and Sarah had been 
married for almost exactly three years and ten months before their 
daughter Abigail Cromwell was born. Subsequent intervals between 
births of the children to the birth of Benjamin, were much closer. 
There is, therefore, more than ample time for Rebecca to have been 
bom as the eldeBt child. 

The next circumstance which may be advanced against the present 
connection is that Rebecca Cromwell was not more than thirteen 
at the time of her marriage, if it took place in 17^2. Thio is, ad¬ 
mittedly a very young age; but nevertheless we have seen a number 
of recorded marriages in the past where the maiden was no older. 
Several marriages at the ages of 14 end 15 occurred among the des¬ 
cendants of Rebecca Cromwell. We do not consider the premise that 
Rebecca Cromwoll must have married at thirteen to be improbable. 

And lastly, what would bring Isaac Young from Fishkill to North 
Babylon, Now York, in those days a very great distance, and ao far 
from his own German family? Why did he go to an obscure hamlet on 
the south shore of Long Island, of which previously he must have 
known almost nothing? There is ona certain explanation, and anoth¬ 
er (complementary) one. There is not much doubt that Isaac Young 
removed to Long Island to escape his colonially-minded neighbors, 
as he was probably a loyalist; it will be remembered that for a 
long period of time Long Island was in British hands. His presump¬ 
tive father-in-law was a well-known loyalist. The second reason, 

-why he removed to the town of Huntington--is that he may 

have received encouragement from the Sammis relatives of his wife. 
See also YCUNG-JUNG. 

It should be stated that the writer has checked carefully every 
known connection of the several Gromvvoll families of New England, 
New York, New uorscy and Maryland, and has come unreservedly to 
the conclusion that there i3 reasonably only one connection which 
satisfactorily explains the traditions and the facts in the prem 
ises.

The foregoing is taken very considerably from Surly Generations of 
th£ Founders of Old ^unstable , Massachusetts , by Szra ' S col lay 
Stearns, A. M*, 1911.In The Genealogies and gat atea of Charlestown, 
Massachusetts , by Thomas Bellows flyman, vol. I, pp. 2^8+ it is 
stated in error that Benjamin Cromwell went to Woodbridge, Connect¬ 
icut, a township adjacent to New Haven on the northwest. However, 
paraphrasing Mr. Stearns 1 text on page 16, we agree thoroughly that 
there are many conflicting statements* and much has been written 
about the early immigrant Cromwells which iB not supported by the 
records of the time. It has been etated that John Cromwell sought 
buried treasure; the truth seems more to be that he found his fort¬ 
une as a trapper of fur-bearing animals. He was a brave and advent¬ 
urous mar a,w evidently possessed of business acumen. 

The ancestry of John Cromwell has not been found, and in none of 
his associations does there seem to be any immediate clue as to his 
antecedents. One vague indication, alight at beat, is to be found 
in the relationships of his son Benjamin, The latter married Sarah 
Rolfe who had descended of a Newbury, Massachusetts, family, and 
who was daughter of John Rolfe by his wife Mary Boullard. " Another 
indication, somewhat more strong in character, is to be found in

that another John Cromwell, who had been an early settler of New¬ 
bury, removed also to Woodbridge, New Jersey. In The Probate Re¬ 
cord s of Essex County , Massachusetts , vol. I, at p. 35 appears a 
reference to the will of a Thomas Cromwell of Newbury, wherein it 
is stated that 

The will of IhomaB Cromwell brought in 29/l/l6h6 to be 
proved. Gyles Cromwell objected to itj Court ordered Mr.John 
Lowell and Mr Edward Woodman to take an inventory of the E~ 
state. The Court held 5/5/l6b~l, addre ssed Mr 0 Woodman, say¬ 
ing that the Ipswich Court ordered Mr, John Louie (Lowell) 
and himHelf to take into custody the goods of Ihomaa Cronr 
lone (sic) of Newbury, deceased, that were in the hands of 
Samuel Scullard, deceased. Not having done so, they are or¬ 
dered to answer next Court.... 

The foregoing Samuel Scullard was evidently the grandfather of Ma¬ 
ry (Scullard) Rolfe, the mothe r~in- 1 aw of Benjamin Cromwell of 
Woodbridge. However, the John Cromwell of the present • connection 
does not seem to have resided at any time in Newbury, and it is 
not probable that he was son of either Giles or Thomas Cromwell 
(or Cromlone) whose will was thus objected to, 

A John Cromwell, contemporary with the present ancestor, is of 
record in Boston, Massachusetts when his daughter Rebecca by hiB 
wife of the same name was baptised 20 July, 1654. Another John 
Cromwell who appears at Newbury, Massachusetts, married 2 Novem¬ 
ber, 1662 to Joane Butler or Boteler, The known children of this 
John Cromwell of Newbury included John, born 4 April, 1664j and 
a daughter, given name not recorded, bom 30 December, 1666, It 
seems to be correct that this John Cromwell removed later to Wood- 
bridge, New Jersey, as (perhaps) son of an older John who was 
there ao early as 1668.* 

*This John Cromwell of Woodbridge has been the subject of more incompet¬ 
ent research than possibly any member of the Cromwell family who come 
to North America. While we are not descended of this John Cromwell, the 
inevitable confusion that has arisen betweon this man and our ancestor 
prompts us to outline in seme detail the connectiono of John of Newbury 
and Woodbridge. We start off with a quotation from the magnum opus of 
the late Orra Eugene Monnette, the Early Settlors of piaoataway Plantat¬ 
ions and Woodbridge, New Jersey , volume V, page 813: 

It is most easy, via Quart. Court Rocs., (Essex Ccun.y, Macs.) to 
establish the fatherhood, in Giles Cromwell,(also ^romlon, alias), 
of Newbury, Mass,, (Coffin, p„ 300).

In the seotion devoted to a discussion of the English Cromwell family 
there will be sot forth the circumstanoes which make it most emphatical¬ 
ly unlikoly that John Cromwell of Newbury, Massachusetts* Woodbridge, N. 
J.* and Westchester* New York, was descended of the uncle of the Pro¬ 
testor. John Cromwell sold commonage in Westchester* 11 November* 1679. 
He had died before I 696 , statements of Monnetto to the contrary not¬ 
withstanding* as in 1696 the widow Elizabeth Cromwell, then blind, ag¬ 
reed to live with her eldest dauehter Elizabeth* wife of Henry Gardner. 
It has been stated that ths children of Henry and Elizabeth (Cromwell) 
Gardner,were born between 1665 and 168a ( Boaton Bttsning Transcript for 
25 March* 1952* Query 5557* N.C.P.); if bo* Elizabeth Cromwell must 
have been.born about 1647. If this ie so* the John Cromwell who married 
Rebecca is still another John Cronmell and may not be identified with 
the present connection* and this would seem to be true also of the John 
Cromwell who married Joan Butler. The widow Elizabeth may* however,hew e 
been a step-mother of Elizabeth (Cromwell) Gardner* as otherwise there 
is an extraordinary --nunber of John Cromwells living in the same vicini¬ 
ty.

position that he was alBo the father of William Cromwell is incorrect;

not, from any record we have seen, related to the present first John 
Cromwell. 

It is usually stated that Thomas Cromwell of Westchester was a son of 
the first John Cromwell. If he waB Thomas of tfoodbridge. New Jersey in 
1682, he was born about 1662. He would be, then, nearly a generation la¬ 
ter than hia supposed bister Elizabeth (Orcmwell) Gardiner. We suspect, 
therefore, that two John Cromwells, father and son, have been tele- 

cooped into 9 ns generation, and that Thomas was actually son of a John 
of the second generation who may have been born about 1640, This hypo¬ 
thesis permits us also to clarify seme of the conditions indicated in 
the foregoing pages.

Ralph7 de Cromwell, born in 1292 (or very nearly that date) is 
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atated to have married Joan de la Mare and to have had a son Ralph 
de Cromwell of the eighth generation. This Ralph 8 de Cromwell mar¬ 
ried Amice (mieoalled Anica) de Bellers, daughter and cohoir of 
Roger de Bailers; through this marriage the family accrued very 
considerable property, and from this point the family achieves con¬ 
siderable standing according to the standards of the day. The date 
of his death is not specifically reported, but it.took plaoe be¬ 
fore 2S October,. 1364. Their son Ralph° de Cromwell was the first 
Baron Cromwell. 

This Ralph^ de Cromwell, Baron Cromwell, was born about 1342 and 
died 27 August, 1395. He married before 20 June 1366 to Maud, sis¬ 
ter and heir of William Bernake and daughter of John Bernake (who 
was in turn son of Sir William Bernake by Alice, daughter and heir 
of Robert Briby and Joan, sister of Robert de Tateshale of Tatter- 
shall, and coheir to that family) of Tattershall aforesaid, by 
Joan, daughter and coheir of John Marmion, Lord Marmion. Maud 

(Bemake) Cromwell died 10 April, 1419. He acquired with his wife 
the estate of Tattershall, co, Lincoln, livery being granted to 
them 18 Mar oh, 1466/7 * it having been in the King's hanis owing to 
the death of Sir John do Kirketon. Ralph Baron Cromwell was sum¬ 
moned to parliament from 28 December, 1575 (49 Edward III) to 6 
November, 1397 (21 Richard II) by writs directed Radulfo de Cromb- 
well or Cromwell, whereby he is held to have become Lord Cromwell. 
In 1386/7 (10 Riohard It) ho was a Banneret, and retained to serve 
the king in the event of invasion. 

At this point it is indispensable to quote from Tattershall Castle, 
Lincolnshire, by George Nathaniel Curzon, Marquis Curzon of Kedlea- 
ton# K. G», and Henry Avray Tipping: 

It was the son of Ralph Cromwell (this last named is Ralph 8 ; 
and Amice de Bel lore who married the lady whose olaim to the 
Tattershall manor he established, and, through her, held Tat¬ 
tershall until 1398. Then he died, and left a son Ralph as se¬ 
cond lord, who, however, was nover in possession of the Tat— 
terahall 03tates; for his mother Maud outlived him and, as 
her will and codicil are among the Cromwell papers at Pens— 
hurst, published by the Historical Manuscripts Commission un¬ 
der title of'Lord de L'Isle and Dudley Manuscripts', vol. I, 
we can glean from them a good deal of the family history. An 
eaarly document (Penshurst MSS, p. 203) consists of a parch¬ 
ment roll of throe skins and belongs to the time of Maud 

Cromwell's widowhood,... 

In her 1416 will (Penohurst MSS. p. 204) the "Domino de Tate¬ 
shale" (wills that).... the manor.... is to devolve on her 
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grandson Ralph and his heirs, failing whom, to her son Sir 
William and his heirs. Thus we see that although her sor* 
Ralph, the second lord, had recently died, she still had one 
f on ^ ve * Tha inquisition taken after her husband's death 
in 1398 shows that there had been five sons in all and that 
while Ralph, the eldest one, would, of course, inherit from 
father and mother all estates that were entailed, there were 
some which ware not, and they are to go to his younger bro¬ 
thers.

Ut whatGver tha Precise date and circunr- 
tha? £ thai *\ chan S a ofhoms, there can be little doabt 
W ^ Oromwells migrated to Wimbledon from Norwell some 
time before 1461. There is plenty of evidence in the Dour? 
Roils t° show that Walter Scythe alias Cromwell was the eon 
of John Cromwell, and the entry of 1475 proves feat " they 
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were both in Wimbledon in that year. The family in Nottingham- 
ahire from which they spring was well-known and well-off;both 
John Cromwell's father and his grandfather Ralph were persons 
of wealth and position there ( Pods . MSS , vol. XI, pp. 

248a; vol. XXXVI, p. 105). Several entries in the Court Rolls 
indicate that John Cromwell 'b wife was the sister of a cer¬ 
tain William Smythe, who is often mentioned as William Smyth 
armourer, and sometimes as William Armourer. It seems prob¬ 
able that this William Smyth came with John Cromwell to Wim¬ 
bledon from Norwgll, and the entries in the manorial records 
show that he lived there with his brother-in-law. There is al¬ 
so reason to believe that the latter's son Walter was appren¬ 
ticed to him during his younger days, and so acquired the none 
Smyth. 


And, from the Victoria History of the County of Huntingdon , at vol. 
II, p. 69 , we take the editor's comment in connection with the fore¬ 
going: 


For the Cromwells see J. Phillips in antiquary , ii, 165, end 
48^-*-4 * I'opog . ii, 56, 178. Mr. Phillips appears to 

have mixed up hie own conjectures with his notes from the Wim¬ 
bledon Court Rolls, etc. 

From Mr. Merriman's account, which is considered to be more reli¬ 
able, we have it that the founder of this family of Cromwell was 
also a Ralph Cromwell, who we estimate, was born about 1595. This, 
curiously enough, mokes him a contemporary of the last (third) Bar¬ 
on Cromwell of that name, Ralph 11 de Cromwell, born in 1594. From 
the evident descent of the Barony it is not possible to identify the 
Ralph Cromwell of Norwcll as having been a close relative of the 
third Boron, but tho f-ct that his name wo.s Ralph encourages us to 
believe that he was a collateral relative. More than that, records 
available to us vouchsafe nothing.

John Cromwell, son of Rhl.h Cromwell (or William Cromwell, acc-rd- 
ing to Mr. Phillips) was born about 1420; was a cloth-fuller cl Nor- 
well for twenty-eight years; and appears to have been "diligent and 
successful in his business, for he acquired, in addition io° the 
lease of his fulling mill, with land and house adjoining, the copy- 
hold of some land at Putney, which is called 'Cromwells' in the ex¬ 
isting Court Rolls of the Manor"(Waylen, probably quoting Phillips). 
At his death, which occurred about 1480, he is said to have been 
buried in Wimbledon churchyard, overlooking the Valley of the ?Vcnd- 
le River, By a wife whose name is not reported, it is' stated that 
he had two Bons; John, and Walter. 
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John Cromwell, the eldest son of the fuller of Norwell of the acme 
name, is estimated to have been born about 1445-48, and probably 
at Norwell. He became a copyholder of land in the parish of Lam¬ 
beth, and also of a brewery at Stockwell Green, where he curried 
on a business until his death in 1523. According to Glia pays he be¬ 
came cook to the archbishop of Canterbury. 

In the church-wardens 1 accounts for the parish of Lambeth the fol¬ 
lowing entries occur, according to Waylen:

lYoylen says that this John Cranwell of Lambeth had two sons, whose 
names he does not give; he does say that "their names are found,to¬ 
gether with that of their distinguished cousin Thomas amongst the 
members of the household of Cardinal tfolsey, at Hampton Court, in 
the subsidy assessment for the year 1526. Indexes of wills filed 
in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury cite the will of the fore- 
going John who died in 1525 (9 Bodfelde ); in 1554 appears record 
of the will of Maude Cromwell or Croumwell, formerly Alye, of St. 
Mildred Pultry and St. Olave, Southwark, F. 16 Hogen ; and in Lon- 
don Marriage Licens es, 1521-1869 , edited by Joseph Foster, are re¬ 
cords of members of a Cromwell family indigenous apparently to the 
locality of London:

Of concern to uo, however, are the connections of the daughter Ka¬ 
therine, who married Morgan Williams: and of the son Thomas, who 
became Earl of Essex. The connections of the latter will be dis¬ 
cus acd next. 

Tha life history of Thomas Cromwell, Earl of Essex, is so well 
known that there is no purpose served in repeating it here. Brief¬ 
ly, he was born about 1485, and died in 1540; married Elizabeth ISy~ 
kyn, daughter of Henry Wykyo, a well-to-do shearman of Putney.

It is not possible for ary Amer¬ 
ican emigrant by the-name of Crcowell to be descended of the sen¬ 
ior line descended from Thomas Cromwell, Earl of las ex. 

We turn now to the descendants of Morgan and Katharine (Cromwell) 
Williams, a great many of whose descendants assumed the name of 
Cromwelli and some of the connections of which have been pitched 
upon as antecedents of American colonists. It is necessary, there¬ 
fore, to examine these alleged connections somewhat closely, in 
order to demonstrate the equivocal nature of the claims which have 
been made. Probably the best outline of this family is that given 
in the Victoria History of the County of Huntingdon, vol* II, be¬ 
ginning at page 69 . We quote: 

Morgan Williams was supposed to have come from LlaniBhan near 
Cardiff, His father William ap Ievan is said to have served 
Jasper (Tudor) Cuke of Bedford and Henry VIII. A Welsh pedi¬ 
gree of 15 generations, going back to "the lords of Cardigan 
and Powys, was found by Ralph Brooks, York Herald in 1602. 
The arms u^od by the CromvJells of Hunts were those unwar¬ 
rantably assigned to udwin Lord of Cardigan in c. 1066. Mor¬ 
gan Williams wa 1 -' living at Putney in 1495 and at Greenwich 
in 1516, He was an innkeeper and brewer. He married ac u.er— 
ine, the daughter of Walter Cromwell of Putney, smith, ‘ni- 
ler and brewer, who was the eon of John son of William (sic) 
Cromvel] of Norwell, Notts. 

There are two sons reported of this union: Wftlter Williams, who 
died in 1544, leaving a wife Alice and sons James, Joan and Anne; 
and Sir Richard Williams. Cf him Wa ©onilnuo (o p . cit .): 


Sir Richard Williams, Leland ( itin ., iv, 35) says, was

He adopted the sur¬ 
name of Cromwell about 1531 after his uncle, who advanced 
him at Court.

Upon his introduction to Oliver, after the usual complements 
(.sic) between relations, he began to mention the horrid crime 
intended to be committed, and after a very free harangue up¬ 
on its atrocity- the_indelible atain it would bo to the"nat~ 
ion, and in './hat a light it was beheld upon the continent. 
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added, 'that of all men living* he thought he would never 
have had any hand in it, who in his hearing had protested bo 
much to the king:' Oliver replied, 'it was not him, but the 
army; and though he did once say some such words, yet now 
times were altered, and providence seemed to order things o~ 
therwise, adding, 'that he had prayed and fasted for the 
king, but no return that way was jrct made to him.' 

Upon which the colonel stepped a little back, and hastily 
shut the door, which made Oliver suppose ho was going to be 
assassinated; but the other taking out his papers, said to 
him, 'cousin, this is no time to trifle with words; see here, 
it is now in your own power not only to make yourself, but 
your family, relations and posterity, happy and honorable 
for ever; otherwise, as they have changed their name before 
from Williams to Cromwell, so now they must be forced to 
change it again, for this fact will bring such an ignominy 
upon the whole generation of them, that no time will be able 
to deface*' After a pause, Oliver said, 'cousin, I desire 
you will give mo till night to oonsider of it, and do you go 
to your own inn, and not to bod, till you hear from me.' 

The colonel retired, and at one o'clock in the morning he re¬ 
ceived a message, that he might go to rest, and expect no o- 
thcr answer to carry to the prince; for the council of offi¬ 
cers had been seeking God, as he had also done, and it was 
resolved by them all that the king must die. 

With this unhappy message he roturned into Holland Again, 
where ho continued in that service for many years, perhaps 
during the remainder of his life. 

And Noble comments in particular; 

j$r a letter, dated novamber I 8 / 28 , 1j? 3 from Jongestall to 
William earl of Nassau, it appears that colonel John Crom¬ 
well was then in Holland; and by one from William Row to the

From the foregoing representations of the several families by the 
name of Cromwell, it will be apparent that there haB not been ad¬ 
duced to this writing, ary competent evidence which would permit 
claims by Americans of descent. In fact, Waylan and others suggest 
that members of a Cromwell (so-called) family that was resident in 
Wiltshire may have been the ancestral stock for North American co¬ 
lonial Cromwells, With that suggestion this writer is in accord. 
Not a few of the colonists who settled in Newbury, Massachusetts 
and its vicinity came from 'Wiltshire; aud otnars cane from Hamp¬ 
shire, Sow vo et end the neighboring counties. for example, 

KiNT, ROLFE and LCULl^RD. 

It has been suggested that the Wiltshire ..c.eily ~f Cromwell was 
descended of the Cromwell family of Lincolnshire, and which tra¬ 
versed the counties of Nottingham and Northampton on its way south- 
westward. If this were true, it would seem that the Cromwell mi¬ 
grants followed the valleys of the Cherwell '..d "n. ernes rivers, and 
presumably went through Oxfordshire and Berkshire to reach Wilts. 
It may be; however represent.tives of the Wiltshire family were 
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in that ehire in the fourteenth century, and very evidently appear 
at firBt under the surname of Cromhale. This circumstance does not 
argue well for a presumptive connection with the Lincolnshire fam¬ 
ily of Cromwell, despite the fact that an early representative of 
the Cromhale family was named Ralph, We quote sundry notes, some¬

Bxr James wrote the foregoing in 1859; since that tine research 
has not demonstrated the correctness of his presumption of a rela¬ 
tionship to the family of the Protector. Indeed, ao we have indi¬ 
cated, the family of Cromwell, so called, in Wiltshire, appears 
to have sprung from a different stock. 


Wills recorded in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury for members 
of the Cromwell family of Wiltshire include that of Christopher of 
arleatoke, filed in 1595 at 25 Dixy, and which should be seen;

From the foregoing the reader will observe that there are very 
considerable opportunities to follow up on the clues herein af¬ 
forded. Nevertheless, the presumption that all immigrants to the 
North .merican coast who apparently bore the name Cromwell, came 
from a conmon stock will undoubtedly mislead. There appear to be 
not one, but four families which were later called Cromwell atone 
time or another: (1) Cranewell, chiefly of last ^nglia, represent¬ 
ed by John Crannell or Cramwell of Boston, who died without issue 
(which is not to say that other apparent Cromwells may not be des¬ 
cended of this family); (2) Cromwell per sa, and presumably des¬ 

cended of Haldoen de Cromwell; (?) Cromwell of Wiltshire* from a 
~aa.i.ly named Cromhale; and (4) Cromlone, or Or caw e Ilona, very 
doubtfully (in our opinion) Cromnall in origin, perhaps to be 
found in Crommeline. So, with all due respect to Thomas Carlyle, 
it will take more than a ghost to teach us of the origins of the 
present family of Cromwell,

Adrienne Cuvellier was married ’ in France' to Guillaume 
Vigne before 1614, as it is stated that her son Jean Vigne 
was born on the site of New Amsterdam in that year, on gool 
authority (see VIGNE). In any event Adrienne Cuvellier was 
one of the earliest settlers of New Amsterdam, New Nether¬ 
lands., evidently antedating the,Rapalj.ee and the De la 
Granges. , 


■At first Adrienne Cuvellier resided on a farm near the pre¬ 
sent Wall and Pearl streets in New York; but after the death 
of GuillaumeJVigne she was living outside the Wall (het Cin- 
gel) in the larger of two houses on the east side of "the 
present Broadway, and which were the fifth and sixth houses 
portrayed on the Castello plan of 1660. In this place she 
resided continuously from at least 1632 until her death in 
1655.

During this time Jan Janszen Damen had trouble with his step- 
children, which. cissuniGd sotHe’whci't^ violent proportions# Hg in-* 
stituted court proceedings 21 July, 1638 Against- Abraham Is- 
aaeszen ver Planck and Dirck Volkcrtssen -(Holgorsscn), to 
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have them ordered to quit hLs house, and to leave him master 
thereof. VolkertSzen countered with-a-suit for assault, and 
was ordered by the court to give proof. On the next day, 22 
July, 1638, llorrits ‘•Jaaszen and Peter de May testified ’ be¬ 
fore the court regarding an attempt of Jan Damen to throw 
Dirck Volkertszen's wife "out of doors." This was Adrienne's 
daughter Christina (see VOLhiiin.TSZjil'i). However, as Christina 
was a sponsor with her step-father 25 May, 1642 at the bap¬ 
tism of Susanna, daughter of her brother-in-law Abraham Is¬ 
aacs sen ver Planck, these family differences aooear to have 
been composed. 

Nevertheless Adrienne Cuvillier lived in stormy surroundings 
One of her sons-in-law was ComerTs van Tienhoven, who unon' 
the advent of .Tillea Kieft to the governorship of the New 

Netherlands, had been made Secretary of the colony, in I638 
In 1640 the governor developed a policy of free trade, de¬ 
signed to encourage immigration; but the manner in which the 
policy was executed, together with indiscretions of the stu¬ 
pidly undiplomatic governor, promoted dangerous relations 
with the Indians. Kieft's attempt to collect a tribute from 
the Algonkin tribes in the vicinity of Manhattan island pro¬ 
voked the Indian hostilities of 1641-1645. Adrienne, living 
in her stone house outside of the Wall, must have been con¬ 
cerned for the safety of her relatives and friends, if not 
for herself, many a night. 

The colonists, perceiving that Kieft's methods were leading 
to disaster, organized a movement whereby they would have a 
voice in the government. In August, 1641 the governor called 
an assembly of the heads of families in the neighborhood of 
Port Amsterdam to c on & idler the problems of relationships with 
the Indians. This assembly chose a board of twelve men to 
represent it, and Jan Janszen Damen served thereon as one of 
the Great Burghers. Subsequently the board demanded certain 
reforms, but Kieft later denied its authority to exact nrora- 
ises from him, and discharge^, them. At another crisis ir 
1643, Kieft was obliged to call a second assembly of thu in¬ 
habitants. This time a board of eight men, of which Jr a 

Janszen Damen was again a member, was chosen to confer -^d 
advise with the governor. It denied his right to levy cer¬ 
tain war taxes, and when it had in^Vain protested to him 

against his arbitrary measures, it sent a petition in 1644 
to the States-General for his recall, and this was grantee?.’

She was horn at Huntington South, now North Babylon, New 
York, 13 April, 1776. 

She was baptised as an adult in the first Presbyterian ch. 
at Babylon, New York, 5 May, 1833; this indicates that she 
had not been, presumably, of that faith prior to that date. 

On 21 January, 1796 Sarah Ann Davis married in the Presby¬ 
terian church in Smithtown, New York to Oliver Young, a shoe¬ 
maker. They settled in a story and a half house which was 
located on the east side of Deer Par!: Avenue in North Baby¬ 
lon, the site of which was later known as the Rubino place, 
and which had been the home of her father-in-law also. 

Upon the death of her husband in 1830 she seems to have re¬ 
sided through the years with various of her children in suc¬ 
cession; for a considerable portion of the time she is said 
to have lived with her son Leonard Young. In later years, as 
she became very old, she lived at Bay Shore, New York with 
her daughter Jul.la, the wife of Moses Wicks. 

Sarah Ann (Davis) Young died at Bay Shore, New York, 27 Nov¬ 
ember, 1875, aged ninety-nine years, seven months and four¬ 
teen days. She was buried In the Rural Cemetery at Babylon, 
New York.

The name of the wife of William Keese was Mary, but her maiden 
name does not seem to be reported. An examination of the list of 
his children a n d their connections discloses nothing which would 
je oi assistance in developing the ancestry of this David Davis, 

There was, however, a Davis family resident in iVeatbury. This line 
perhaps begins with a Thomas Davis who was apparently of Hempstead, 
Hew York, 9 February, 1715, when Ms with Nathaniel Oakley and Corn- 
elius Barnes were nominated as executors of the will of Thomas Mar¬ 
tin of Hempstead ( Wills at Jamaica, New York, as reported in The 
York G enealogical and biographical Record, vol. 65 , p. 520)7 
rte find nothing more of him, but in the next generation a Thomas 
Davis, born about 1710, was to live at He stbury long enough to mar¬ 
ry Isabella Powell, daughter of Slisha and Rebecca ( ) p 0 , v _ 

ell. He subsequently removed to Huntington, New York, where it is 
stated that he bought the old grist mill on the westerly side of 
T^i &n Harbor f at the present entrance to Bruce Park, 25 April, 
1761 , purchasing it from David Valentine, formerly of Hampstead, 
New York. It is recorded further in Ye Historic of Ye Town of 

uree^wich, Connecticut, by Spencer P. Mead, at p. 550, that Tho^ 
masDavis conveyed the mill to his son Jlisha Davis 19 May, 1767 . 
During the revolutionary war the mill was operated by this son, 
who sold flour to the British; this commodity was transported with¬ 
in^ their lines by means of a small sloop called the Miller’s Bam- 
a b d aa a result, later, the property was confiscated. l®r. 
aead gives Thomas Davis only two children:

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We turn n® to the name of Neheaiah Higbie, a friend of David Davis, 
#ho was an administrator of the estate with Theodorus Weeks. As a 
matter of fact, in the administration papers at Riverhsad, Raw York 
Theodorus Weeks is also called "friend”, but it is known from fam¬ 
ily and church record that he was David Davis' son-in-law. It mav 
have been then, that Neheaiah Higbie was also related. 

Aehamiah Higbie was the son of Samuel A. Higbie of Jamaica by a

• u ders l eeve 16 i*£rch, 1759, she having been a daughter of Sl- 
isha and margaret Gildersleeve; Dorcas (Gildersleeve) Higbie is 
therefore, considered to have been a first cousin of Ruth (Gilder-* 
b leeve) Davis. However, the other connections of Nehemiah Higbie 
are reported in detail in idward Higby and His Descendants , by Clin¬ 
ton *dv:ard Higby (1927 )» and in none of these is found anything to 

support a relationship between Nehemiah Higbie, David Davis or his 
wife. 

Jonas Higbie, also a descendant of the first Sdward Higby, but some¬ 
what distantly related to Nehemiah Higbie, married at Little Cow 
Harbor (Centrcport), Hew York, 2l July, I 758 to Sa r ah Davis. The 
name of this Jonas Higbie appears on the assessment roll in Hunt¬ 
ington, 4 May, 1764; he was then an inhabitant of Little Cow Har-

It is to be hoped that the bible record of the family of David Da¬ 
vie, as well as those of any of his antecedents, and other family 
rooords, will be brought to light. It appears to be doubtful that 
unless they arc, that the paternity of David Davis will be solved. 

The ancestry of David Davis has not boon determined .*

This Captain John Davis is of unproved paternity, but is believed to tave 
been a son of a man of the same name, and born about 1705 on the Manor 

J ^ (U ? yd 3 Neck )* He a ^“ber, contributor and sup¬ 
porter of the episcopal church in Huntington, New York; he gave towards 
its founding in 1747 the sum of £5. He was evidently in the marine ex¬ 
press service, and was home but very little. Captain John Davis died 
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prooably in 1764; he was buried in the cemetery of St. John’s epis¬ 
copal church at Huntington. In a deed of the Glebe land of the said 
church, 21 august, 1764, John Davis was apparently just deceased. 
John Davis married Jane, whose maiden name is not found; she later 
joined her sons John and Richard at Poughkeepsie, New York, and 
died in Poughkeepsie. From the gravestone record it appears that 
she was born 4 June (15 June new style), 1706 and died 12 May, 1773 , 
lhexr children were: 

1. Richard, born at Huntington, New York 6 October, 1734 , died 
at Poughkeepsie, New York, 24 July, 1814, and buried in the 
cemetery of Christ episcopal church at that place. He mar¬ 
ried 1, by a license issued 5 September, 1757 to Frances 
Lewis, who died 14 February, 1784, aged 43 years, 3 months 
and 21 days; married 2 , Margaret, maiden name not yet re¬ 
ported, who died 22 January, 1800, aged 64 years, 8 months 
and 21 days; all buried in the aforesaid cemetery.

in the First Presbyterian church at Huntington, New York, 

15 February, I 766 . 

5. Katharine, born in Huntington in 1752, baptised in St, Geor¬ 
ge’s Episcopal church at Hempstead, New York, 12 April,1752, 
died ab Huntington 12 October, 1754 and buried in St. John's 
churchyard at Huntington. 


The foregoing is taken in large part from the Records of Christ Ch.

also indebted to Rollin Rogers of New York city, N. Y., t/.io has 
given us information relative to the foregoing. Further references 
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will be found in the paper's of the Lloyd 'Family , as published "by 
the Hew York. Historical Society, pp. 396, 419, 677 and 680. Also 
consulted have been the Lloyd account Books in the library of the 
Long Island Historical Society at Brooklyn, New York; and the Re¬ 
cords of the First Presbyterian Church in Huntington , New York , as 
edited by Moses L. Scudder. 

The first Davis family of record in Huntington, New York seems to 
have been that of John Davis, called a Scotchman, who was presum¬ 
ably born in Scotland about 16*3 or earlier. Ha first appears in 
Boston, Massachusetts with an Idward Davie who was, without much 
doubt his brother. In the lists of the FirBt church of Boston as 
published in the New England Historical and Genealogical Regist er 
in vols. 10 and 11 , appear the marriage records of both of these 
Davises, John Davis married on the 2nd of 9th month, 1656, and by 
John Endecott, to Return Gridley, a daughter of Richard and Grace 
(Surrey) Gridley of Groton, Suffolk and Boston, Massachusetts. She 
was born at 3oston 14 Maroh, 1636/7 (see; The New England Histori¬ 
cal and Genealogical Register , vol. 2, p. 189; vol. 76 , p. 2 A 0 ; jhe 
ffinthrop Fleet of 1630 , p, 73, by Charles g, Banks; The_ Pioneers 
of Massachusetts , by Charles Henry Pope, p, 200), 

John Davis was of Boston until shortly after 1663, when he had re¬ 
moved to Block Island, where ha was living in 1665. Before 16 

March, I 67 I /2 he had removed to Setaukat, Brookhaven town. New 

York as on that date he was taken in as a townsman. He was a brick- 
maker and is to be carefully distinguished from the descendants of 

Fulke Davis of that town. On 25 September, 1672 Mr. Daniel Lane 

sold to John Davis that house and home lot which had been John Tho¬ 
mas', lying by the end of Mr, John Bayles and the said John Davis 
was to have rent free the two acres of land that was John Wil¬ 
liams 1 , An entry of the land of anthorjy Thompson showed in the 

Brookhaven town records as of June, 1674, th&t the said land had 

reverted to the town and was given to John Davis, At the same 

time John Davis bought from Joseph Davis two and a quarter acres 

of land which the former had of Thomas Thorp, On 17 April, I 676 
at a town meeting in Brookhaven, one half accomodation of a piece 
of land on the west side of the brook next to Obediah Seward, on 
which to sot a house, was granted to John Davis. Ho sold land 19 
ivfry t I 676 to Robert Goalsbery; and on 5 July of the same year, he 
sold land to Benjamin Gould which was adjacent to onat of William 
Biggs senior. On 20 March, I 677/8 John Davis sold his share of 
meadow in the Old Purchase to John Roe, except rights of commonage, 
and for £10. The last record of him at Brookhaven is that he was 
juror in an inquest 29 March, I 678 . 

Between this last date and 20 September, 1680 he had removed to 
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Huntington, New York, where ha is identified by his profession of 
brickmaker, and called formerly of Setauket. He was granted the one¬ 
time home lot of Garret Gould of Huntington on that date* He wit¬ 
nessed a legal instrument 24 January, 1681; and his assessed valua¬ 
tion in 1688 was thirty-two pounds, not a small figure. 

Between 1688 and 1698 he had removed to Hempstead, New York, where 
he and hie wife were still living as recorded in the 1698 census 
of that place. The date of his death is indeterminate, and no will 
or administration is found. The following were the children of John

7• Richard, son of John and Return (Gridley) Davis, was born at 
Boston, Massachusetts 15 April, 1659* He appears of record in Hunt¬ 
ington, New York, where he was given a grant of land, 2 April 1685, 
between the lands of Edward Ketcham aid Edward Brush. On the same 
date his father changed his home land from the original grant at 
the brick-kilns (so-called) to one adjacent to his son. His as¬ 
sessed valuation in 1688 was twenty-eight pounds. He is recorded in 
1690, but not in 1694 in Huntington, in the lists of the residents 
who had paid for the new patent. 

He appears in the Brookhaven tax assessment list of 22 October of 
1701, as having been taxed 6-j/4d. The next year he seems to have 
been in Huntington, again, as he was a witness to a deed froD Tho¬ 
mas Fleet to Henry Soper, 9 October, 1702 (Huntington Deeds , Of¬ 
fice of the Town Clerk, Liber I, p. 458). In Book B of the Brook-' 
haven Town Re cords (printed) at page 524 he is called a fuller end. 
wool-comber, "having had a grant before; ....that he the said Rich¬ 
ard Davis should have the stream called Cristall Brooke to build 
there a fulling Mill, 7 May, 1700". It is probable that he was. 
looking for likely places to transact business. 

In I 7 I 7 Richard Davis was again of Huntington, as is evidenced by 
a deed (Huntington, N, Y« Deeds , Liber II, p» 578) recorded 14 ' 
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June* 17I7> and between James Chichester of Huntington and Richard 
Davis of the same place for a sum, the witnesses being John and 
Phoebe Kotcham. In the same Liber, page 3~f6, i® an indenture dated 
28 December, 1719, between John Brush of Huntington and Richard 
Davis of the same, for a lawful sum, and attested by Nathaniel 

and Phillip Ketcham. 

This Richard Davis also appears to have been later of Queens Vil— 
lage, where he resided with his presumed.son John. He died prob¬ 
ably before 1724. 

Richard DaviB married in Huntington, New York ll November, 1685, 
(DeedB, Huntington, N. Y»,Liber I, p, 195) to Mary Crump, mis¬ 
called Camp in certain transcriptions. She was probably mother 

of the children.

1J, Richard, junior, a resident of Brookhaven, New York when 
on 27 May, 1724, he recorded his earmark; an ell on the 
under side of the left ear and a hole in the right ear„ 
Not traced further. 

Issue, probably: 

14, John, v<ho is believed to be the socalled John Deanes who 
is listed in 1711 in the printed Town Records as contri¬ 
buting towards the building of the new church at that 
place, and who in 1715 , because of a quarrel, refused to 
contribute to the erection of the same (in the I 715 list, 
however, he is called John Davis). In Huntington Deeds , 
Liber II, p. 281, Cornelius Heartt of Huntington sells 
for one pound eight shillings, land on the south side of 
the township and on the north side near Smithtown, to 
John Davis, 25 March, 1725. The witnesses to this indent¬ 
ure were Philip Platt and John 'Morgan. He seems to have 
been also the John Dovis who with John Tookor were con¬ 
joint sharers in a division of meadow in Brookhaven in 
1720, presumably from the rights of his father. From the 
Account Books of Henry Lloyd it is found that in the 

first three decades of the eighteenth century, members of 
this family were tenant farmers on the Manor of Queens 
Village, adjacent to Huntingdon, Now York, and that the 
wife of one of then was constantly in the domestic ser¬ 
vices of Henry Lloyd in numerous capacities. Therein e 
John Davis of this generation appears as a cartman, and 

he hauled wood and sundry materials. He is reported as 

cutting wood in 1716 and I 7 I 8 . Lloyd, in disposing of the 
estate of one Frcar in 1717, sold a mare to John Davis 
and a saddle to Richard Davis, On 1$ January, I 717 / 8 , an 
account lists to Richard Davis that his wife is to pay 
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John rreare (so-called), aix shillings. On J j'uiy,— Tffi, 
Rebecca Davis, perhaps the wife of John, was credited for 
too days pulling flax. John and Rebecca are nentioned as 
late as 1727. No will 0 r administration, or record of bap¬ 
tisms have been found for children of this family. It 
appears to be quite possible, havever, that he was the 

father of Captain John Davis (see page 870 ). 


The bricklayer John Davis who married Return Gridley should not 
be nisidentified with John, son of Fulke Davis of Brookhaven, New 
York; this latter John was a resident of Southampton during all of 
the time that the bricklayer John Davis was of Brookhaven. On 4 Jan¬ 
uary, I 667 John Davis of Southampton (son of Fulke) sells to John 
Rose his land on the west side of Sagaponack pond laid to North Sea. 
In exchange John Rose gives his land lying at the rear of John Da¬ 
vis. John of Southampton is recorded also 20 April, I 670 when he 
bought commonage. His recorded wife was Elizabeth, and there were 
three children:

A Lydia Davis who married in the First Church in Huntington, New 
York, 7 September, 1729 to Joshua Lyon of Oyster Bay, may be of the 
foregoing connection. 


In Oyster Bay, New York is record of still another John Davis, who 
at the present time is not known to have been related to ary of the 
foregoing. He was not, as has been stated in the Latting Genealogy, 
(New York Genealogical and Biographical Record, vol. 2, pp. 8 and 
54) of Brookhaven, nor was he a son of Fulke Davis. He had, 2 Sep¬ 
tember, I 672 , a parcel of land with other privileges on Hog Island, 
near Oyster Bay,_and engaged to take care of the cropB thereof. On 
AO December, I 675 , Moses Forman conveyed land to John Davis; on 11 
February, 1677/ Aaron Forman canceled a deed between himself and 
John Davis; and the latter is mentioned 5 July, 1681, as having ten 
acres of land in Oyster Bay. He married 1, Hannah, daughter of Rich¬ 
ard Latting, and 2, Mercy, widow of idward Banbury. The children,by

With reference to the foregoing there is, in Ameri cans of Royal 
Descent , as edited by Charles H. Browning, (1891), at page 256, "a 
story of one Dorothea Gotherson, daughter of Major Daniel and Doro¬ 
thea (Scott) Gotherson, who married in 1680 to a John Davie of Oys¬ 
ter Bay, New York. They removed to Pilesgrove Township, Salem coun- 
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ty» New Jersey in 1705. One of their children was Judge David Davis, 
? f flo alam COUnty ’ wh0 aarrisd Dorothy Cousins, born in 1695, died in 
7o9« We should like to see the evidences for this connection. The 
chronology is somewhat suspect in view of the fact that Dorothea 
Scott is j said to have been the daughter of Thomas Scott of 3gertc.„ 
Kent; he married secondly in 1604 to Jane, daughter of John Knatch- 
bull of ivursham Hatch/ who died in I6l6j and who was the mother of 
Dorothea (Scott) Gotherson. Dorothea Scott was therefore born bet¬ 
ween 1604 and 1616, and her daughter Dorothea (Gotherson) Davis was 
born pi obably about lo60 as she married in 1660 according to the 
pedigree. This is a very wide span between maternal generations. 

In Hempstead in 1696 another John Davis is a contemporary of John 
and Return (Gridley) Davis. This John Davis appears to have been a 
descendant of William Davis of Gravesend and Hempstead, probably as 
a son of William Dayis junior by his wife Mary Jennings. 

The Will of 'William Osburne of Gravesend, dated 10 February, 1682, 
mentions land which he bought in Flushing of Thomas Davis of the 
latter place; this Thomas Davis appears to have been one of the 
patentees of Flushing, New York, 24 March, 1685 (Flushing Past and 
Presant, by Rev. u« Henry Mandeville, I860, p. 20). Subsequently IF 
nother Thomas Davis made his will in 1688 as of New York city, wi¬ 
dower of Anna Schaets; the children were only two daughters, Aeltje 
and Angenetie.

Compilations of certain of the connections of Robert Dayton were 
printed by the late George Rogers Howell in his The garly History 
of Sou thampton , New York (1866, 1887) and in A History of tEiTcwn 
of iasthampton. New York , by Henry P.Hedges. More recently Edson 
0. Dayton in. hie a Dayton Genealogy and Biography has outlined 
some of the present connections, and these have been reexamined by 
Walter Lee 8heppard, jr,» in The American Genealogist , vol, XXII, 
pages 129 and those following, in his article on the Daytons of 
South Jersey* 

Mr. Sheppard has contributed much to the study of this family, and 
in his article he sets up premises from which he deduces that the 
South Jersey family was descended of Robert and Elizabeth (Wood¬ 
ruff) Dayton through Robert junior. Our point of view on the prob¬ 
lem of the connections of these Daytons is set forth in the NOTES 
under Ralph Dayton-, No. 8,068. At the present writing we do not 
consider these to be descended of Robert Dayton, either senior or 
junior. 

In order to establish some of the bases for this discussion, we 
have obtained a photostat copy of the original will of Robert Day- 
ton, which is still preserved in the Hall of Records in New York 
city. New York. It follows in transcription;

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Ralph Dayton or Drayton appears early as an inhabitant of Ash¬ 
ford, Kent, England, and 1 b of record there in 1617, the year 
in which he married. Early records of Ashford do not disclose 
references to the family, and it is presumed that he had come 
there from another part of England. He was a resident of Ash¬ 
ford for approximately twenty years. 

Ralph Dayton was a shoemaker by trade and of yeoman stock, al¬ 
though his son Robert in later years was honored by the title 
of gentleman. He had emigrated to America before 1639, as in 
this year he was a resident of New Haven, Connecticut. Seven 
years later, in 1646, he removed to Easthampton, New York, and 
there rounded out his days. In the assignment of pews in the 
meeting house, 10 March, 1646, he is listed, but net his wife. 
He was constable of Easthampton 7 October, 1651; was magis¬ 
trate with John Hulford at that place, 11 November, 1652, and 
a respected citizen. 

Ralph Dayton died In 1653. His will, dated 25 July, 1658, was 
proved in the Quarter Courts at Easthampton, 22 September,1658. 
Ho was probably buried at Easthampton. 

Ralph Dayton married 1, In the parish church at Ashford, Kent, 
16 Juno/ 1617 to Alice, widow of Daniel Trytton of Ashford and 
who was the mother of the children. He married 2, about 1656 
to Mary, widow of James Haines of Easthampton.

In 
his youth Samuel Dayton seems to have gotten around, for in 
1646 he was for quite a time in New Haven# Connecticut. When the 
eons of Ralph kept a herd of cattle one day and a cow on the 
way home in the dark, got a leg fastened between the roots of 
a tree, the owner of the cow brought the matter before the 
Court to recover damages for the loss of his cow. When the evi¬ 


dence was all in, the Court ruled that the boys were "inno¬ 
cent", and that the owner should bear the loss himself, "as an 
afflicting providence of God." 

On 15 October, 1645 Samuel Dayton was accepted as an inhabitant 
of Southampton and had a fifty pound lot granted to him. In 
June, 1654, at Southampton, Robert Marvin acknowledged payment 
in full by Samuel Dayton for house and lot at Southampton, one 
of the witnesses to the acknowledgment being Ralph Dayton. 22

Other than the references given on page 885, we have also examined 
Chronicle of a Branch of the Dayton Family^, by Laura Dayton Fessen¬ 
den, and issued in 1902. Mrs, Fessondon's critical judgment appears 
to have been of the same order as her taste in interior decorating, 
if the appearance of her work-shop is any criterion. Beginning at 
page 151, Bhe supplies us with a long pedigree which makes Ralph 
Dayton the son of one William Doighton, eleventh in generation in a 
Yorkshire family whose surname was chiefly Dci^iton. We quotes 

William Doighton was born in York in 1551. He seems to have 
been the first one in this line to leave the home of his art' 
castors. Perhaps he was not pleased with his mother's second 
marriage, for shortly after Robert Doighton's death, his widow 
married Sir Francis Ayscrough (sic). At all events William left 
York, and went to London, settling at Bt. Martin's in the 

Fields. He married on August 9th 1584, Agnes c daughter of 
Ralph Green and Johannah Reed his wife, Wiliam had four sons

Ernest tflagg in his The Founding of New England, pp . 299 and others, 
gives phrt of the proof which disproves Mrs, Fessendens alleged 
connections. This was complemented by extracts from the parish regis¬ 
ters ofjAshford, Kent, reported by Sdson C. Dayton in his The Day“ 
|S5 SgflyaJ-Qffl * The late Tunis B. Burr, in his endeavors to'tF'ace toe 
English anocstry 0 f Benjamin Burr of Hartford, found further record, 
and informed this writer that, in his opinion, the original name af 
the family was Drayton, as in Ashford records the name is spelled in- 
diffcrently with or without the r.

a recent study of the connections of later generations descended 
from Ralph Dayton was published in The American Genealogist, vol. 
XXH, at page 129 (January, 19^6) by Walter Lee Sheppard, and un- 
der the title of Ihc Dayto n s of South Jersey . Mr. Sheppard has gi¬ 
ven the problem of these connections a great deal of thought, and 
suggests an ingenious solution for certain connections by alloca¬ 
ting them as descendants of Robert? (Robert2). Mr. Sheppard has 
reference on page lp8 to correspondence with the present writer, 
wherein the latter expressed the opinion that the South Jersey 
Daytons were descended from Samuel2. Mr. Sheppard came to a dif¬ 
ferent conclusion for the reasons cited on pages l4o and Ul (op 
Cit.)^as to the paternity of Ephraim, Rachel and Samuel Daytom’ 
who,^rom ihe standpoint of chronology, would be of the fourth gen¬ 
eration. Mr. Sheppard expresses himself accordingly; 


Regarding Ephraim, Rachel and Samuel, the author confesses to 
continued belief in their origin from Robert (jj. 1^). (This 
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is Robert, son of Robert and Elizabeth (Woodruff) Dayton). Robert 
could Well have been born before 1666. If we do not have to pre¬ 
suppose more than the seven or eight children lirted.,, thers is 
no difficulty due to age. The psychological objection based on 
lack of mention in the grandfather’s will would# in the author’s 
opinion# not hold in the case of grandchildren who had received 
their portion and gone away to live. Where there was to be no leg¬ 
acy# there would be little likelihood of mention. Is already point¬ 
ed outi the testator’s own daughter# Elizabeth Leek# still alive, 
is unmentioned; as alBo are Hannah and Mary, children of the de¬ 
ceased Robert. 

Now then# if Ephraim was not Robert’s eldest son# then Robert, the 
grandson, born about 1692# undoubtedly was the eldest. We find this 
Robert in his grandfather’s will. According to the customs of pri¬ 
mogeniture# the eldest eon received two portions of the cstate#and 
all the other sons one portion. Since Robert’s father had prede¬ 
ceased his grandfather# then the grandparental estate was still to 
be divided# and the eldest son entitled to two portions of hia fa¬ 
ther’s share. But what does the will provide? The same legacy to 
grands bn John# younger brother of Robert, as to Robert himself. 
This would indicate to the author that (if the usual allowance was 
made for primogeniture) Robert was not then the eldest son of his 

father# but rather points to another unmentioned as the eldest- 

one who had received his, portion. 

Now as to the records. The author (Mr. Sheppard) agrees that there 
should!prohably be records of these three (i. e* Rachel# Ephraim 
and Samuel) who went to Salem County as having received their por¬ 
tion. But this need not necessarily be so# especially if they were 
given cash. They probably purchased land in New Jersey with cash, 
yet thb Jersey land records do not show the purchase. 

A further point in favor of the Robert... theory as against the Ar 
braham (and the author agrees with Mr. Sevorsmith that it should 
be one of these two), is that the records of East Hampton# not 
Brookh&ven# show the pres.nee of the Bucks. What more likely than 
when lienry (Buck) married their sister and went to the new colony, 
the two brothers went along in his household? The author could 
point to a number of similar cases. 

We turn no$ to the will of Robert Dayton# son of Ralph and Alice (Cold- 
hatch) (Trytton) Dayton# and who married Elizabeth Woodruff# as given 
beginning ijrith page 883. This transcript, as the reader will have ob¬ 
served, is from a certified copy of the original will# on file in New 
York city. Jfa have examined it to ascertain how well its phraseology 
sustaini My. Sheppard's arguments, and desire to point out: 
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1. The argument that the grandson Robert mentioned in cthe will did 

not receive a double portion does not appear to be sustained. The 
will does not stipulate the extent of shares in the estate* and 

in the absenoo of a detailed and evaluated inventory, with posi¬ 
tive identification of what heir got what part, we are not able 
to come to Mr. Sheppard's conclusion. Certainly, if ary inference 
is to be made, the fact that the grandson Robert got the home lot 
and meadow with it, and was to maintain it on behalf of the widow, 
indicates that he got his grandfather's homestead by just such a 
right cf primogeniture, 

2. The will stipulates that if the grandson Robert Dayton die with¬ 
out issue male, that hia share shall go to his brother Johnj and 
further, that if both grandsons die without issue, Samuel and Bcr- 
iah Dayton, the uncles, shall have equally between them the shares 
which had been willed to Robert and John. The question to be con¬ 
sidered here, since Robert Dayton senior mentions no other grand¬ 
children, is' whether 9o-called and putative cash settlement made 
to other grandchildren would have excluded them from the reversion. 
It is probable that, if they were female grandchildren, such would 
have been the case, for examination of the will shows that Robert 
Dayton senior was emphasizing the inheritances of his male des¬ 
cendants. By the same evidence, however, he was very careful to 
consider the descendants in the male name ; and the question must 
be asked why any so-called eldest grandson, son of Robert's eldest 
son, would not have been mentioned as to reversionary rights. The 
hypothesis that he had received his portion could only have consid¬ 
ered the portion that he would receive, if allowances had been 
for the aliquot parts to be received by all of his brothers. There¬ 
fore, if those brothers, or ary one of them, died, there would be 
a readjustment 6£ such aliquots,. The will is silent as to this,and 
we must conclude from its language, therefore, that there was no 
such eldest grand-son.(with reference to Ephraim Dayton). 

5. The claim is made that because known children of Robert Dayton 
were not mentioned in his will, one may not infer that there 

were no other sons and grandsons of Robert Dsyton. For example, it 
is noted that he did not mention his daughter Elizabeth (Dayton) 
Leek. He had provided for her by deed of land separately, however, 
and this deed had the same effect as if it had been incorporated an 
his will. Other than this connection, it has not been established 
that Robert Dayton omitted any of his known children except his 
eldest son Robert, who was than deceased, and whose widow Hanr»h 
he mentions in his codicil. The fact that there was a codicil, pre¬ 
pared apparently while Robert Dayton was on his death-bed, shows 
that his heirs had discussed the estate quite thoroughly, and re¬ 
adjustments were made at the last minute as a consequence. There-

The latter village is said to have then 
contained about 212 houses and 900 inhabitants. 

Before 1639 Theunis Denyse appears to have possessed or occup¬ 
ied a plantation on Manhattan Island. A ground-brief to Tho¬ 
mas Sanderson of 13 July, 1643, was regranted to Theunis Nys- 
s®n, so-called, 5 December, 1643; the latter deeded this pro¬ 
perty to Cosyn Gerritsen 13 December, 1656. On 21 December of 
1643 there is an acknowledgment of his on the Colonial re¬ 
cords, of being indebted to Cornelis Dirckszen Hoogland for 400 
guilders Carolus, for the purchase of cows. He bought a house 
and lot on the Great Highway opposite the gardens of the West 
India Company on Manhattan Island, from Leendert Arendszen 1 
December, 1646, and for 160 guilders; this he sold to Govert 
Loockermans 13 May, 1649. On 28 March, 1647 he obtained a pat¬ 
ent for a lot north of the public wagon road, and east of the 

land of .ths Company on the said Island, which he also sold to 

Govert Loockermans. He inherited also the land of his father- 
in-law John Sales who had received a grant in 1639; this pat¬ 
ent was in-the name of Theunis Nyssen 3 April, 1647. The 

land in question is bounded roughly by Charleton, MacDougal, 

Clark, Broome, Varick and Spring streets; west by Greenwich 
street. The house stood facing the present Van Dam street, 
south side, between Greenwich and Hudson streets. 

In 1655 he bought a plantation at Flatbush, Long Island, of 
Evert Duyckinck, for 660 Carolus guilders, where he projauly 
resided In 1656 ; for on 13 December, 1656 , Theunis ilysnen of 
Midwout conveyed to Cosyn Gerritszen a lot in New Amsterdam 
which had been patented to him 5 December, 1643. Nyssen or 
Denyse was evidently a real estate operator, and successful 
In this calling. 

Ho was a resident of Brooklyn in 1658 , and was in 1661 a magi-

It is not conclusively proved that the daughter of Pieter Janszen 
de Witt married Jacobus Oaljer. The connection however, is estab¬ 
lished on the basis of the following premises: (1) that Marytjawas 
not an emigrant, (2) that the Caljer family and this de Witt fam¬ 
ily were both of Bushwick, (3) that this daughter of Pieter Jans¬ 
zen de Witt is not shown to have married anyone else, (4) that 
no other de iVitt family cculd have had a daughter ivlaria who mar¬ 
ried to Jacobu3 Oaljer. While the connection is a matter for indiv¬ 
idual acceptance, we believe that the circumstances warrant inclu¬ 
sion of the connection as most probably correct.

No baptismal record has been discovered to this date. 

Pieter Janszen de Witt came to New Amsterdam in the New Neth¬ 
erlands shortly before 25 December, 1652, on which date his 
daughter Marytje was baptised in New Amsterdam. He was a res¬ 
ident of this town until late in 1660 . On 15 April of that 
year he appeared before the Burgomasters' and Orphans Court 
in New Amsterdam stating that he intended to marry again,and 
made legal provision to protect his children. He was still 
in New Amsterdam 8 June, 1660 when he with Jan Corneliszende 
Zeeuw (see LOSEE) were appointed to inspect the fence of Hen¬ 
drick Barentszen, smith. 

In the latter part of 1660 he was one of the founders and 
first settlers of the new town of Boswjfck, (Bushwick) on Long 
Island. Indeed, he seems to have been the leader of that 
group, called Frenchmen in the records, who made their way 
there and settled within a stockade surrounding their block 
church, as it later came to be. He was magistrate of Bush- 
wick 25 March, 1661 and so continued for several years. 

He is recorded as giving ton florins toward the ransom of 
Jacob Cray, son of Tuenis Gerritszen Cray, 30 March, 1662;and 
corporal of the watch, 12 Juno, 1663, to guard against pos¬ 
sible depredations by the Indians following upon the attack 
at Esopus. He was a Commissioner for Bushwick, 5-11 November, 
1663; Schout 4 January, 1664 / 5 , and delegate to the assembly 
of delegates in New Amsterdam, 22 February, 1664/5* Upon the 
accession of the English, Governor Nicholls appointed Pieter 
Janszen do Witt one of the two magistrates constituting the 
Court of Justices at Bushwick. The other member was Jan Cor- 
neliszen do Zeeuw (see LOSEE). 

He took up land for his own use, 2 February, I 66 f; purchased 
land from David Jochemszon 7 March, 1664/5; and in an evalua¬ 
tion made 13 January, 1666 / 7 , was recorded for 17 morgens of 
land, 12 gulden, 2 stuivers and 2 "seowan". He bought more 
land from Henrlck Welmsen Backer of New fork, 30-called, 15 
April, 1669* On 19 August, 1675 he is listed as a resident of 
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of Bushwick, with three polls (three persons), three horses, 
one horse of three years, seven cows, three cows of three 
years, four cows of two years, eight cows of one year, three 
hjogs, thirteen sheep, to a value of £175/10/0; and five hun¬ 
ched morgens of land and valley to the value of £100. 

Hie was a witness 15 April, 1669 to a statement of Barent 6er- 
r;itszen (see VAN FLAESBEECK); a witness to a conveyance __of 
24 April, 1677, between Michael Hainelle and Jan Lesquierj a- 
gain witness to a conveyance by Dierck Vo] kerse of Boswyck to 
Jacob Diercks, his son (as it is written), 24 April, l677;and

He was a resident in that town for nearly twenty years; and 
was a communicant 1® its church beginning with 1651. Daniel 
Dod seems to have been a man of quiet proclivities, as he 
is of infrequent record. 

He died between sowing time in 1665 and the harvest of 1666, 
as appears (says Rev. Stephen Dodd in a private letter) from 
the appraisal of his personal property, including "the wheat 
on the ground." His wife died 26 May, 1657, and they were 
both buried at Branford. Richard Lawrence and Lawrence Ward 
were guardians of tie minor children.

ffa do not feel that we are in a position to comment upon the prob— 
ability that Daniel Dod of the present connection was son of a 
Thomas and Katharine Dod. There are several assumptions made by 
these authors in good faith, which while possibly true, should be 
evaluated somewhat further. At the same time they are to be com¬ 
plimented for the arduous labor and expense given to the solution 
of this problem, and for their frankness a n d honesty in the pre¬ 
sentation of their case. 

Dod or Dodd is a common name in England, net only in the counties 
referred to, but also in London. In fact, its ubiquity is the on¬ 
ly reason why the present writer hesitates to accept the conclu¬ 
sions advanced that Daniel was son of the Thomas who made his wiJ., 
wherein no son Daniel was mentioned. We are more inclined to ac¬ 
cept that Daniel Dod was son of a Thomas Dod of Wixoo in Suffolk 
than that he was an unnamed son of Thomas of the will. We are ful¬ 
ly aware that there arc a number of established precedents, and 
contemporary ones, wherein children were omitted from willBj but 
the reach of coincidence can be astonishingly wide on occasion,and 
the situation is a matter for individual acceptance.

In view of the fact that his son Richard appears of record 
in Braintree, Massachusetts, as early as 1646, it may be 

that Lawrence Ellison was there also. He is, however of re¬ 
cord as being in the Connecticut Colony 1 June, 1643 and was 
then perhaps of Hartford; in the record the other persons 
mentioned were at the time of that place. He brought an ac¬ 
tion in the Particular Court of Connecticut on that date 
through his attorney William Hills against Thomas Marshfield. 
The jury found for the plaintiff to the amount of four pounds 
damages. 

Stiles in his History of W indsor , Connecticut , vol. I, page 
155 states that in 1644 Lawrence Ellison forfeited an allot¬ 
ment of land near the lot of William Phelps, "because he 
did not comply with terms of the grant", the terms halving 

been that Ellison should have been in residence there for 
two years now'past or the grant should be void. The lot was 
given to Thomas Orton in March of 1646. It is usually stated 
that Ellison was, however, a resident of Windsor in 1653; af- 
that date he had removed to Hempstead, New York. 

Lawrence Ellison wad Recorded as Goodman Ellison at Hemp¬ 
stead in 1657; be had, together with his sons John and Tho¬ 
mas, six "gattes"; he was listed in the rates made for a le¬ 
vy to pay public charges, S March 1658/9, and was townsman 
in 1659. Also, in 1658 he with his son John became sureties 
for the good behavior of Henry Linnington, who had married 
Lawrence Y s daughter Catharine. 

Lawrence Ellison died after 5 June, 1665 and before 29 Decem¬ 
ber, 1665. The administration of his estate was granted to 
his three sons 2 June, 1666 . He was probably buried at '"emp- 
stead, New York.

Thomas Fleet is first of record in Huntington, New York,when 
he recorded the earmark for his stock and horses, 1 November, 
1681. Lands of Thomas Fleet, probably he, were laid out on 
the easternmost neck at the south (Sumpwams Neck, Babylon, 
New York), 27 July, 1687. In 1694, in arranging for payments 
for the hundreds of lands allotted to Huntington inhabitants, 
Thomas Fleet maid for four hundred for the widow Barnes (Pa¬ 
tience Williams, widow of Samuel Barnes). He with his wife 
Esther (so signed), but called Hester in the document, con¬ 
veyed land to Samuel Smith 18 February, 1695; this was ac¬ 
knowledged 22 April, 1695.

Thomas Fleet sold land to Samuel Smith 13 July, 1696 ; to Jon¬ 
athan Jarvis, 11 March, 1698 (the last was the land held by 
Fleet between the Annuskemunnica and Sumpwams rivers at Baby¬ 
lon, New York); exchanged lands with Henry Soper, 9 October, 
1702; and In the rates fixed for the Baiting Place Purchase, 

4 October, 1698, he was assessed 4s 6 d for the hundreds. He 
bought boggy meadow at "y 0 Seaders" in the East Keck, 2 May, 
1699, not far from his homestead; the latter was in the East 
Neck, near Fleet’s Cove. He concluded an agreement with Jo¬ 
seph Wood relative to a division of land, 31 July, 1699; and 
signed a similar document with James Chichester as the other 
party, 22 December, 1699* IS will be seen, therefore, that 
he held considerable land and was active as a real estate a- 
gent. 

Thomas Fleet died between the date he signed his will, 11 
April, 1713, and 14 December, 1713, when the widow was cred¬ 
ited with sums arising from the division of the proceeds of 
a sale of land. The will was proved 19 October, 1714 and was 
recorded in Liber 8 , p. 355 of New York Wills , New York city, 
New York. Thomas Fleet was probably buried at Huntington,New 
York.

The baptismal record is not reported. 

The first record discovered of Thomas Fleet is that he, as 
captain of The Falcon, was in Jamaica, in the West Indies in 
May, 1656. He was a merchantman and sailed from Jamaica on 2 
May of that year, bound for Portsmouth,. . England.The ship 
met with a violent windstorm on the high seas, and was so dis¬ 
abled that It had to make for Boston in the Massachusetts Bay 
in company with another ship, The Church. On 27 August it is 
recorded that he set sail from Piscataway, and eventually got 
bo Portsmouth, for on 20 October, 1656, he contracted with 
Benjamin G-illom for repairs. Ho is spoken as late commander 
of Tho Falcon . 13 December, 1656 , when the repair accounts 
wore audited. Nevertheless ho was agai n in charge 28 May, 
1657, when ho transmitted te the English Admiralty two mus¬ 
ter books and an account of provisions distributed to the 
English fleet; he was therefore in the naval service of the 
Commonwealth. 

He is next found sailing from Lisbon, Portugal, 27 November, 
1757 by order of Admiral Stoakes, and was still commandin g The 
Falcon, which was a flyboat (a small variety of gunboat). He 
was this time forced by another storm to take refuge in the 
So illy Islands, where ho stayed until 2J November, 1657; ho 
then sa.iled for Downs, where ho came to anchor 2? December of 
t: e same year. On 27 February, 1658/9 ho was Captain of .he 
.La man-of-war of 38 guns and a crew of 50 ; and was 
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tnon stationed at Gravosend, England. On 22 September 16SQ 
^ is ^corded that he would sail for Portsmouth as soon as* 
ordered; and on 3 October he was at Portsmouth, fitting up 
to sail for St• Helena and wanted a carpenter. 

Sometime after this last date (which is the last time that 

ho is recorded on tho high seas) and before 7 August, 1667 
he had cono to Nov/ England. It is probably correct that upon 
accession of Charles II as king of England, 8 May, 1660,Tho¬ 
mas Fleet turned trader. A tradition which docs not appear 
to be unreasonable has it that he came directly from England 
to Huntington, Now York in his own ship, and landod at what

7 April, .1684, but because of his differences with 
the inhabitants because of delay of survey of his lends, he 
refused to serve. In the l£ 85 assessment he maintained his 
high tax rating; only Epenetus Platt was worth more. He was 
chosen to be assistant to the commissioners of the town when 
desired by them, 4 April, 1687» which indicates that his dif¬ 
ferences of opinion had been adjusted, and also that hia 
Judgment was respected by the town In political matters.This 
last is confirmed by the fact that upon the accession of Wil¬ 
liam and Mary he was authorized to go on the town’s politi¬ 
cal business 3 May, 1689, to New York, and as representative 
of the town. 

Further references to Captain Thomas Fleet are Infrequent; 
It is apparent that he was getting on in years. On 3 June’ 
1689 he was to act for the town, along with others; and on 
12 March, 169* he again received land from the town fathers. 

Thomas Fleet senior died between 12 March, 1692* (1694) and 
5 October, 1694, when his son Thomas Fleet had assumed all 
of the property and the prerogatives. Ho was probably buried 
at Huntington, New York. No will or administration of his 
effects was over, filed of record.

THE ALLEGED INGUSH ANCESTRY OF THOMAS FLEET OF HUNTINGTON,NSW YORK 

The late Charles R, Street in Vol. I of The Town Records of Hunting - 
ton, New York , at page 109 states in a footnote that 

Thomas Fleet was here as early as 1660, and there is a trad¬ 
ition in the family that he came here direct from England, 
bringing his family with him in hoe own vessel, and that he 
first landed in Gold Spring Harbor at a place which has ever 
since been called •’Fleet's Hole 11 . There 1 b also a tradition 
in the family, Baid to be supported by good authority, that 
he was descended from Admiral Fleetwood of Cromwell's time, 
And that the name was shortened from Fleetwood to Fleet. He 
^ias largely engaged in ccmmcrce, and is said to have had as 
ijiany as forty vessels on the high seas. 

Wo suspect that the source of the foregoing anecdote was ocjao mem¬ 
ber of \hc Fleet family settled at Oyster Bay, New York. For exam¬ 
ple, injDescend ants of Cornelius Barentse Van Wyck and Anna Polhem- 
us , by Anne Van Wyck, p, ^44, under Samuel Van Wyck Fleet she pub¬ 
lishes information of a somewhat similar nature; 

(Samue 1 Van Wyck Fleet).,., was descended from Captain Tho- 
tkos Fleet, who came from England in 1660 bringing with him 
forty vessels engaged in the East India (sic) trade and ac¬ 
companied by his wife, his daughter Mary and his son Thomas. 
Re was the son of U :_r>: ± niiliam Fleet of the English Navy, 
and was also a c: v> L in the Navy during the Commonwealth, 
but resigned aft vna Restoration. Mr. Samuel Under’.-"' ' Meet 
says that the family ceme from Normandy to England with ’"11- 
liam the Conqueror in 1066, and that the original name was 
de Fletc, The arms of this Norman family has a shield . sil¬ 
ver upon which rests a red lion and three gold star., with 
a steel hclment surmounting the whole.... 

It is tjfue that Thctnas Fleet was a naval captain during the Oommon- 
TJealth;:that he came with forty vessels is much to be doubted, and 
it is also questionable whether he had a family of any size when

he disembarked at Huntington* New York. We are of the opinion that 
he married, a daughter of a colonist of Rhode Island, because of the 
number of timeB that the descendants married ftt that place. 

Ab mi$it be expeoted, there have been endeavors to identify Captain 
Thomas Fleet as the son of William Fleet of Ghorthan# Kent, by his 
wife Deborah Scott. The Fleetwood story does not stand up, so far 
as we have been able to ascertain; and the burden of its proof ap¬ 
pears. to rest very clearly upon those who have advanced it. But 
analysis of the Fleet family of Kent shows that there is consider¬ 
able reason to believe that Thomas Fleet may have been descended cf 
it; and for that reason, its connections are discussed in some de¬ 
tail below. 

In The Publications of the Harleian Society, vol. 74, (1925), at 
page 74 there is given a pedigree of a Flete (Fleete) family whic 
had been entered in the visitations of Kent taken in the years 15 >l 
1551 by Thomas Benolte, Clarenceux, end in 1574 by Robert Cooke, 
Clarenceux. The coat of arms is described fragoentarily as Quarter¬ 
ly; 1 and 4, Ohequy, .... and ...., a canton....; 2 and 5, Or, two 
bars sable in chief, three water bougats of the second. The first 
ancestor of this family is called Thomas Fleet of Roscall, presum¬ 
ably in Lincolnshire, who married Johana, daughter and heir to one 
Fynbaron, This Thcmas Fleet or Flete was born, we suppose, about 
1460« Only one son is listed:

The listing of the children of William and Deborah (Scott) Fleet a- 
grec quite well from the two sources (Nicholls and the Familiae) gi¬ 
ven heretofore. We have also referred to William Berry *s Pedigrees 
of the families in the C ounty of K ent , wherein Deborah Scott^s an¬ 
cestry 4-s given in considerable detail; and at p, 169 there is re¬ 
cited another list of their children which differs in Borne material 
points from the two others before referred to. There were, it ap¬ 
pears, at least twelve children, and if these were born over a per¬ 
iod of ^wenty-five years, tuey must have been born approximately be¬ 
tween 1595 and 1620. We list these children with the source *• ^ ort~ 
ing cacii. name, and s-uch disposition of the descendants as we ' have 
found at this writing;

Now it may be that the order in which the children of William and 
Deborah (Scott) Fleet are listed is incorrect; but in any case they 
cannot have been born much before those dates in the aggregate. It 
will be noted that further information is very necessary, and it 
should not bo too difficult to develop these connections by a spe¬ 
cial research in England. 

29. Henry Elect, son of William and Deborah (Scott) Fleet, born a- 
bout 1609 j is given in all lists. There seems to be no reason to 
doubt that he is the person of that name who was one of the early 
settlers of Virginia. It is not reasonable, however, to believe that 
ho was an early Henry Fleet who ;vas captured on the Potomac river 
by the Indians in 1625* a nd remained a captive until 1627* was ran¬ 
somed and returned to England. This earlier Henry Fleet, we very 
much doubt, would have been spoken of in the will of his mother as 


her eon was; he was too old'.eTha Henry Fleet of the present connec¬ 
tion was Burgess for Lancaster in 1652, and engaged in an expedition 
against the Indians in 1660. His opinion in regard to Indian affairs 
seems to have had much weight in the Colony. He wrote n A Brief Jour¬

It would be unsafe, in opinion, however, to draw an inference that 
thiB ancestor was a eon of William and Deborah (Scott) Fleet, des¬ 
pite the circumstance that ooveral sons of the latter went to Vir¬ 
ginia at an early date. Th Fleet families of DinecInspire, Wor¬ 
cestershire and Shropshir. snould be also investigated.

She wa.s bom at Southampton, New York, 19 July, 1707 • 

She was baptised on the same day, and probably at the resi¬ 
dence of her father at Southampton. 

Hannah Fordham was reported to have been of "hunting Town", 
Suffolk county. New York when, 10 December, 1737 she con¬ 
veyed to Gershom Edwards of Stratford, Connecticut, one- 
sixth of "one Hundred 'Acroa which formar1$ belonged to M 
Richerd bryan of Milford & was Conveyed by Alexander Bryan 
Administrator to the Estate of the s d Richard Bryan to Mary 
Howell of South Hamtown (sic) Deceased". The conveyance was 
witnessed by Benjamin Brewster and John Hallock ( Stratford 
Land Records , vol. 7, P* 116 (p* 234)). Subsequently Alex¬ 
ander Fordham, her brother, calling himself of Southampton, 

6 April, 1739, conveyed to Hannah Fordham, called of Hunt¬ 
ington, land for £33/l4/0; the witnesses were John Mackio 
and Richard Woodhull ( Deeds . Riverhead, New York, Libar B, 
part IX, p. 210). 

She married shortly before 1742 to Ebcnezer Akerly of Brook- 
haven, New York, whom she survived. Approximately six weeks 
after the death of her husband, 30 March, 1756, she quit¬ 
claimed to Mr. Sylvanus White of Southampton all her rights 
in the property of Alexander Fordham of Southampton ( Deeds , 
Riverhead, New York, Liber B, p. 325)- Alexander Fordham 
wo,s then deceased. 

In 1766 the widow Hannah was engaged in a controversy with 
her brother-in-lav/, Phillip Akerly (see ACLLir ~fi-AKERLY); and 
it was stated in family records that she was living in 1768, 
at which time her son is supposed to have married to his 
first cousin. She had deceased by 1790. 

No will or administration of her effects is reported. She 
was probably buried in the vicinity of Patchogue, New York.

NOTES 

The birti and baptismal record of Hannah Fordham is to be found in 
the printed Southampton , New York Town Records , vol. II, p. 502.1he 
late William Smith Pelletroau states in a footnote under the will 
abstract of Samuel Akerly or Ackerly of Huntington, in the Collec- 
tions of! the New lark Historical Society (see ACKERLY-AKERLY, vol¬ 
ume It page 60) that Samuel Akerly married this Hannah Fordhamj and 
this statement has been repeated in the American Genealogist , vol. 
XIII, p. 75, and by Mr. Louis T. Vail in his MS on the Fordham fam¬ 
ily on the shelves of the Long Island Historical Society, although 
with qualification. 

It has bden shown under AOKERLY-AKERLY that the second wife of 

Samuel Akerly or Ackorly in question was the widow Hannah Wickes of 
Huntington, whom he married in the First church at Huntington, New 
York, 5 October, 1751 (Records of the First Church in Huntington,N. 
Y•, edited by Moses Scudder, pag3 85). Furthermore, we have shown 
that Hannah, widow Akerly of Brookhayen, who quitclaimed ary pro¬ 
prietary claim in the estate of Alexander Fordham 50 iviarch, 1756, 
waa a widow before Samuel Akerly had died . We published comment to 
this effect in the American Genealogist, vol. XIII, page l$rj , and 
with due respect for those genealogists who may choose to differ 
with ua $.s to the connection, the present writer stated that he 
®as unable to submit proof of his own case. 

However, in this present book, for which we assume editorial res¬ 
ponsibility, and in this case also genealogical responsibility, we 
assert categorically that (1) the statement that Samuel Akerly mar¬ 
ried Hannah Fordham is unfounded, and from the foregoing evidence 
is an unreasonable inference 3 (2) the statement that Hannah Ford- 
ham married Ebeneser Aker 1 .;*- is correct and true; and (5) we put it 
to our friends who differ with us to make a valid case. We wish to 
be understood; this is a challenge to prove ua wrong. 

Now if our good and faithful - friends had checked the account by 
ourselves in The Journal of American Genealogy , vol. II, p. 69 ,they 
would have found the statement that Hannah Fordham married Ebonezer 
Akerly.

Wow John Fordham, born I705, was the youngest son of John 
Mai toy • a si3t;r, Mary (Maltby) Fordham. He was only three 
years old when he inherited the Stratford lands by will 0 f 
his uncle f If he had lived, there would be a deed from him in 
Stratford conveying the property. Instead, we find several 
persons conveying one-sixth interests in this land; one was 
Hannah Fordham, who can only be identified as the sister of 
Jchn, and another was the widow and Executrix of the estate 
of his brother Joseph. It is therefore to be concluded that 
John Fordham died early, a n d that his brothers ani sisters, 
as his heirs, inherited the Stratford property. It also fol¬ 
lows that he left six surviving brothers and sisters. The 
following deeds have been found, partly by use of the gener¬ 
al index in Stratford, and partly by a page by page search 
of earlier volumes not included yet in the general index. Un¬ 
fortunately, the writer has not been able to spend the time 
to complete the search, and deeds of some of the heirs have 
not been found.

It is probably true that the foregoing David Briggs is the one of 
that name who had a marriage license to marry Mary Barber, so- 
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oalled, both being of Southampton, the bond being dated 2 6 October, 
1676 * The bondsmen were John Topping and John Cooper. We have not 
been able to identify this David Briggs; it ie possible that he 
was the son of Clement Briggs of Plymouth, Massachusetts, and born 
there 23 August, 1640o In The Archives of the Briggs Family , by 
Ban, Briggs (I860) nothing more is given of this David except his 
birth. 

Because of the phraseology used by David Briggs in the foregoing 

record, it hae been conjectured by some deaccndants that Captain 
Joseph Fordhan married a Mary Briggs, daughter of Clamant Briggs. 
The records as thus far examined do not bear out this speculation. 
There is, however, a set of associations which indicate that the 
wife of Joseph Fordhaa may have been related to either the White, 
Cooper or Topping families* It is pointed out that _ the over¬ 
seers of the will of Joseph Fordhan were John Howell junior and Ab¬ 
raham Howell, who carriedraapaotivoly Mftrthd afci Abigail White, 
daughters of John and Ann (Cooper) White; and another daughter of 
John White, Sarah, married John Topping, a bondsman for the li¬ 
cense taken out by David Briggs. The relationship of John Cooper 
(junior) to the foregoing will be obvious (see COOPSR). Just why 
these families should appear in these associations, we do not know. 
However, it is desired to point out that a hypothesis that Joaejh 
Fordhan married Mary White, barn say 1645-1650, and who nay have 
bean a : daughter of John and .inn (Cooper) White, would do nuch to 
explain these associations. However, before our more enthusiast¬ 
ic friends sigh with relief, let us point out that there is not a 
vestige of proof known to us at the present time that such a per¬ 
son as this Mary White ever existed.

About 1639 he emigrated to New England and was at Cambridge 
for a short time. In 1640 he was one of the founders of Sud¬ 
bury, Massachusetts. In 1642 Thomas Lechford speaks of him 
as a minister out of office. He sold his lands at Sudbury in 
1643, and removed to Stamford, Connect lout. He joined -• --the 
Rev. Richard Denton ana others of Stamford in obtaining a 
grant from Gov. Kieft (patent dated 16 November, 1644) of 
New Netherlands covering land that they had purchased on 
Long Island. In the Breeden Raedt (Amsterdam, 1649) It is 
atated that in April "of 1644 an English clergymen was ^gover¬ 
nor” of the now town of Hempstead. He was clergyman at-Hemp¬ 
stead for seven years, approximately, until 1649. Governor 
General Peter Stuyvesant complained in 1657 that, the Rev. Mr. 
Fordham had left Hempstead "for no or little reasons". 

However that may he, The Records of the Tow n of Southampton 
show that on 1 April, 1649, the people of that town made an 
agreement with the Rev. Robert Fordham concerning his main¬ 
tenance, as he was to become minister at that town. He was 
to receive sixty pounds in country pay to begin on the fore¬ 
going date; and after 1 April, 1659 his annual salary was to 
be eighty pounds a year.

printed volumes of Hempstead Town Reoords. He was still of 
Hempstead on 29 November, 1^78 when he sold land granted to 
him by the town (ibid., vol. I, p* 44l); and on 2 January 
3691 he disposed of other land, calling himself of Southamp¬ 
ton, but stating that he had been an inhabitant of Hempstead, 
when the land was granted to him ( ibid., vol. IJ, p. 379). 

It ia probable that he returned to Southampton shortly after 
I678. Nothing has been seen from Hampstead records to indi¬ 
cate that he was married while living there. 

From the printed Records of the Town of Southampton we learn 
much about the subsequent history of Jonah Fordham. In 168J 
"Josiah" (sic) Fordham sold land laid out between him and his 
brother Joseph Fordham and brother-in-law Sdward Howell; this 
name Joaiah is obviously a misreading of the original record 
In March, 1685, Jonah and his brother "Isaac" (sic) 
land; here Isaao is evidently a misreading of Joseph, 
ly brother of Jonah except the incapable John who had 
dead then at least two years* "Bfr* Jonah" was on the 
list, and was Commissioner that year* Martha, wife of 
Fordham, died 4 October, 1688. 

On 7 April, I69I the Rev. Jonah Fordham made a prenuptial a- 
greement with Hester Topping, whom ho was about to Darry; 
he gave Hester half his estate; he has a daughter Keziah, 
and if she dies Hester is to have the other half during her 
widowhood if she survives him. The marriage took place, as 
Jonah sold land with Hoster his wifo, in January, 1695.Called 
gentleman* he sold land in 1698. 

The I698 Census of Southampton shows that in that year ttic 
family consisted of Mr. Jonah, Jonah junior, Esther, Kezia, 
and Hannah. This proves that his daughter Keziah, by his 

first wife, was still living; and that his second wife, Bs~ 
ther or Hester, had given him two children, Jonah and Hannah. 
The wife Hester was still living in February, 1702, when she 
witnessed a deed. In 1694, Joseph Fordham sold to his. uncle 
Jonah, and Jonah released to Joseph* Nathan ond Pelctiah Ford 
ham, a rig^vt from his father (i» e. Jonah 1 c) Robert Fordham 
deceased. 

Ref ore Jonah's own death in 1713* he had lost not only his 
second wife but his three children. This statement is based 
on substantial evidence?. HefotvencG Id aad^ to the will of 
ry (Fordham) Howell (see the Second Line), which shows tha, 
she had inherited part of his property. Deeds in the printed 
Records of the Town of Southampton, New York prove oonelusrve- 
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ly that Jonah left no ’’hairs of hia body." On 22 Ootober, IJIJ, 
Mary Howell, Gentlewoman, made her eon Edward Howell, blacksmith, 
her attorney, to collect all claims as heir to her brother Mr. 
Jonah, Fordham, deceased. On 28 October, 1715, Joseph Fordham and 
Edward Howell made an agreement for the division cf the ’’whole 
estate of Mr. Jonah Fordham, who lately died intestate. ThiB Jo¬ 
seph was of course the eldest son and chief heir of Jonah’s bro¬ 
thel Joseph. On 25 February- 1715/4, Joseph Howell ( sic : should 
be Fordham), Mary Howell and Edward Howell sold their right in a 
lot that fell to us by death c£ Mr. Jcnah Fordham. In 1715 Jos¬ 
eph Fordham, Mary Howell and Edward Howell sold land that fell 
to them by the decease of fir. Jcnah Fordham. These records are 
conclusive aa to the extermination of Jonah’s progeny. 

The maiden n&zBe.-bf his firBt wife is not found. The second wife, 
Hester Topping, was born 16 April, I 67 I and died before 1715j 
she wae daughter of Oaptain Thomas and Hannah (White) Topping.*

*It is unfortunately necessary to comment upon certain mis-atatamenta ap¬ 
pearing in Benjamin Thompson's History of Long Island . In the second ed¬ 
ition (1845), vol. II, p, 22, he gave some account of the Rev. Jomh 
Fordham, and added*. 

The Rev. Josiah (sic) Fordham, who preached a while at Setauket af¬ 
ter the death of Mr. Brewster, was his son, and (sic) whose sister 
Temperance was then married to the second Richard Woodhull. The 
said Josiah Fordham was the great-grandfether of the compiler of 
this work. 

The Werner edition cf Thompson 0 History of Long Island (1918), vol. II, 
p. 512, refers to the family of the Rev c Jonah Fordham thuB; 

His daughter. Temperance, married the aecond Richard Woodliu'l. His 
son, Josiah Fordham, had a son, Phineas, and a daughter Mary, who 
married Jacob Satterly, and was tho maternal grandmother of the au¬ 
thor hereof (i. e. Benjamin F» Thompson),... 

The Woodhull Genealogy , misled probably by the Thompson statement, on 
page 55 gives the wife of the second Richard Woodhull aa Tamperanoa ; dau. 
of the Rev. Jonah Fordham, and assigns to this marriage the exact date. 
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19 August, 1680(!)» Yet as we have already shown, Jonah Fordham left no 
surviving issue; and the marriage of Richard Woodhull to Temperance Top¬ 
ping on 20 November, 1684 is entered in the Southampton Town Records as 
printed (vol, XI, page 242). She was probably a daughter of John and 
Sarah (White) Topping, and would have been therefore a double first cou¬ 
sin cf the Hester Topping who was the second wife of Jonah Fordham. 

The '.ioo dhul 1 Genoa! ogy , page 62, states that the third Richard Woodhull, 
eon of Richard and Temperance, married "Mary, daughter of John Homan." 
We have presented evidence to show that the third Richard " 'fiDofihull’B 
wife waa Mary Fordham, daughter of the second Joseph Fordham, and grand¬ 
niece of Jonah Fordham. Since her daughter, J^ry Woodhull, was the pat¬ 
ernal grandmother of Benjamin F. Thompson, he did have a Fordham great¬ 
grandmother, but she was of the line of Joseph, not of Jonah, Fordham. 

As for Josiah Fordham, alleged son of Jonah, he seonB to ba as little 
known to history as his alleged sister. Temperance. If any Fordham was 
preacher at Setauket after the death of Mr. Brewster (1690) it waa Jon¬ 
ah himself and not an imaginary Josiah. The error doubtless springs fi-om 
misreading the name Jonah in an old record as Josiah; for the two names 
as often written can hardly bo distinguished. Possibly the name JoBiah 
is found in a later generation in the branch of Joseph Fordham; and if 
Benjamin F. Thompson's maternal grandmother, the wife of Jacob Sattor- 
iy ; was a Mary Fordham, she doubtless descended from the branch of Jos¬ 
eph, 

Be that as it may, the children, Josiah and Temperance, assigned by Ben¬ 
jamin F- Thompson in his History of Long Island as children of the Rev. 
Jonah Fordham can only be classified as myths, and Phineos and Jlary 
Fordham, assigned as grandchildren of the Rev. Jonah in the Werner edi¬ 
tion, fall into the same category. The only Fordham descendants of the 
Hr/. Robert Fordham are those who trace through his son Joseph. 

(It should be stated in this connection that the foregoing account o£ 
the Rev® Jonah Fordham, both as to the proper construction of the genea¬ 
logy of his ccnneotiona, and as to the corrections of record outlin-d 
in this footnote is taken from The American Genealogist , vol. XIII, pp, 
69, 70, 71 and 72.

NOTES 

Most of the references have been quoted in the NOTES under the suc¬ 
ceeding generation. When Robert Fordhanj died, he had left a nun¬ 
cupative will which tolls us considerably about the character of 
this emigrant ancestor, and of the personal relations between him 
and his preacher son Jonah. We quote, from Liber I* page 185 of 
New York Wills :

The deposition of Captain John Howell, "aged about 48 years," 
being(sworn) deposed, Baith "that 5 or 4 days before Mr. Ford- 
ham died, being sent for to Mr. Robert Fordham's house, hee 
went into lie, Fordham ; e new room.

Joseph, and Mr, Fordham said hee thou glut 
soo too." Mrs, Katn.-rine Jam Q a attests to the truth of what 
is abovemontioned (only as to the many £20 given Jonah), and 
they both testify that to their apprehensions Mr. Fo..dhao was 
in hie right mind. 

Taken upon oath, 27th November, 1674, before me, John Yeungs. 

From the foregoing a number of observations nay be made. First of 
all, that Joseph and Hannah Fordham wore children of the e^ond 
wife, and that Mary, Jonah end John were children of th-. nr ; Se¬ 
cond, it is apparent that the Rev* Robert Fordham was not the gent¬ 
le, eahy-going soul that ho has been represented in past pubUoar 
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tiona, but that ha could split thcologioal and other differ¬ 
ences with his own sen, possibly under the influence, of tho 
second wife. Navertholaas we suspect that it was his rigid 
thinking in theological natters that caused hin to leave hie 
pastorate in Hertfordshire, and which caused hin to leave 
Hempstead, New York when the Dutch influence was (as he cav 
have theught) likely to becone pervasive. It is a tribute to 
tho good sense of the haira that natters were settled so ami¬ 
cably.

Contemporary with the John Fordham who made hie will 12 November, 
1527, is another John Fordham of Kalshall, who was also ment¬ 
ioned in the Subsidy list of 14/15 Henry Till. Ha died 6 March 
1526# He had two wives, Ellen and Joane; and a number of child¬ 
ren; hut here too, there are difficulties of chronology. He was 
given tentatively (without proof, as is admitted by Ousaans) a 
son Michael Fordham; and also, certainly, sons John and Richard.

Sufficient of these pedigrees has been given to indicate the pos¬ 
sible connection of the American family with the earlier genera¬ 
tions. We have examined records of both Cambridgeshire and county 
Sssex, and from the lack of what would.be significant nanes to us, 
we are of the present opinion that the Fordhan family cf Saconbe 
had its antecessors in Hertfordshire. It has been indicated that 
Ralph Fordhan, son of John and Elizabeth Fordhan (page 978.2) is 
not reasonably the one of that na ne who married gllen Shotwell.Al¬ 
so, we do not find hin on the subsidy lists of either Kalshall or 
Therfield in 1545. We propoBe, therefore, that he is to be identi¬ 
fied either (1) as Ralph Fordhan of Little Mundan, or as ( 2 ) the 
father of Ralph and Robert Fordhan of Little Munden. It would seen 
logical to indioate that he nay have been the father of William 
Fordhan of the present connection; and further research conducted 
in England with this hypothesis in mind, may prove yorth while. 
In this connection it should be kept in mind that the parish regis¬ 
ters of Flamsteed, where the Rev. Robert Fordhan had been priest, 
should be examined as well. 

Cusaans in his History of Hertfordshire , parts V and VI, p. 146,un¬ 
der Sandon, writes: 

The fanily of Fordhan has been settled in this imnediate lo¬ 
cality for upwards of four hundred years, and Henry Fordham 
is recorded as being a landowner in the County of Essex as 
early aa the year 1167. The accompanying pedigree (as given a 
bove), commencing from the year 1527, might, by the assis¬ 
tance of wills preserved at Peterborough, be carried at least 
four generations higher; but there is great difficulty in ao- 
ciurately determining the individuality cf the testators, it 
will be observed tnat John is a name of frequ nt occurrence 
in the early portions of the pedigree; and not content with 
transmitting it in the usual manner, we find the progenitor 
of this family giving the favourite name to two brothers both 
living at the same time? hence the difficulty. John Fordham, 
whose will was proved 5th May, 1528, mentions hia sons John 
the elder, and John the younger. One of these Johns, presum¬ 
ably the elder, aa he died possessed of land bequeathed to him 
by his father's will, gives to John Fordham dwellinge witr 
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master Newporte twentie shillinga, and to John Fordham hi# 
Iprother fortio ahiilinge, but there is no mention of their 
relationship to the testator. By the same will this John the 
alder bequeaths legacies to his two sisters Alice Wilson and 
Alice Kynge, In the Subsidy Rolls for this county (152^4) 
three John Fordhama of Kelehall are assessed, two for goods 
and one for wages, and by the same roll we find that 'there 
ware then living at Sherfald, Richard and William Fordham...
